(for ſo I may call it in reference to your Highneſles unparalleld 
excellency tro whom it is preſented ) is that part of Natural 
Philoſophy Cvulgarly termed ASTROLOGY) which teacheth 
by the Natural Metions,Confiourations, Aſpetts and Inclinations of the 
Celeſtial Stars and Planets to Iudge of the Natural Accidents, Muta- 
tions and Alterations of Laws, Cuſtom s, Kingdoms, States and Em- 
pires, and the general caſualties of the whole World im the Natural 
way of its Go-vernment,by the Celestial and Superiour Bodies : which 
next under G O D are the efhcient Caules of all corruption, 
generation, production and nutrition in this Elementary 
World, the knowledge whereof is ro know NATURE the 
oreat Hand-maid of the Almizhty, and the temper and quality of 
All things ; and although through the mercenary practiſes of 
ſome by letting of Nartivities, and anſwering of Horary Que- 
tions (thus abuling the Art) the validity of this Science hath 
been brought into queſtion, reproach and contempt, yet | 
ueltion nor but your Highneſles 1 innate magnanimity is ſuch, 
that it will not condelſcend to give any cenſure on what hath 
not firſt been ſummoned to the Bar or Tribunal of your 
abs; ready picrcing Judgement; {or becaule a thing is calum- 
niated and queſtioned, 15 no proof of its illegality, neither 
doth the abuſetake away the ule thereof , for were this ad- 
mitted, even the beſt of Sciences and chief of Studies, Divi- 
nity it ſelf could not be exempt from prohibition and con- 
demnation ; wherefore ſince the farft-B o o « of this Volumn 
tendeth w holly tothe Vindication thereof from the aſperſions 
of the Antagoniſts, and the abules of the ſceming Friends 
thereunto , I ſhall not further inlarge on this point ; fince it 1s 
well keown unto the Learned, that among the Ancients and 
oraver ſort of people in all Ages , this Science (being unpol- 
lured and unſophiſticared ) hath been ſtill had in moſt high 
eſteem ; nay, it is of that profundity and excellency, that it 
was firſt taught to our firſt Father Ap a» by GOD him- 
ſelf

ſelf (as teſtifyerh Toſephs, Lib.1. Cap. 2. of lgy Antiquities of 
the Tews) who taught ic to his Poſterity ; for he further re- 
cordeth that Seth was lo excellent therein, that foreſceing the 
Flood, and the deſtru&on of the World thereby , ingraved 
this Art for the benefit of after-Ages in two Pillars, the one of 
ſtone, and the other of brick , and that be jaw himſelf that of 
one to remain in Syria in his own time ; and in the 3. chap. of his 
aforeſaid book , he further witneſleth and affrmeth , that 
man lived ſo long before the Flood to learn Arts and Sciences, 
eſpecially naming Aſtrology and Geometry ; and in his 8, chap. 
of that ſame 1. Book of the Antiquities, he doth yer further 
reſtifie, that Abraham having learned Aſtrology in Chaldea [being 
the place of his Birth] when he came into Egypt raught the 
Ezyptians the knowledge of Aſtrology and Arithmetick. Where- 
fore I humbly conceive , whatever ſome weak diſpurants 
Lnot worthy the noting] have affirmed in the diſparagement 
of this Authors Credit, thinking to make for their own en- 
vious and idle conceits ; Ilay (my-Lord) I humbly conceive 
ſince he beareth fo great an applauſe and credit among the 
* Learned and Fathers of the Church, of whom I ſhall only 
mention theteſtimony of Euſehizs, who abundantly through- 
out all his ten Books of his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory maketh uſe of 
this Authors words, for further confirmation of his ſcope; 
and in [ib.1. cap.6. de Hiſt. Eccleſ. (with divers other places 
which for brevitie lake I omit) he particularly uſeth theſe 
words (in the Engliſh verſion it 1s in the 7.chap.) Fereof thou 
haſt Joſephus a witneſs worthy of credit : Wherefore ſince by fo 
worthy 2 man as Euſebius was, Toſephus is thus deemed : how 
worthy of credit are they that now adays traduce him rather 
then want of their wills, or confels themſelves weak in con- 
futing what they are ignorant of ? Wherefore ( my Lord ) 
ſincethis Science 1s of {uch Antiquity, worth and excellency, 
it imboldnerh me humbly to make choice of your Highneſs 
for my Patron in this froward and confuſed generation, ſuch 
ſublime Sciences being too good, too worthy to be owned by 
any but who are truly Noble both in Vertues and Delcent, 
for let men be of what opinion they will, yer I am meerly 
perlwaded, and | have allo ſome Natural Reaſons inducing 
me 
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me to this be, that meanneſs of Birth and Deſcent,though 
exalred to the moſt eminent places and worldly digniries that 
may be, cannot bur Kill retain fome imack of a mean ſpirit, 
and can never bethroughly acquaint with magnanimity, or 
be truly hecoick , though ſome glimmerings they may have 
of both : Even as a Dunghill- Cock, although he be never ſo 
well fed, trim'd and ordered for the tryal of his proweſs and 
courage, and although to the outward appearance he feem 
ſtrong, able, brisk and couragious, and begin with an un- 
daunted courage and boldneſs, yet when he is forct to feel ei- 
ther the ſharpneſs of the Conflict, or the want of breath, 
bath not that Heroickneſs of Spirit tro die rather then yield, 
but (which is worſe) doth then divulge his own deteſtable pu- 
{fllanimity and dunghilly cowardiſe by running away , which 
a true Game-Cock thar is lineally delcended of Noble blood, ' 
alchough taken from the field, and overladen with his Fea- 
thers, Comb and Gills, before he will be guilty thereof, will 
choole rather to die, not referring life before Honour, bur 
Noblenels of Spirit before life , chooſing rather that death 
ſhould be ated on him with extremity of rigour, then thart * 
he ſhould with eaſe act the leaſt unworthinels though to his 
greateſt advantage. Wherefore my (Lord) though my offence 
hath been inexpreſsibly hainous by this my boldnels, being 
alcogether a Stranger to your Highnels ; And although I want

how evil ſome men therein are through ignorance, 
it was no {mall — ro my intentions, haye- 
| ing experimentaly'taſted of the bitterneſs of both their 
Bll Pens, Tongues, and viperous, inhumane, malitious, 

h 9 {landerous and opprobrious reproaches, for vindicating 
this Liberal Science of NATYV/RAL PHILOSOPHY vulgarly known by 
the Name of Asrrx010G1sz by reaſon it declares the motions and words 
or language of the ſtars ; from the greek word zce219yiz ex 45299 
asy& 1d eſt The Languaze or Preaching of the #ars, becauſe their yari- 
ous and conſtant influencies dictate unto us dayly new things or mu- 
rations in the Elements or Elementary bodies, 

This is the fourth time I have undertaken to undeceive my Coun- 
try men of ſuch Calumnies as are caſt upon this Heavenly and chief- 
eſt ſtudy meerly through tradition and envy.: yet have I been ſtill 
reviled and ill requited not only by the Antagoniſts thereof, bur alſo b 
ſuch as are ſeeming friends therunto and who have advanced ſo muc 
of the drofſy and more ridiculous part (or rather abuſe) which (though 
it hath advanced them and their purſes) hath brought the Art and 
its purity by their practices into contempt, and the Artiſts that ſtu- 
dy and practiſe none of their Chimera's but Natural Philoſophy only, 
to ſuffer the harſh cenſures, abuſes and abominable {landers and at- 
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_ fronts from the moſt inferiour and rural of men, Coblers , Hay-ma- 


kers and ſuch traſh, ro whom chough in the firſt Book of chis ſubſe- 
quent diſcourſe I am forc't to ſay ſomwhat for my own vindication, 
yet I have not ſo far torgot my ſelf as to name the Animal, leaſt 
poſterity thould think him more then he is. wheretore I ſay I being 
hitherto envied by both the Antagoniſts of the Art for vindicating 
and maintaining rhe Inocency and Legality therof; and by the Seem- 
ing friends therunco traduced for thewing myſelte fo forward therin 
and endevouring to demonſtrate the uſe from che abuſe, and for deli-

Head, Trunck and Limbs, though diſtin parts and members, conduce 
all tothe making up bur of one 1intire body ; to be Warranted by Divine 
Scripture, and the Writings and teſtimony of the Fathers;the Objeions 
againſt it removed, and the Art cleared trom all the abuſes thereof; as 
alſo my Lux Yeritats in Anſwer to Doctor Homes vindicated from all the 
cavils and ſ{ophiſtications of both himleif and his pretended ſecond.

As for inſtance, is there any thing in the World more Lawfull then 
Divinity in its purity 7 and is there any thing more hard to finde, or more 
commonly abuled by falſe Teners, Schiſms, Sets and Herefies ? And 
yetit upon thele grounds, or out of theſe conſiderations, a man ſhould

Pow. and the legality, verity, excellency and validity thereot, it not abuſed, 
and therefore who lo that warily peruſe that Diicourle of mine, intituled 
Vox Stellarum, or The Voice of the ST ARS, Printed in the year 1652. 
ſhall be ſatisfied, that God doth work by Cauſes , and that he hath or- 
dained the Stars and Celeſtial Planers to be immediate Cauſes next unto 
Him of all our Natural injoyments and catualties,v:z. Fertility, Sterility, 
Wars, Peace, Health, Sickneſs, Alterations of the Ayr, Inundations, 
Earthquakes, Thunders, Lightnings, Storms, Tempeſts, Commori- 
ons, Troubles, Alteration of States, Kingdoms, Laws, Cuſtoms, and of 
all rhings in a Natural way incident to, and in this Elementary World , 
for there is nothing more certain then that the Portencies of the Stars 
(ſo faras conduceth to the government of the Natural and Elementa 
World, andthe things therein compoſed of the fame matter and tuff) 
ſhall prove trueand effe&tual unleſs God do work a Miracle, and pervert 
the Order and Government of the World, &c. 

I donot deny the omnipotent power of God, that he is able to 
alter the courſe of Nature; he that made them with and by the word of 
his mouth, can (queſtionleſs) by the ſame word not only alter cfleir mo- 
tions and pervert their effects, but alſo annihilate them again ; bur as this 
is not by me denyed, ſo cannot the Objectors againſt this Science bur 
confeſs that God is the God of Order, and worketh in order,and nor pre- 
poſteroutly; tor becauſe he can alter the courſe and influence of che Stars, 


argueth not at all that cherefore he will; for why ſhould this be any Ar- 
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oument to us, ſince we read but of three times he hath wrought in this 
manner ſince the-Creation of the World 2 vz.tirſt in Foſhuahs time when 
he made the Su» ſtand ſtill; theſecond in Hezekrahs time when he made 
the Sun go back ; and the third and laſt rtmear the paſſhon of onr Saviour 
Feſus Chrit, when he miraculouſly Echpfed the Su at the time of the 
Full Moon, which cauled Drionyſius the Areopazite thus. to burſt forth, 
Aut Deus Nature patitur, aut Mundi machina aiſſoluitur Þither the World 
is atan end, or the God of Nature ſuffereth. -% 

W heretore it is clear God workerh not, or createth new things; he 
finiſhed his Work in the firſt fix days, he therefore now upholderh all 
things by his Providence, and bringeth chem to pals by ſecondary cauſes, 
according unto his inevitable Decrees and Divine Will ; for it were great 
impiety in us, and detraction trom the Al-tuſheient Wiſdom and Power 
of the Almighty, toafirm he hath nor preordained all things to come 
to paſs from the firſt Creation even to the Subverſion , and that they are 
{ignifhed unto us in the Heavens, have recourſe to Gerſon his Trilozinm 
A#rolozie Th:olozizate; for we read that before the deſtruction of Fe- 
ruſalem there appeared a Comet in the Heavens in form of a Sword for 
many days, Hortmen alſo fighting in the Ayr, Foſephus Bel. Fud. Lib.7. 
Cap. 12. Euſebins Eccleſ. Hit. Lib.3. Cap.8. prelaging the overthrow 
thereof, which was atter accompliſhed - Titus Veſpaſian; alſo before 
che death of Claudius Ceſ.ir rhere appeared a Comet tor a long time, and 
before the Civil broils in Row?2, Ocftavins being Conſul; and again, be- 
fore the War between Great Poz;pey and Flies Ceſar, as Plinie teſtifieth, 
Lib. 2. Cap. 25. De Nat. Andift we come neerer home we ſhall finde the 
Comet 1n 1618. to be the forerunner of all our late Civil Un-civil Wars 


'in Enzland Scotland and Irclard, as well as of the Commotions and 
Delolations in Germany, &c. But this will be very clear unto us even from That Theologie 


The word of GOD, if we but with ailigence and obſervation read the Hi- = rag 
re together, 


ſtories of the Old Teſtament, of the Subverſion of Kingdoms and Na- 
tions ; but eſpecially that ot the Fews by the Babylonians, the which 
People, upon condition they wouid follow the Law of the Lord, were 
promiſed to beeſtablithed for ever ; ſhall any one from this Promile aver, 
that their Kingdom was not preordained to deſtruction in its due time, 
and the limitation thereof long before ſer down 2 but that immedutly 
becauſe they diſobeyed, rhey were deſtroyed and carried away captive 
or rather that that Age wherein they were fo captivated, ſhould in the ful- 
neſs of that time be {o inclined to wickednels, as to bring that affliction 
ſo long betore threatned upon them * So then thele two, Turorogy 
and AsrroroG yr muſt agree together, orwe ſhall never beable ro 
agree in Truth, but run our ſelves into many Errours and Abſur- 
dities. 

In that Book alſo you may ſee how far we may lafely attribute 
to the power of the Stars, and that their effets may be altered, yer 
but by one means , viz. Prayer , for if Gov give an heatt to pray as 
it ought, noqueſtion he alſo therewith grants the Petition requeſted in 
choſe Prayers. 

Laſtly, my main ſcope, and chief dritr in this my fourth o—_ 
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Work 1s (fince I have ſo often ſtood up for the maintenance of this 
Science) to endeavour to manifeſt unto the World the purity thereof, 
having cleanſed it from its pollutions and abules, that ſo it may appear 
what Txurz AsTroLOGY 1s, and what T maintain to be ſo, and the abuſe 
be not only diſcovered but taken away , that once more it might ſhine 
glontouſly, and be able to ſtand againſt all Gain-ſayers whatſoever : For 
notwithſtanding I had delivered.my {elf {o plainly in my former Works, 
eſpecially in my Yox Stellarum, yet did the purity of this Science remain 
under the aw by being by many deemed no other then jugling z by 
others, to extend no further then to the reſolution of Horary Queſtions 
and the Judging of Nativities and the Fates and Fortunes of men 
thereby, or at leaſt chat this was the main and chiet ſubject thereot,when 
the truth is, the practiſe of ſome men in thele ridiculous vanities, roge- 


"ther with ſome other abuſes of this Mosr Nozrts Sciftxcs vr 
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* Nativities 


and Queſtions, 


AsTROLOGIE, have brought the purity thereof into queſtion by the 
unworthy, and the Science it ſelf generally into reproach with the 
illiterate. 

For I dare poſitively affirm (and fhall be ready to prove it to any Ra- 
tional man) That the Reſolution of Horary Queſtions is wholly yain 
and uncertain ; as alſo Nativities, on which they depend ( or at leaſt 
ſhould) excepting how to Judge of the particular Conſtitution and 
Temperature of the Body , and the Natural inclination of Man, as I 
ſhall ſpecifie in the 20, Chapter of the firſt Book of this Qyadripartite, 
fol. 38. | 

But it may be ſome may here demand the Reaſon then I do in m 
Lux Feritatis undertake the Reſolution of ſome Queſtions £ Bur I thaſl 
anſwer in that vulgar and ruſtical Proverb, 7t is a good Horſe that never 
Fumbles , and truly this is Language fit enough tor ſuch Horſe #uff- as 
are they. 1 am bur fleſhand blood, Ergo, (as allin my condition ) have 
failings ; I deſire not ſo much as to hide my fault when I finde it either 
of my ſelf, or by the loving adviſe of others, much leſs then do I de- 
fire tocontinue in an obſtinate way of f{implicity: I muſt contels there 
are many Faults in that Tract (yet not ſo many neither , as ſome would 
perſwade the World there is, as ſhall be in part.cleared in the firſt Book 
of this Volumn) the which I am not aſhamed to conteſs, but confeſs my 
ſelf aſhamed [rather] I publiſhed it ſo raſhly. And although I dare nor 
maintain thoſe Rules I there ſet down as infallible, yet I muſt let the 
World know, I can (and many others of good quality) juſtifie the ve- 
rity thereof at that time, and therefore very fitly brought in anſwer to 
Doctor Homes, to ſhew him, that 1t he be diſpoſed to cavil , there was 
_— enough for him, it being his part to prove, but mine to de- 
end. | 

And here now I muſt needs confeſs I have ſpent much time and pains 
in theſe * toys and trifles : And truly I amo far from being ſorry there- 
fore,that I much rejoyce thereat ; for G o» hath in mercy thereby thew- 
ed me the Foolery, Vanity and Inſufficiency thereof [which ſome cove- 
tous Wretches and mean Spirited People, contrary to their own know- 
ledge, raſhly attempr and practiſe) and fo Iam the better able to diſtin- 

| gouith 
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uiſh Truth from Falſhood; for I muſt confeſs that in as much as in me 
lies, I have ſet my heart co know Wiſdom, madaels and folly, and am 
able (with the Wiſe man) to pronounce the ſentence of Folly upon moſt 
things that I know, and truly the beſt of things, andall things [in com- 
_—_— of that Oneand Only thing, The care of our Souls} are but vanity 
and wexation of Spirit at the beſt: What dotha man toyl and labour for 
all his days, vexand fret himſelf, riſe early, goto bed late, weary him- 
ſelf all day, ſpend his ſpirits, when alas ! could he attain to the higheſt 
dignities, poſſeſs the greateſt Riches the World can afford,have the moſt 
abſolute command that ever Prince had, nay the whole Univerſe under 
his ſubjection, he cannot enjoy it above an hundred years, ſhould he be- 
gin to poſſeſs them the firſt hour he is produced or born into the World ; 


this is wich che moſt that I ſpeak, thelife of man zs threeſcore years and 


zen, Pſal.go.10, buta ſpan, aſhadow, Fob 8.9. Sure this is worſe then mad- 
neſs, and vanity inthe abFratt. I have a large field here to walk in, mighr 
I with civility intrude on the patience of my Reader ; wherefore I ſhall 
deſiſt, ſince Yerbum ſapienti ſat ezt. I ſpeak not this verbally, from the 
ſayings of that Holy and Incomparable Man Gzxz ar Soromon, but he 
that knoweth the heart, knows that this proceeds from an experimental 
knowledg2 of my own. 

But why ſhould I chus fear to rehearſe unto thee theſe ſo neceſſary con- 
ſiderations 2 Art not thou at leiſure to read them 2 thou wilt be imploy- 
ed worſe; it thou haſt heard them already, and ſo perhaps judge me yain 
in this my needles prolixity, T muſt needs tell thee thou haſt never heard 
them from me. and delire thee tolearn this Leſſon, That a good Leſſon can 
never be too well learned, nor a good Tale too often told : Wherefore let me 
intreat thy patience a little, betore I come to declare what TI have yer to 
ſay touching theſe my Labours; for though perhaps thou mayſt finde 
ſome of them, nay perhaps all in the Writings of other Authors, yer 
ſince I can deliver chem as my own,[ having taſted of the vanity of chem 
all experimentally, JI know no reaſon why I may not aſſume che ſame li- 
berty as others. | 


I will begin with our beginning; The Prophet Dav 1D the moſt great 974: v2rity of 
and glorious King of 1ſrae/,and the moſt renowned in his days, Pſal.5 1.5 , %! cbildbood. 


ſaith, Behold, 1 was ſhapen in iniquity; and in ſin did my mother conceive 
2e. Our very conception , initiation, before we have either ſenſe or mo- 
tion you ſee is vilde, it is vildneſs and wretchedneſs, Surely this is vanity 
anda great evil, even whileſt we were ſtill in our Mothers wombs. And 
when we were produced, to how many dangers, and troubles are we 
proſtrate ? the which as being ſenſible thereot betore we feel them or 
as a teſtimony thereof, We cry at our fg coming into the world, preſaging 
thereby, we hall have no other cauſe even in to heighth of our proſpe- 
rity, but with Heraclitus to continue the ſame tune, 1f we but confider 
our Cucko-folly : are not many by their inhumane mothers even ſtrang- 
ledin the birth to hide their whorith conchtion , their throats cur, thrown 
into houles of offices alive to be ſtifled there, buried alive, ſtrangled, 
drowned, burnt, their heads cut off, maſſacred , an hundred manner of 


ways according as the Devil worketh upon the inclination and humour of 
the 
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the Diabolical Mother, ſoare theſe poor innocent (ſave for the Original 
ſin they have from theſe Vipers) Children murthered, murchered, mur- 
thered; and all but to hide rheir Luſt and Shame from the World as they 
think, and yet thereby they bring themſelves, and run themſelves into 
not only what they ſhunned , the open divulging of the Fact and the 
ſhame of the World,by an untimely death extirpated from the ſociety of 
men, bur alſo indanger themſelves utterly to be baniſhed the unſpeak- 
able glorious company of G ov and Angels. This is worſe then 
madneſs. 

4 ſhall ſuppoſe rhe beſt,that we are ſaved alive,and then again on 
the other {ide,we ſhall be forc't (ſuch are our innumerable Calamiries,In- 
firmities and Diſeaſes, Miſchances, Diſaſters, Tronbles, Vexations, 
Perſecutions, Impriſonments , Fears , Anguiſhes, Diſcontents , Jea- 
louſies, Difſentions,Quarrels, Anger,Strife & Debate)with Fob (Fob 3.3, 
4.,5,6,7,8,9,10,11,.12.)to curſe the day of our birth, and to wiſh the womb 
had been our grave, Fob 10.18,19. or that we had died when we firſt 
were born Fob 3.11. For dowe firſt but conſider the uncertainty of this 
life, we ſhall conclude it Much more then vanity ; When weare the moſt 
carefully looked too, are we not often overlaid, and ſmothered, ſurpri- 
zed with Apoplexies, Convulſtons, the Rickets and Defluctions of 
Rheums 2 do not Chincoughs, Lasks, Vomiting, moſt frequently anti- 
cipate us of our Lives ? | | 

But to paſs this, and to ſpeak the beſt of it, being ativo years multi- 
tude of dangers and caſualties,” ſpent in ſleeping-and eating, when we 
are ſet upon our own bottoms and ſtand on our own legs, how many 
knocks, how many falls ? and which is worſe, ho otten are we pirtifully 
whipt and beaten by our ſenſeleſs and fooliſh incon{iderate Parents, and 
Giddy-headed hal ow-brained Nurſes, and puniſhed for punithing our 
ſelves by theſe unavoidable caſualties « how otr fall we into the fire, 
water, from on high, looſe our lives by all, break our limbs, legs, arms, 
heads, faces, disfgure our ſelves for ever, loſe an eye, both , criple and 
maim our ſelves : How are we ſubje& to Meaſels, Small Pox, Scabs, 
Botches, Boils * How are we tormented with ſuch like infirmities and 
vexations 2 How gnawn and pulled with Worms both in the Maw and 
Belly? Can we help our ſelves * Are nor we forc't to ſubmit to the order- 
ing of thoſe ſet overus, our Parents, whether rational, irrational, wiſe, 
fooliſh, ſober, raſh, underſtanding, ignorant, diſcreet, {mple, &c. and 
ſo conſequently expoſed even in this our greateſt extremity, which is 
worſe then our preſent {ad condition , to all the perils and dangers of 
ruine both of health and life thar can beexpreſt ? and do we not many 
times hereby loſe our lives, or which is worſe, live in miſery all our lite 
after? Do they not teach us as ſoon as we are capable of learning.all the 
evils and miichiefs1n the World 2 Malice, Give me a blow and I will beat 


| him? Lyes, no, ſay, and 7, ſay ? when we ought rather to {ay clear contra- 


ry or nothing at all; with an hundred ſuch, which being lo ſoon put in- 
to us, are eaſily retained, and prove ſometimes our deſtruction, having 
once taken root in our hearts ; This zs alſo vanity. 


Bur paſs we theſe five troubleſom, uncomtorcable years alſo; we no 
{ooner 
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ſooner come to the leaſt capacity or underſtanding, but we are then ſe- 
verely corrected by ſuch as are ter oyer us, if we are not ſo wiſe preſent- 
ly as themſelves, and underſtand what they either fay or teach us ; O ris 
x ares creatures, to think beating'rheir buttocks, backs and ſides, will 
put brains or more capacity then Gop hath given them into their heads ! 
what rtiſchiefs are we now at this Age prone unto ? Ineed name none 
ſince I cannot name one which we do not with eagerneſs run into ; 
and how grievqus doth-it prove unto us in the end? Learn we nor 
vice? deſpiſe we not virtue ? Are we not ſtill under the laſh and cor- 
rection of one or other? Do we not follow trifles ? Play with toys 
and negle&-our Book,: of, Trade, that which might make us men 
heratter? Have we any forecaſt? And yet will we be adviſed? Know 
we what is good for our ſelves? and yet can we condeſcend to be 
raught © run we not into all eviland extravagant courſes? and yer will 
we be taught the way of goodneſs 2 What ſhall I fay 2 when I have ſaid 
all, and have made the beſt of all, I muſt neceſſarily be conſtrained ro 
lay, All is vanity and vexation of ſpirit. 

Ler us come now to the fourteenth year of our age, and ſee if we 
grow wiſer as we grow older. Now we fall in love, fond fools ! with 
what, can wetell: know we why 7 have we reaſon ſufficient to guid us © 
have we ſufficient Judgement for theſe our fond and childith actions 2? 
Is the beautifull ? hoy ſimple are we ſo to beſor our ſelves with that which 
at the beſt is but uncertain, and with one puff of the ſtormy wind of fick- 
neſs, the Small-Pox, Feaver, or ſuch like, &c. withereth and faderh * 
How weak are we to thipwrack our Judgements on ſuch quickſands, to 
build oor houle on ſo-tottering a foundation which is impoſſible to ſtand? 
How childiſhare we ſo to bewitch our {elves to bare outfides ! Carch at 
ſhadows and neglect ſubſtances ! when Vertue, Religion, Chaſticy,Hu- 
mility, Patience, Prudence, Modeſty ought rather to be the rowling 
eyes, the love dimples,curled artificial locks,naked breſts,cherry cheeks, 
coral lips, black eye-brows, lilly white hands, lott,gentle & flender which 
we ſhould look too, and cover, and eſteem as the greateſt and chiefeſt 
beauty, though vaild under a Canveſs Curtain , this is the Jewel rather 
to be prized of -the two, though locked upin an homely Cabinet; this 
is that vertuous Woman which ſhall be a Crown to her Hushand, Prov. 12.4. 
The glory of the man, 1 Cor.11.7. and the wife that buuldeth up her houſe, 
Prov. 14-1. But the other which hath onely beauty and a bare ourlide, 
is the fooliſh that plucketh it down, as is expreſt in the tollowing words z 
For as a jewel of gold in a [wines ſnout, ſo is a fair woman without diſcre- 
tion, Prov.11.22. But alas ! now weare raſh, indiſcreet, think our own 
wits beſt , like wilde Bucks; over hedgeand ditch we go without tear 
or wit ; reſtrain our ſelves of nothing tor theſe {even years till we have 
ſown all our wilde Oats, and come home with weeping croſs; think we 
have time enough torepent; delay the time; we are young enough, and 
therefore go on in our ways : O burlet us confider the words of that blel- 
ſed man, But know O man that for all this thou ſhalt come to Fudgment, 
Ecclef, 11.9. We ſhall anſwer for every idle word, Marth. 12.32, Much 


more aſſuredly then for every vain and fooliſh idle action , eſpecially 
(d) when

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when wevoluntarily ran thereints;' and wittully / and willingly give our 
ſelves over to looſnefs/ which profirech not, bat'is 4 great toil and vanity 
it felf. Ex 4 1 bg 57 
bb do we Game, Sport, Drink, Rore-ity/and make Revel-rout, 
Rant, Cur it, and tear the ground; Vapor; Swagger, Domineer, Stare 
and Sware, follow a company to,daevil, doas our Companionsadvile us, 
or as weſee them do, never queſtioning whether there be Reaſon, Wit, 
Diſcrerion or Honeſty init; Whore, Drab, and take Tobacco, all tor 
company. and ſo deſtroy both body and'ſoul, being now forany defign< 
drink healths to our Miſtrefſes ll we leave our ſelves no-health, and 
make beaſts of our ſelves in not denying to do that which' beaſts cannot 
be conſtrained to : And truly, this beſtial vice of Drankennels may 
alſo be reprehended in thoſe of more mature years, nay, tothe ſhame of 
this our Land beir ſpoken, even the moſt grave age of men is roo much 
addicted hereunto; fo thar it 15 obſervable that hardly any Houſes thrive 
of late ſince our manifold diſtractions, bur” tipling and guſling Ale- 
houſes, the which as is very well known, are more in number by many 
then all che inhabitants of other Trades (in Lon4on) put together ; This 
alſo is vanity, and a great evil. | 
Again, let us ſee the end of ſuch doings ; what advantageth it ? doth 
it produce any good * are not theeffects hereof, Quarrels, Diſſentions, 
Fightings for Miſtreſſes; for not drinking of an Health, tor not ſaying 
» this Woman is handſom; for affirming that is not comely ; for diſpara- 
ging of a Lady, a Perſon of Honour, Quality, Renown, becaule he hath 
been admitred her preſence; tor an affront, nay for a pin, point,or pins-

ons, maladies and infirmities, expoſed to all dangers, and that upon 
every occaſion, io that I may ſay as one once very well ſaid , Man hath 
but one way into the World, but ( I may affirm) an hundred thouſand ways 
out. This is vanity and wexation of ſpirit; no ſooner a man hath ſowed 
his wilde Oats, but the black Ox treads immediatly on his Foot : No 
looner a man comes to be a man, chat he leaves his childiſh toys, extra- 
vagant courles, and his wilde untamed accuſtomary lite , but he is over-

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whelmed with all cheſe ; If he have money, he is troubled and perplexed 
with care to hay it out tothe beſt advantage and althongh he hath im-

If he want money, what miſery 1s he overcharged with ! a continual 
fear poſleſſerh his Spirits, thar he ſhall ſtarve, lie in Gaol , have no friend, 
abound with diſgraces, flights, frowns and affronts, even from the 
moſt rural, although never ſo well deſerving; is he not then ready to 
rake any deſperate courſe and defign in hand © and is not this troubleſom, 
loachſom, abominable life enough to make him do thar which in his own 
natural humour he ever deteſted © 7s not this wanity .and folly then ? ſure 
zt is agreat evil. | 

Hath he a comperency { which 1s the golden mean to be deſired of all 
men] yet he is nor content,he muſt haye more, he lives not ſo high as his 
Neighbours, his Wife and Children flant it not like them, he hath not 
his Coach, Saddle-horſes tor himſelf, and a couple of men, nor the at- 
rendance, cap in hand that he ſees others have ; O miſerable man ! how 
vin art thou , that thou knoweſt not thine own happineſs * Contenta- 
tion 3s the chiefef gain - and as one moſt elegantly ſaid , It is not the 
abundance of Riches or Poſſeſs:0ns a man hath, that maketh him Rich , but the 
conmtentedneſs of this minde. For how many old, grubbing Ulurers (who 
as Anacharſis (aid , carry Gold like Afles, yet eat but Hay) uu them- 
ſelves ? feed upon porridge a whole half year rogether , make a penny 
ferve them aday, will not beſtow a farching to the making themſelves 
well when ſick, for fear of parting with their Manmon-money, although 
buta trifle ; but chooſe rather to put it co the venture , md let it wear 
away (as they uſe co lay) when oftentimes it wears them away, or at leaſt 
bears them away ; and ſoare juſtly diffipated of all, for fearing to part 
with ſome. Are not theſe men wretched, poor, even whilſt they poſſeſs 
rhe greateſt Riches © Is there any of them can afford themſelves neceſ(- 
{aries ? do they not live more like Beggars, or Peaſants [at the beſt Jhen 
rick and wealthy men 2 

And now I might here ſhew the odiouſneſs and vitiouſneſs of cove- 
reouſneſs, which of all things is moſt deteſtable, bur I fear I have al- 
ready tranſgrefled the ordinary bognds of an Epiſtle ; wherefore leaſt the 
Porch of this my Fabrick ariſe to a greater bulk then the whole build- 
ing, I ſhall paſs it by. 

And truly to goon in this I am upon(withour branching it in the leaſt) 
were an Hercaleay Labour, and toinfiſt on every particular vanity in this 
vain, vain, vain World , Beſides ſhould I be fo peremprory as to attempt 
it, my preſent condition, want of memory, and inſufficient capacity, 
would render me defe@tivein as many things as I have already or can 
heteafrer expreſs, and my vanity therein the greateſt of vanities; where- 
fore as hitherto I have bur hinted at things , being (as I have ſaid ) nor 
able 
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able ro do-agy other, nor indeed: willing (tt Fcould).to weary my. Rea- 
der with. fo long 2 preamble; I thal proceed directly torward; through 
che reſt of mans lite, and give you alſo an hint thereof (having began) 
and that as brief as may. be. | 

Is he ſtagle * he defares marriage; Is. he married * he deſires again to 
be ſingle ; as the ſtory goes of a fellow which. whilſt he was 2 
barchelor, was a boon- companion, and would ſpend his mony freely. 
and therfore with his Hoſts he was termed A good. fellow; bur fo ir 
happened, that at length he was married, and coming not fo frequenr- 
ly to his Hoſts as formerly, nor ſpeading his: cath fo freely wheft he 
came, was by one of them demanded the reaſon of this his unwonted 
ſtrangeneſs and great change; who replying, faid, 1 am now married; 
= then quoth the, Thoy art now an hone man ; but he fighingly made 
anſwer in thele words, Ha, but if 1 were once a good fellow again, 1 would 
never be an honet may whilit 1 live. | 

Thus you fee we are never content with our condition, neither full 
nor faſting. How are we grieved and perplexed ar the loſs of hut- 
band, Wife, Children, Goods? And how again do we fret, pine and 
conſume our Spirits, Bodies and Souls, that we cannot be rid of our 
Husbands, Wives and Children? How carelefs are we of them when 
we have them © Spend all our ſelves, Grudge them pennies, when 
we {quander away pounds npon Whores, Projects, Drink,Cards, Tables, 
Pice, and an hundred ſuch Vanities, Vanities, and ſtudy to render aur 
ſelves hereby worle then Infidels, and Deniers of the faith, according 
to the Apoſtle 1. Tim. 5. 8. But if any provide not for his owne, and 
(one for thoſe of his owne houſe, he hath denied the Faith, and is worſe 
thew an Infidel. Is not this Vanity? What is this but Vanity © Surely 
it is the Vamity of Vavities. 

Was not Marriage firſt inſtituted for procreation © Gen. 2. yet how 
many are there that would fain marry, were they bur aflured they 
might never have Child ? O wicked wretches thus co fet themſelves 
oppokite to Gods own Ordinance! They would pradtice their laſci- 
vious luſts, but deny the fruit of the womb; and truly I muſt con- 
te(s it matrereth not how little we are troubled with the breed of ſuch 
beaſts; for letme tell you, and take itfor a rule, you ſhall never find 
any of this humour, but ſuch as are moſt viide Whores, chough they 
may cover it and hide it from the World, I have obſerved it in very ma- 
ny, and have ſtill found chem no otherwiſe reputed. Are not theſe 
Vain tools? And is not this a great folly ſo to deſire what the Loxp 
hath threatened for a curſe? Hof. 9. 14. Give them O LORD :- what 
wilt thow give thew ? a miſcarryine womb and ary breits , andreftuſe what 
be hath promiſed for a bleffing ? Gen. 49. 25. 1 will bleſs thee with 
the bleſsings of the Womb , and 1o earneſtly to covert what virtuous Wo- 
men 1n old time counted a Reproach ? Gep. 30. 23. faithRacusr there, 
GOD hath taken away my reproach, when he had given her a fon. This 
is worſe they Vanity 01 Madueſs 

Doth not the riches and preterment of many men, alchough naturally 


mean. bale and unworthy,ſo elevate and tranſport them above themſelves, 
{0 
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ſo as that they deſpiſe, negle& and contemn their berters, both for birth 
and endowments ? meerly becauſe they have not thoſe preterments, that 
power, that eſteem with the Vulgar, nor thoſe fine knacks about them 
which he hath ; when, ſhould we bur give to every creature its own, how 
naked ſhould we be lett* we ſhould be more mean and poor then the 
bruteſt creature, who hath hairſ at leaſt tocover his skin ; 7hzs is 4 great 
evil, and wanity it ſelf. 

And how vain are we to boaſt, and take pride in what is our ſhame 2 
we were Created naked, and had we not ſinned we ſhould have ſocon- 
tinued; we cloathed our ſelves firſt for ſhame, and now we are ſo void 
of ſhame, weare proud of our cloathing, glory in our ſhame ; but I ſay, 
let us conſider the things we are proud of , they are but excrements, at 
the beſt bur vile , and naturylly, I fay, belong to other Creatures , and 
theretore we have little or no cauſe to eſteem ſo of them, much leſs ro 
be proud of that which we are beholding to our inferiours for: For to 
the Beaver we are indebted for our Hat or covering to the head, the chief 
member; to the earth tor our ſhirt, which 1s nearer to us then our Pettt- 
coat - to the Sheep or Silk-worm, for our cloaths and ſtockins. to the 
Oyſters for our Neck-lace and Pendence ; for our Shoes , Boots, and 
drawling Galoſhes to the Goat, Ox, Cow, Ball, &c. and to the Cordi- 
vant, Buck, Stag, Kid, Lamb, Sheep tor our Gloves: and to the earth, 
rocks and mountains tor our Gold, Diamonds, Rubies, Saphires, Jaſpers, 


 Chryſalices, Heliotropians,&c. And laſtly, for our Fans and Feathers, 


which we ſo fvagger with in Hide-Park down to our backs, to the O- 
ſtridge ; and for our Pertumes, to the Civet Cat, &c. what comes from 
their Tails,we glory to have at our Noſes. How can we be more vain, 
then to ſet our minds on ſuch Trifles « be proud of ſuch traſh and trum- 
pery, vile abje&ts? This is vanity, madneſs, madneſs, madneſs; we dote, 
are ſtupid, beſotted, ſtark mad fools. 

To be ſhort (for trom this 21. year of our age, I intend to ſhew, or 
giveat leaſt an hint to the folly of moſt men from this year to their very 
laſt: tor although I might a lictle inſiſt on the crazineſs, peeviſhneſs and 
waſpiſh wiltulneſs of petrtiſh old Age, and the calamities whereunto they 
are moſt prone and incident, yer, I ſay, I ſhall rather paſs that by) Ler us 


firſt examine what the World it ſelf is, and the ſeveral degrees of men 


therein, and then he that ſhall conclude it to be other then vanity, foole- 
ry and ſimplicity, and the men therein other then fools and mad, Erit 
mihimaznus Apollo, but then I muſt tell him, he muſt nor only conclude 
ſo, but proveit to be ſo; or he ſhall (on the other ſide) be M:ihi hominum 
ſtultiſs1mus, or Sapientum Oftavns. 

Is the world [firſt ] any other then a School of Knavery, Jugling and 
hypocrifie , and (as 1t were ) a Nurſery of Vice, Villany and Profane- 
neſs, where every one is for himſelf , and his own ſelt-ends, valuing 
nothing to the accompliſhment thereof, no not the tear of G O D, nor 
his Commandments, which is according to the Royal Law of Liberty, 
To love our neighbour as our ſelf ? Is Chriſtianity, Love, Conſanguinity, 
Alliance, Charity, Friendihip or mutual Acquaintance ſufficient to re- 
claim us ? Is not this Proverb, No longer Pipe, no longer Dance, verified 

in 
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in moſt of the People of. the World * Is not eyery man a Friend and a 
proteſſed Loyerto him that hath no need of their Friendſhips O what 
greazing #f\fat Sows inthe —- 15 there frequently to be found through- 
out the whole face of the Earth ! but which is worſe, is not this vanit 
committed by fuch as. proteſs.and make a great outward ſhew of Religi- 
on and Chrittianity « And yet roan Acquaintance, Afociate, a decayed 
Kiniman, better and more worthy both for Birth, Parts and Breedinj 
then themſelves, do they extend any thing fave a bundle of flattering 
words, and.diflembling Proteſtations of Love,affection and good will : 
and then affoon as their backsare turned, give it out, he is wicked, a 
{wearer, a beggar, he lives by this and by that ; here lies all his hope, and 
here his greateſt retuge ; never remembring, 7t is ax ill bird that defiles his 
own net ,, rejoy cCingat the decay and poverty of them, that themſelyes 
might be had un greateſt eſteem? Is not this a great evil : How many 
Ambodexters, Fanuſſes, Hypocrites, doth the wool abound with, that are 
outwardly Lambs, yet inwardly Wolts, that: play Legerdemain , and 
practiſe nought elſe, Hocrs Pocuſſes, teeming Sainrs , yer really Devils, 
that have excules for the greateſt fins, nay for pride it ſelf which hurled 
Lucifer the great Angel of light, the great Carrier of light (as his name 
imports,being interpreted) headlong to Hell and eternal deſtruction? We 
know the Apoſtle to Trmpothy, Tim. 1. 2,9, 10. exhorterh, that women 
adorn themſelves im modeit apparel , with ſhamefaztneſs and ſobriety ; not 
with broidered hazr, or gold. or pearls, or cojtly aray ; but (which becometh 
Women profeſsrag godlineſs) with good works, Whereby we clearly fee 
200d works (according to the intentot the Hor y Gaosr) ought ra- 
ther to be the attire of women (eſpecially ſuch as proſeſsthe Goſpel and 
Godlineſs) then ſuch vanities as are there expreſt, and many noiy adays 
aſſume above their rank and quaiity ; leaſt (as the ſcope of theſe words 
intimates unto us) they become a thame and reproach ro the Goſpel and 
purity thereot ; and Chriſtianity be lightly eſteemed tor their ſakes, and 
thele their vain practiles. I ſay, notwithſtanding all this, ſome who pre- 
rend much to the world of Holinels and Religion, are to hypocritical 
(nay I may wel jay deviliſh) as to maintain openly the gorgious apparel 
of women, and their vanities in ſuch practiſes, Tobe 4 grace, and an ho- 
nour to the Goſpel ; chooling rather thus highly to fin againſt GOD, and 
diſpleaſe him both in the maintenance of the a&, and [which 1s worſe] 
the vindication thereof, then in the leaſt to reprehend ic in their children, 
or diſpleafe their fantaſtical, whimſical, hypocrital wives ; but heap fin 
upon fin, that fin might be hid from the eyes of the world, tearing more 
the cen(ures of frail, deſpicable unworthy -zan, then the eternal Judge- 
ment of rhe grear, terrible omniſcient, omnipreſent and omnipotenr 
G OD that will call one day all toaccount; that will not meaſagre men 
by the outward appearance, out the inward teſtimonies of the' Spirit, 
that will reckon for every idle word ; much more for every vain action. 
and premeditated and ſtudied lyes and fallacies to cloak and cover our 
wickedneſs and deteſtable actions ; Whar profit will theſe vain, fooliſh. 
mad things be unto us, whereof we thall one day be athamed ? our lay- 
ing the faulron our Husbands, and faying he will have it 1o; or upon 
| | | @Ur 
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our Wives, that ſhe will haveit ſo; will not then excuſe us , will nor 
then plead for us, will not then advantage us a ruſh, will not expiare 
our {in, nor will not protect us from the puniſhment ; This 15 alſo 
vanity. | 

How do we ſuit with every occaſion, with every company ? Do we 
not when we viſite the Religious, the Miniſters,attire our {elves modeſt- 
ly, put on our plain black gowns,hide our necks, breaſts, gorgets, with 
our icarfs, our curled locks and broidered hair with our hoods , fit de- 
murely, talk of profeſſion, and of this body, and the other body, rather 
then want diſcourſe and occaſion to cry up our ſelves? and yet do we 
ſtudy ever the more ſanctiry « Our Saviour Curisr teacheth us to 
know ſuch as are indeed his Servants by an infallible coken, Marth.7.16. 
Tea ſhall know them by their fruits , domen gather rapes of thorns , or figs 
of thiſtles? their outward pretences arenot grounds ſufficient to convince 
us of their innocency, they may be thus in ſheeps cloathing, yet inward- 
ly may be alſo ravening wolves,as you ſee.in the preceding verſe. Where- 
fore I muſt needs reprehend ſuch as poſitively conclude men either 
good or bad, according to the report of rhe world of them, or their ſeem- 
ing prerences z deviating from this Rule, this infallible Rule ; for as ic 
is raſhneſs in any to believe windy reports ; ſois it folly, and worſe then 
madneſs to be carried away or deluded with pretences, and ſeeming out- 
fides, without firſt hricully examining the truch of both; the want of 
this leſſon in wiſdom is the cauſe we run our ſelves into millions of 
Premunires , which but for brevitie ſake I might prove by a parti- 
cular recital of many; wherefore learn this, and thou ſhalt be an abſo- 
lute Politician ; for ſo ſhalt thou eaſily pluck off the mask of pre- 
ences, diſperſe the miſts of envy and reproaches , and free thy ſelf of 
many inconveniencies. 

W hat coveting is there of this Dazly applauſe of the world ? Do we 
not run here, and run there, viſit this, relieve publickly, and that to be 
teen of men, make gatherings to our own advantage ; peak to the god- 
ly tor money, cloaths, and other neceſſaries, to relieve the necefficared, 
and do it in our own Names ; be known to none we have it from any, 
but that it is our own goodnels and liberality, and yer hide our faces from 
our own fleth * Is this Charity © Is this Chriſtianity 2 Is this according 
co what we profefle ? Will we part with ſix pence to one that is in 
the moſt extremity of neceſſity when we ſee they cannor ſhew it to the 
world, or think it will not be known 2 Do we not abound with theſe 
tormalities, nay do we not rather ſwarm with them ? 

How many men follow tradition and common cuſtom, rather then 
their own Judgements, Senſe or Reaſon ? 

What greater madnets, folly and vanity can there be, then to ſee So- 
liciters, Clerks, Scriveners, be better rewarded for running of errands, 
writing of a Bill, ora Bond in a neat hand and flouriſhing Letters, and 
if may be neither true Englith nor Senſe init, then a Scholar and inge- 
nious perſon tor teaching them wit : To ſee Huntſmen: entertained, 
receive {tipends, diſcourled with, when Learning goes a Begging ? A 
tying flattering Favourite,that is a meer outfide,ger more ina year then a 
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Philoſopher all his life? A quondam Beggar, thar was glad to do any 
thing for amels of Porridge or aſcrap of Bread, fant it, and ride in his 
Coach, have the worſt of his Attendants better then the beſt of his kin- 
dred, or any of his Predeceflors? Thar was formerly a ſervant to every 
one, now Lord it over all ? Gentlemen goon foot, Beggars ride on hor- 
ſes, prancing Steeds? Philoſophers,Schollars and ingenuous ſouls crouch 
to Clowns, illiterate Curmudgins tor a meals meat, or a nights lodging 2 
Cloaths eſteemed before Wit, Learning, and underſtanding 2 meer out- 
ſides honoured, inſides {lighted, not eſteemed or valued * Men to have 
their guts in their brains, and brains in their guts ? To ſtrain at Gnats and 
ſwallow Camels ? To skip over blocks,and ſtumble at ſtraws 2 To be an- 
gry tor trifles, not moved for things of conſequences Thoſe in Autho- 
rity, Place, injoying poſſeſſions, though Idiots; be honoured, reverenced, 
applauded, eſteemed of, crouched to: when vertue, and the chiefeſt of 
endowments a mortal can poſſeſs, wanting preferment, and trath riches, 
ſhall be diſreſpe&ed and undervalued 7 Then to ſee riches make 2 man 
wiſe, ſolid, diſcreet, judicious and vertuous, though a natural Fool ; 
and poverty to render all theſe, and the man that poſſeſſerh them.,a Fool, 
a Coxcomb, an Aſs : Wiſe men degraded; Fools preferred to office © 
Orators and Judicious men to be ſilent , Fools and Idiots prate,and have 
all che talk, and reprehend others, ot what they themlelves are juſtly to 
be reprehended Men that have enough, make Vaſlals of themſelyes to 
their Inferiours to get more? Diligently to ſcrape with the one hand 
money together, and ro ſquander it away without care with the other 2 
To be penny wile. and pound fooliſh * To buy ſhadows and neglect ſub- 
ſtances © Then to ſee fo much difference between words and deeds ? 
Men rob Peter to pay Paul ? Actall kinde of villany, and pretend to be 
Saints « The Fox preach ? Vice correc fin © The Pig play on the 
Organs * Blind men judge of Colours 7 A world in the Mooz and other 
Planets ? Hell and damnation in Saturzand Mars ? the Earth turn round 
and the $yz ſtand ſtill ? A man to ſmile in your tace,and cut your throat ? 
Pretend one thing, do clean contrary ? Neither ſpeak what they think, 
nor think what they ſpeak ? To hear every one ſay he is your humble 
ſervant, yet ayms to be your inſulting Maſter ? Cuckolds to be content- 
ed, wink at their wives abuſes, and make much of thoſe that Cornuted 
them ? Women to wear the breeches, men made a Nole of Wax ? Hor- 
{es ride in Coaches, men draw them ? The Cart before the Horſe ? Men 
build Caſtles in the Ayr 2 Towers build Maſons ? Men conquer King- 
doms, and be ſubdued by their own Paſſions and Aﬀections ? Rule Em- 
pires and millions of men,and be ruled themſelves by one Woman? Do- 
mineer abroad, bea ſneaks at home ? Men poſleſſed with the Devl-flat- 
tery, turn themſelves into all ſhapes and forms ? be Religious with the 
Religious : profane with the profane : a {pend-thritt with the Prodigal, 
a Miſer with the Uſurer; fawn and wag their tongues, hats and hands, 
as a Dog doth his tayl; be furious like a Lyon : mildelike a Lamb, com- 
mend, diſpraiſe ; domineer, crouch ; vapour here, be baffled there; and 
what not, may it but advantage them {fix pence? Then ro fee men and 


women force their children to marry for Riches, Honour, this end and

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& thar, and compell them ro reje& and refuſe their loves to their utter 


ruine and deſtruction ? Love is the bond of perte&neſs, and as it co-

Then to ſee women think themſelves better, or at leaſt equal , or as 
g00d as men? Men not equal nor ſo good, much leſs better then wo- 
men - A man to be Fack Fackſonin the Country, and Mr. Fohnſoz in 
the City 7 To live ina Chriſtian Commonwealth | or ar leaſt fo in 
prerence] and dare not believea word a man ſpeaks ? Every whiffling 
Mechanick,a Politician; Gentlemen, wiſe, and learned, Simplerons? Lyes, 
Plots and inventions to cozen be believed and credited; plain dealing, 
truth and honeſty ſuſpeed, derided, and accounted weakneſs 2 The 
moſt rational, ſolid, ſober and moſt diſcreet of all Gods Creatures Man, 
become the moſt fickle, whimſical, ſimple and ridiculous ? Men to be- 
come abſolute Apes 2 one while in a narrow briar'd har, along waſte, his 
breeches to his knees; Boots and Boor-hoſe-tops , and great gingling 
Spurs, their teer as long as their legs, or at leaſt tull as long again as their 
foot naturally, as in the year 1645. and 1646. In 1648. and 1649. a 
broad brim'd hat, and no other muſt ſerve; our breeches muſt be long, 
even down to our ancles ; Boots with the tops trailing on the — 
little Spurs that muſt not gingle in the leaſt: In 1650. and 1651. we 
tumble into ſhort breeches again : In 165 2. and this prefent year 165 3. 
we think it ridiculous ro wear boots, but altogether thoos and ſtockins, 
turning down :vitha top as the French Lackies have uſed to go for theſe 
many years; one while we have toolong curling locks on both ſides of 
our head ! anon all the whole fide muſt be of a length and ſhort behinde ! 
Thus verifying the old Proverb that we Engliſh know not when a 
thing is well. 

[ have hinted bur ar theſe laſt ſeven or eight years for that theſe va- 
nities might be the better remembred by us, and to our ſhame called to 
minde ; as alſo tor that I account not the ſubject worthy of further reci- 
cal of other foregoing years; beſides, I bluſh to think men ſhould be 
{ſuch Weather-cocks, or rather Cox-combs, thus never to reſolve on a 
ſer habit : might I give my Judgement what habir is moſt becoming, 1 
ſhould commend this we now ule, ſaving that our ſhoes and fantaſtical 
ſtockins ſpeak us rather Skip-jacks, Whiftlers or Anticks, then ſober . 
and folid men : I would have Boots, it I might give my verdi&, uſed in 
their ſtead : for the lengrh of our Breeches they cannot in my opinion be 
mended, being moſt rationally made according to the length of our 
thigh, not hiding our legs as formerly, and our doublets are made of the 
exactlengrh of our waſts : I amnot fo traditionally ſpirited as to com- 
mend Trunk-breeches, making our Buttocks as big as a Barrel, nor the 
other extream, made cloſe ro our thighs like a pair of ſtockins, neither 
heir doublets with the waſte juſt under our Arm-pits (contrary to _ 
natura 
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natural ſhape)and Aanting skirts reaching down to the ſeat,whence it was- 
ſaid of old, 7 will ſit on your Skirts, when an injury was threatened; for 
truly in my opinion thus to beſor our ſelves, and overſhoot our Judge- 
ments in following ſuch a monſtrous and Clownith habit, were to render 
our ſelves more ridiculous by far then we are already : great Bands and 
Cufts,and a little narrow brim'd hatalſo , unleſs I could ſee any reaſon, 
comelineſs or profitin them, I can no wiſe commend. | 
It werea vain thing in me thus to recite the ſeveral alterations and mu- 
rations in the garbs of Women, {ince every day produceth a new Toy ; 
wherefore I ſhall only name ſome of their darling-trifles, which are as 
dear unto them as their lives, and which they conſtantly obſerve and 
reſolve to keep, viz. Their embroidered, curled, powdered hair, their 
waſhings, paintings,waters and Pomatoes to their taces ; and when they 
have done all, their ſeveral forts of patches, half-moons, ſtars,coach and 
horſes, round, triangled, quadrangled, pointed, little, great, long and 
ſhort: Vainly and foolithly hereby imagining to make themſelyes hand- 
ſomer then G 0D hath created them, or is willing they ſhould +be , and 
chooſing rather to pleaſe themſelves then him; nay, + rages it beco the 
diſpleaſing of him my muſt and will doic, what care they ; their face 
is their God; they look no further ; they believe no other , they care 
for no more. Andas touching their Attire, it would tire Hercnles, nay 
Sampſon, which were far ſtronger then an hundred ſuch as am TI ro relate 
it ; and truly were I able, yer have I not patience, there are ſo many un- 
worthy ſtinkards and flirts, ſneaking Mechanicks wives to be mention- 
ed, 7 bor ſhould I attempt, would rurn my ſtomack to think of them, 
and then inſtead of Writing, Iſhould preſent thee with a foul Paper ; 
yet theſe muſt be lapt in ſilk , they are no body if they have nor a Silk- 
Mo-hair, Taffaty, Tabby Gown (nay but for ſhame they would have 
cloth ot gold or {ilver, torgetting it is a ſhame for them to attempt 
the worſt of theſe) a ſcarlet, watcher, tabby petticoat , and. that muſt 
be laced roo, gentle-woman-like; thus multiplying garment upon gar- 
ment, till the apparel exceeds the worth of the bearer by an hundred 
degrees. They muſt have thele out-{ides,though their in-fides be as bad 
as may be; though they are as dirty that they are not ro be tonched 
with a pair of tongs; though their {mocks coſt not ten groats apeece, 
nay, though they pinch their bellies, and have hardly bread to ear, 
% they muſt have clothes, and that athouſand times beyond their qua- 
| lity. Can any thing be more vain then this £ Do not our Governours 
deſerve ſeverely and ſharply to be reprehended they look not into theſe 
abuſes and vanities, when we know not a Gentlewoman from a Mecha- 
nical flirt? Foan 7s as good as my Lady; there is no more difference be- 
rween them 1n their cloaths, then is1n the dark , alls one, except ſhe 
write Lady on her back, ſhe ſhall never be known in this Age: Where- 
fore for diſtinction ſake[if for no other} it is moſt requiſite (as I humbly 
conceive) it belooked into, and an order taken,ſoas that every Fack and 
Gillet may be known to be Tradeſmen, Serving-men, &c. and not equal 
in habit with their Superiours,by many degrees,8& Gentlemen of quality; 
for now with them (becauſe they are not reprehended in this their vanity) 
(Cc 2) | all 
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all are counted fellows at foot-ball, to the ſhame and blemiſh of the glory 
of this N-tion; It would be much better certainly if the Cobler would 
not go beyond his Lazt , and every one go according to his rank. 

Again, what greater madneſs then to ſee Lords no Gentlemen, no_ 
Gentlemen Lords, no Lords Gentlemen ? Serving-men able to buy out 
their Maſters? Wile, ſober, {olid and judicious Gentlemen be led away, 
gull'd, perfiwaded to any thing by their Vaſlals, even againſt their own 
knowledge? Men to believe any reports whether good or bad , with or 
aoainſt their friends or foes, withour. the leaſt ſearch into the truth there- 
of ? Illiterates that can hardly (peak ſenſe, write or read, preach and teach 
others ; learned, reverend, orthodox Divines filenced, or at leaſt not re- 
garded ? Such as deſerve not only reprehenſ1on bur ſevere chaſtiſement, 
roreprehend and teach others ? Suchasare guilty of folly, ro laugh ar 
folly 2 Of which number I muſt now needs rank my felt, and beſo am- 
bitious as account my {elf the chief, or greateſt Fool, more deſerving 
ro be laughed at then any other ; wheretore I my ſelf may juſtly thus 
queſtion with my ſelf, | 

Art thou not more ſullen, melancholy and mad then Saturz 2. More 
jovial, merry and temperate at another time then Fupzter himſelf - More 
fierce, cholerick , peevith, waſpiſh and angry then Mars? And again, 
more gentle, wanton, and fuller of ſport then Yens? More lotty,prond, 
ambitious then the Syzz « More fickle, wavering, and unconſtant then 
the Moon : Good with the good, bad with the bad like ercury? Ever 
in extreams, too merry or too ſad « How ſilly art thou to tell others of 
their being led away by fair words, and none ſo ſoon wrought on as thy 
ſelf 2 Condemn others tor following Antick Faſhions, and none fo ſoon 
run into them 2 Plead for wildom, act nought bur folly « Cry down 
Duels and fingle Combats, yet account it better not to live then live 
with an affront ? Condemn Drinking, and ſtay a whole week in a Ta- 
vern 2 To belo mad, as to tell mad-men of their faults? To expoſe thy 
{elf to the cenlureot every tool by writing publickly, thereby loſing the 
happineſs of enjoying thy {elf tothy felt? And to think the ſmiles and 
applauſes of ſome, can countervail the trowns and reproaches of 0- 
thers * Art not thou filly ? The greateſt Fool of all 2 Worſe then 


mad * 


I muſt confeſs , ſhould Tanſwer for my ſelf, I could not in the way of 
excule plead one word in my own behalt, I muſt acknowledge my ſelf 
guilty, and can ſay nothing but this, that it is a mad world, and there- 
tore ſhould be worſe then mad , ſhould I think my (elf other then mad. 
Yet leſs ſome conceited youngſter imagine himſelf more then he is, 1 
muſt turn him to Prov. 26.12. and then let him be ſo mad, as to caſt the 
firſt ſtone at me, whence I may conclude all are mad, or at leaſt fools, 
we being ſo generally guilty hereof; bur T ſhall name the words of the 
Text, that you may the better judge of it, Sect thou a man wiſe in his 
own conceit, there 1s more hope of a fool then of him. Now I would fain 
know, it one ſhould ſtrictly examine who is not guilty hereof, whether 
he ſhould finde any that is free: In former time there were bur ſeven 
Wiſemen ; now adays there is hardly ſo many Fools, E720, all fools, all 

vain, 
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vain, all mad, mad, mad for company; This tx the world,tother's the Coun- 
Iry. 
7rluws have I given you a general character of the world or an hinr 
chereot , being alrogerher unable to paint it out to the life, yet what 
hath been faid [ being g ſo obvious to the ſenle of every capacity Jis {ut- 
ficient to prove italrogerher vanity. And now I might alſo here firly 
give you the deſcription of the Courts and Palaces of Kings , Inns of 
Courts, or the practiles of Lawyers, and of Markets , but 1 fear then 
I ſhould be inexc uſably guilty of prolixity. Wherefore of each of theſe 
ſhall only give thee a touch, and haſten ro conclude. 
I ſhall begin with the laſt, becauſe 1t1s a thing ſo frequent amongſt 

us, Viz. M. whets. Anacharſis doth well define it thus, E5# forum locus in 

uo alius alinm circumvenit. The Market-place,is a place where one Cozen- 
eth and detraudeth another. I may well term it(all things being conſider- 
ed) a conyention of. Cheaters and circumventing Lyers; » 4 place where 
muſt much evil needs be committed according to ) that of the Wiſeman, 
Between the buyer and the ſeller mut needs be ſin. 

And what are our 1ans of Court but meer conventions of Politicians, to- 
menrers of ſtrite & debate? For fight Dog, fight Bear,they will never part 
you; Incendiaries ? Lovers of milchief : Takers of bribes? Reſiſters 
. and perverters of juſtice,provided they are well ted « Do they not Fu;ti- 
fie the wicked for a reward.,and take away the righteou| neſs of the rrghteous from 
him? Ifa.5.23. For doth not money do all © 1s it not it that maketh the 
Mare to go: right or wrong doth it not<arry the cauſe with theſe Cartifts ? 
How hard is it for a man to >be's Lawyer and an honeſt man both roge- 
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ther ? How many ſuch think you, you might find in a century of years? | 


Wherefore the time is coming, and is now even at hand, wherein the 
Prophets very next words will be verified upou them, <7. Therefore as 
the fire devoureth the ſtubble, and the flame conſumeth the chaft, {o their root 
ſhall be rottenneſs, and their bloſſom ſhall zoup as duſt, becauſe they have 
caſt away th? L AW of the Lora of Hosts "and deſpiſed the word of the Holy 
one of I(rael, 1ſa.5.24. 

And now ſhould we but examine the ſtare of the Chief Courts, viz 
the Palaces of Kings, we thall yet finde therein naught but vanity and 
madnels, from the loweſt to the higeſt, from the King to the Beggar, 
all are mad : what greater vanity, then to ſee men that are to Rule thou- 
ſands, be carried away with every breath of flattery of any one Para 
ſte? Then to ſee Kings and the Grandees of the World ſo cafily perſwa- 
ded contrary to what they 1 in their own judgements know, It there be 
any blemithina King, how toon 1s it applauded, admired rather for a 
grace, a vertue rather then a vice > Alexander ſtooped in the thouldcers, 
wherefore all his Souldiers and Courtiers did ſo too. Yet here I cannot 
but ſet down the wildom and gallantry of our late King Fames of hap- 
py memory, in this particular,as I have been by ſeveral informed who 
were converſant with him. C onſidering one day the vanity of his Cour- 
tiers in applauding till all his actions , very ſeriouſly about noon look- 
ingupto the Heaven out of a W indow , demanded of thoſe that were 


about him , whether they ſaw not a Star neer ſuch a cloud ; for (he ſaid) 
he 
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he was confident he did ; whereupon every one looking up, began to de- 
liver their opinions thus, one ſaid he ſaw it, and that ic was a little bright 
ſtar; another that it twinckled very much, &c. every one with a ſeveral 
addition, concluded poſitively as he ſaid : whereupon he burſt forth in 
theſe words, or to this ſenſe, How unfortunate a man am 1 to have ſo many 
Fools to be my Councellors ! No wiſer men then right or wrong to ſay as I ſay ! 
Again, what Revelling, Masking, Playing, Feaſting, Toying , Fool- 
ing, Whoring, Pride, CO Drunkennels, Waſtry, and what nor 
that 15 evil, or co be reprehendeqa, but is to be found in theſe places moſt 
abundantly ? There is no place free, nor thing tree, but all, azd in all 
is vanity. 

Wherefore ſince it is ſo, I can commend nothing in this tranſitory, 
momentory, vilde World, but the knowledge of G op and his Son 
J=sus Cuxisr whom he hath ſentin the fleſhinto the World co ſave 
{1nners and the world, and that we might through him obtain everlaſting 
life. We have here noabiding place, wherefore what profit will it be 
unto us ſhould we gain the whole World, and loſe our own fouls ? We 
came naked in to the World, & we ſhall carry nothing out with us;all muſt 
be left behind, our pleaſure, riches, honours, preferments,parts ,endow- 
ments, wives, husbands and children ; he that the whole earth could 
not contain, and that ſighing ſaid , 1s there no more worlds to Conquer © was 
at laſt contained in the narrow confines of a Cofhn, and could poſſeſs no 
more of what he had gained, then his juſt length and breadth, which was 
not denied tothe meaneſt he ſubdued ; you have heard what the Great 
Conquerour of the Eaſt,Sa/adiz,carried to his Grave of all he had gain'd, 
bur a poor black Shirt; wheretore let the Wop vr Gop be thy whole 
ſtudy, thy delight both day and night, that when thou cealeſt to-be 
here, thou maiſt be erernally glorified hereafter, this is the ſummunbo- 
num, the chieteſt good , yet next untoit, let me recommend the ſtudy 
of Nature betore any other thing whatloever, tor that 2t 7s the great hand- 
maid of the Almighty, by which thou mayſt daily and hourly ſee the ſecret 
operations of his hands, and be drawn neerer and-neerer to him, for ac- 
cording to the Apoſtle, by knowing Natural things, we come to know 
Spiritual the better. 

And now here it remaineth TI thould again return to ſhew thee the me- 
chod and mannerof the ſubſequent Work where I letr off, 2nd ſo haſten 
toa conclution ; bur fince I have recommended unto you that which is 
the chief means of our future felicity , I think good firſt ({ince our hap- 
pineſs here, and the hope thereof hereafter conſiſterh much on the 
O_o or badnels of our triends and affociates ) here to deliver thee 

ome Rules how to chooſe a true Friend, to know a true Friend, and to 

keep a true Friend; for commonly according to the company, ſo we 
conform our {elyes, the which it it be other then good, proves our 
utter deſtruction, according to the old Proverb , Evil- communication 
corrupts good manners. 


In chooſing then of Friends; firſt negatively, and then afhrmatively 


how to <beoſe a Ihall defire thee to obſerve theſe Rules : Negatively, that by no means 


fricad. 


you 
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you familiarly affociate your (elt with a lyar, diflembler or a flatterer, nei- 
ther with a proud man, nor covertous perſon tor they will prove deceit- 
full, treacherous and (elf-ended ; beware alſo of Bragadoria's; I mean 
ſuch as boaſt and glory of their charity or courteſte to others , that they 
have done this good turn, and the other good torn for them ; for 
chough it be true they have been beneficial to ſuch, and that they have 
done all that they brag of, yet will ſuch rake it for an approved maxime} 
be never true-hearted unto thee: And fuchasare fo baſe as ro defire or 
beg that which they ſee is precious and deer in the ſtght of any one, are 
alſo to be ſhunned, with thoſe that are got able- ro keep ſecret whar is 
commitred tothem in Truſt, and Promiſe-breakers, and ſuch as meer- 
ly eſteem of thee for thy Riches ; tor theſe althoagh they carry a great ap- 
pearance or outward gloſs of Friendſhip unto thee, yer are they never 
cordial and real Friends, bur fained ourfides. Bur on the other fide ler 
ſ{uch be deer unto thee, and choſen for thy triends and familiars that are 
honeſt and prudent , and as Czcero faith, whoſe integrity, conſtancy, 
fidelity and liberality is known to all their acquaintance : Let hun har is 
zealouſly affected with and to vertuous and religious as, be thy afloct- 
ate and choice companion ; tor as Plato ſaith, triendihip was given by 
nature to Mankind to help us and further us ro vertuous inclinatt- 
ons, not to vitious, lewd and ſordid practices : wherefore Pythagoras ve- 
ry excellently ſaid, if we would ſhun vice we muſt be familiar but with 
few ; and Dicearchus would intimate the ſame unto us, when he adviſerh 
us to make the vertuous only our Friends, if we delire to keep the name 
of vertuous and honeſt men, and the reſt of the world, it polible, wel- 
willers unto us ; wheretore wiſe Bas very wilely ſaid, He was not wile 
that would make every one Þis Famiutar ; whence I may allo conclude, 
that in the multirude of triendthipis triendihip violated. Do not exceed 
then in abundance of friends and acquaintance; for it thou haſt but a 
few honeſt men and real triends to be = triends, thou maylt be aſſured 
thou doſt exceedingly abound in friends, 

And now that thou mayſt not be an enemy to thy ſelf in this thy 
choice, ler me here give thee one or two Memorandums. Firſt, that you 
let not common applaule or reproach be a rule or ground to your affect- 
on or diſ-eſteem of any one ; bur firſt ſerioutly examine the rruth, and 
then accardingly mayſt thou ule thy diſcretion and reaton : Secondly, 
let not the Nation of a man deter thee from real affection, it there be ſut- 
ficient cauſe and ground to the contrary z for it were abſurd in us to 
think all Nations evil, and our ſelves only good : As there are both 
good and bad amongſt us, ſois there alſo in the very ruraleſt of Natt- 
ons; what reaſon have we to think all the Irith blood-thirſty , all che 
Scots deceirfull, all che French fantaſtical, &c. becauſe many of them 
areſ0{ For my part, if I meet with any man of thele that is erue-hearred 
and honeſt, or of any other Nation , they thall be more deer unto me 
then a thouſand Englith Knaves ; and as I will not conclude any man of 
another Nation a Knave or Honeſt, till I have experience thereof, ſo will 


I not be fo indulgent as to make noqueſtion of thoſe of my own Nation, 
but 
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but carry a like ſuſpition'of both the one and the other, till I am rightly 
and truly informed : The Scots are vulgarly amongſt us traduced and en- 
vyed, and yet they cannot be ſo odious here, but amongſt them we are 
as contemptible; Tradition carries a great {way with tools and the vul- 
gar, but with wiſe men it is never regarded. Thirdly, let not the appa- 
rel or cloaths of any one ſtave thee off trom the familiar ſociety of friend- 
ſhip ; it isnot the Peacocks fine feathers, that can make him f1ng likea 
Nightingal : a Philoſopher may be in rags, when an Idiot is gorgeoutly 
arrayed ; look not to the outſide, but the inſide rather of a man,and thou 
ſhalt not be deceived. . 

Now to know the reality of thy friend, or whether thou haſt a true 
friend or no; {ee that in youttryal of him, hor let him nor know your 
condition, let it be in what degree or thing ſoever you prove him in; it 
would be too tedious a thing tor me to ſpeak of every thing and way 
whereby thou mayſt try hum, wherefore I ſhall here only inſtance one, by 
which according to the ſame method thou mayſt judge ot the reſt. Ad- 
mit you would borrow money, then be ture firſt you wanc not money, 
leſt if your friend fail you, you are expoled to want and ſorrow, yet be 
not known upon any condition to him you are or can be ſupplied, left 
then on the other ſ1de, he knowing your ability , readily pertorms your 
requeſt,andyou thereby kept ſtill ignorant of his aftection; tor take this for 
a ſure Rule, that that, and that only 1s real love, that without regard to re- 
quital or conſideration at all thereunto, {ets it ſelf on work , let it be in 
this or any other kinde whatſoever; wherefore if thou haſt found ſuch 
a Friend as this, thou haſt — a faithfull and real Friend indeed : 
never believe the fair prerences and promiſes of men, neither their allu- 
ring tongues and ſmooth ſpeeches, which commonly are the properties 


of diſſemblers and falſe-hearted, or hollow-hearted people for you hall 


ſeldom fee a fair tongue anda diſlembling heart go atunder; wheretore if 
any ſuch thou findeſt, chou haſt more matter of ſuſpition then credit gi- 
ven thee, Burt remember that in proving of thy Friend thou render 
not thy ſelf ſo untriendly to-him, as to require any unlawfull thing ar his 
hand ; for then aſſuredly thou muſt not only expect a denial of thy pre- 
ſent requeſt from thy triend, but the future triendſhip of thy Friend 
hereafter. 

"That thou mayſt now keep a true Friend when thou haſt found him, it 
is requiſite (as I have promiſed) to give thee ſome Rules. Wherefore 
then ler your patience be reciprocal, your opinions mutual, your love in 
all matters (eſpecially things of indifferency) free, let your love be for 
love, not recompence or gain. And for that, Nemo ſine crimine wvivit, 
there 15 none without a fault; you are to hide them, and to wink at them 
in one another, provided they proceed from frailty and imbecility of 
Nature; and when you admonitth or reprehend a friend , ler it be in a 

lace and at a time convenient ; not openly in company, but privately 
5 th i you and him, otherways you will harden him in his way, and 
work no good on him; not when he or thy ſelf is in paſſion, for this will 
cauſe thy words to be lightly eſteemed, and work no impreſſion on him : 


Andler thy ſpeech be gentle and mild, yet be plain with him,and ſpeak 
| ro 
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co the purpoſe, overcome him rather with mildneſs and clemency then 
anger and rigour, by which he will be conſtrained rather ro adhere unto 
chee and acknowledge himſelf obliged for this favour, then remain ob- 
ſtinate and wilfull. | 

Bur let me now returne to thew thee the method of theſe my ſub- 
ſequent Labours. In rhe penning of them I have bin very plain for 
that I delire to be underſtod ; Animis ſcribo non auribus., I write to edi- 
fie my readers underſtanding, not to pleaſe his eare with fine words, 
rather reſpecting the matter then ſyllables ; and I have endeavoured to 
compare one Author with another, and thoſe with athird , and again a 
fourth with all,almoſt on every ſubjet; and where one hath been ſhort, 
I have inlarged with another,and where all have failed ro my expectation, 
I have ſupplied of my {elt,according to Didacus Stella in Luc.1o.Tom.2. 
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Pigmei gigantum humeris zmpoſiti pluſquam T1 gigantes wvident. Dwarfs - 


or Pigmies ſtanding upon the thoulders of Giants, may ſee farther then 
thoſe Giants : I would have none therefore wonder to ſee me frequent- 
ly difſent trom che Ancients and relate my own conceptions in di- 
vers places ; yetin moſt I tollow my Authors, at leaſt in ſenſe, though 
not verbatim. And in ſome places I have trod the very ignorant and ir- 
rational paths of the Ancients , that fo the ingenious and wel-willer 
to this Science may have matter wherewith to exerciſe himſelf, and not 
wholly to give himſelt over to traditional precepts ; for my own part I 
abhor implicite Faith, or erroneous tradition, without ſound and {uffici- 
ent reaſon given ftorit ; and therefore you will find I have often in theſe 
my labours diſſented from my Predeceflors. By ſome perhaps I ſhall be 
diſcommended, and again by others applauded tor it; it is an hard mar- 
ter to pleaſe all parties, and therefore I have (I fay) let flip ſome places, 
on purpoſe to convince thee that former Ages had nor all the knowledge 
in the World, that ſo thou mayſt be weaned from thy confidence in the 
writings of the Ancients when neither reaſon nor experience are on 
their fide, I ſhall not need to turn you to any of thoſe places in this 
Book , I hope your ingenuity will be a ſufficient index thereunto : yer 
leaſt ſome Mom ihould convert this my filence to ignorance,and indea- 
vour to wound me with my own weapon, by impuring that as a fault in 
me, which I did wiltully neglect, I ſhall here mention one place , being 
ſo remarkable and fo palpable an abſurdity, * Z:b.4. SetF.2. Chap. 18. of 
this volumn vou will inde the fignifications of the Sux when he is Lord 
of the year in any of the twelve {1gns Aries, Taurns,Gemint,Cancer and Leo 
being expreſſed, and the reſt by varying the former Rules implyed,which 
of all ab{urdities is the greateſt, it being impoſſible tor the Su» to be in 
Taurus,Gemini, Leo,Virgo,Scorpto,Sagittary, Aquaries Or Piſces,in any yearly, 
half-y early, or quarterly ingreſs, which is ever made at his entrance into 
che firſt point of the Equinoctials Ares and Libra, or Tropicks Cancer 
and Capricorn; andrherefore I muſt needs conclude the Antients have 
herein been very weak and as worthy reprehenſion as applauſe in 
other matters. Yet I would not have thee expect any new thing; for 
I muſt conclude with Wecker in his Pref. ad Syntax. med. Nikhil diftum 
quod non difttum pris ; there 1s —_ ſaid or to be faid thar hatch 

| (qd) - nor 
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not been ſaid before; or if you will not believe him, take the teſtimony 
of the moſt wile Solomon, Eccleſ.1.9. The thing that hath been, it is that 
which ſhall be, and that which is done, is that which ſhall be done ; 
and there is no new thing under the Sun : ind it this were fo in 
his days, ſo long ſince, how can we in the lezſt expeCt novelties in 
this Age, or in thele latter days, wherein though the-world :boundeth 
in Books, ſo that D. Xing ſometime B. of Loxdon very well noted, they 
are in number without number, yer we ſhall inde the moſt of chem one 
and the ſame, expreſſed in ſeveral and divers terms and phraſes, ac- 
cording to the ſtrain and fanſie of the Penner, and for the moſt part we 
ſee him that comes laſt, to exceed his Predeceſlors. | 
It had been too intricate a thing tor me to have noted where I have 
inany place inlarged of my own , fince it is fo general throughout all 
the tour Books; yet my phraſe and ſtile will lead thee I believe unto moſt 
of it; itis wholly my own method and no tranſlation, but rather a col- 
lection, ſo that I may well ſay with Macrobius, Omne meum nihil meum ; 
mine is none of mine: yet this I can aſſure thee,that I do not remember 
any point or place where I have willingly been dark, or defired to detain 
any thing from thy underſtanding : Ir is, as I may ſay, even hewed out 
of the Rocks , and therefore I expect ſome places may be rougher 
and more unpoliſhed then I could wiſh ; it is the firſt draught, and there- 
fore I hope that may a little plead tor me ; wheretore be pleaſed (Cour- 
teous Reader) to accept of my wel-wiſhes, and out of thine own good- 
neſs and gratefull diſpoſition pardon my detects, which I cannot but fear 
are many, having not had time to correct it, or alter che ſtile or phraſe, 
which ar the beſt is but homely, and ſometimes very harſh, according to 
the preſent condition and fancy of my genius at times, not at all ſtudy- 
ing to frame or place my words, but quicquid in buccam venit ſerved turn;

flights and deriftons from ſome, as applauſe or countenance from others, 
Luot homines tot ſententie,{0 many men ſo many minds; wherefore (gentle

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| Reader) let this conſideration plead for me, and be thou ſo favourable 


as to pals by my failings, and remember thart the belt of the Antienrs had 
their faults and defects, the which I could hererecite, might I juſtly vin- 
dicate my (elt by the condemnation of others. Beſides, I would have 
thee alſs know I have not dwelt wholly on this ſubje&, neither do I 
wholly devore my lelt to any one ſtudy or Science whatſoever, or limir 
my Spirit to lo ſtrait a priſon, or narrow confines, I was ever of aroving 
humour for matter of knowledge, and could never perſwade my ſelf 
I ſhoul4] ever know enough of any thing: and although I am not of ca- 
pacity to attain ought but the froth or ſuperticies of any ſtudy, yet have 
I endeavoured to be aliquis in omnibus , though (being brought to the 
proot) I thould.be tound Nemo zn ſinzulis ;, wherefore let this with the 
preceding prevail with thee, ſoas that my moſt abſurd faults may ſeem 
little or nothing in thy eye, fince indeed theſe my Labours were penned 
at ſpare hours, and on purpoſe to pleaſe my own fancy and humour , al- 
though Providence hath now made them publique. n 

But here it may be ſome will carp at my writing in E-2/ſh , but at ſuch 
I ſhall only laugh : for I aym to benefic the ingenious of my own Coun- 
try, and write to their edification, not to ſhew my ſelf a Scholar ora wel- 
willer to Forrainers: but I would tain ask ſuch Creatures, whether Homer 
that wrote in Greek, or Czcero in Latine, were not as worthy repre- 
henſion, as T thar write in Ezelzſþ ? fince thole were alſo their ras 
rongues ; or, what advantage or benefit ſhould the people of my Nati- 
on teceive by having an unknown language delivered them ? I write nor 
toa few, but tothem all in general: Bur it I may be plain, che thing 
that moſt troubles them 1s, their Trade will be fpoild , by reaſon their 


Juglings and Cheatings are beaten down, and the ſubſtancial part of the ' 


Art ſo plainly divulged. 

Bur to theſe men I ay, let them ſorrow and repent themſelves of 
their hypocritie, felt-endednels, pride and coveteoulnels the root of 
all evil, and learn love, humility, charity, and to purchaſe unto them- 
ſelves general ſpirits ; I know the conſciences of fome of them will 
reſtifie unto themſelves they are herein ſpoken to, and pretently ima- 
gine I ſpeak in ill will ro them, being conſcious to themlelves chey have 
given me ſufficient caule by their trequent diſparagements of me to ſome 
of my acquaintance. 

But I appeal toan higher power to be Judge of this my a&tion,I do nor 


envy or bear ill will to any of their perlons, but T cannot endure to have 


men pretend to promote an Artor any thing elſe, and yer in the mean 
time act nothing leis, nor nothing more then the ingrotsing of it wholly 
to themſelves : itis this, and this only that cauſerh me in any place to 
hintat them; wherefore ſince I know my own innocency herein, I ſhall 
be content to let them rail and revile me ar their pleaſure, 

It reſteth now I refer you to the ſubſequent Diſcourſes; but firſt T (hall 
deliver unto the World a teſtimony of my Birth, Breeding and Lite hi 
cherto, being by ſome calumniated of late,and now likely to incur more 
of their bitterneſs by theſe my labours, and let not the Reader wonder

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Fathers of the Church have done before me; beſides I am not ſo ancient, 
but what I write may by one or other alſo be juſtified, 

I was born the thirteenth day of March, in the year of our Lord 1626. 
#ilo Anzlie, in the City of Weſtminſter, in the County of Middleſex 
Aznzlie. : . 

My Mother was by birth of England, as were all her Predeceſlors, 
my Father of Scotland and that of an antient family wiz. of Eighther- 
houſe , which hath fAouriſhed in great glory tor 1500 years till thele latter 
days, as the Records there teſtifhe. 

The Original of our Name was from the ref{idence of his and my Pro- 
genitors in che Land of Ezypt, from the pleaſantneſs of the ſoy] where 
they inhabited, or of herbs growing thereon, which therefore had che 
ſame name, Ramzsty, in Erzliſh being as much as to ſay Foy and. De- 
lizht,and this was in that County which 1s called Goſhen;trom thence rhey 
came into Germany under the conduct of the Rowan Emperogr , in which 
Wars tor thgir ſervice they obtained of him zz a field Argent , the Eagle 

ſable diſplayed,with one head for their coat of Arms; whence (the War be- 
ingended)being deſirous to travel,they took ſhip, intending for England, 
and being otrten kept back by ſtreis of weather and Divine Providence, 
they at length reſolved co take thar place for their re{tdence to Poſterity 
where they ſhould be firſt torced to Land , and not many days after, it {0 
happened they were driven into an harbour in Scot/and on that coaſt 
which is called Fife, where they being but eight in number let altve, builr 
the aforeſaid houte, and called it by that name in their Language. which 
hath ſince been thus called, according to the ſpeech of the Countrey, 
viz. [ Eiehther-houſe] It 1s turther recorded of them, that as they increa- 
ſed in number they diſperſed themſelves into ſeveral Families, of the 
which Dalhorſie 1s now reported the chiet , William Lord Rameſey being 
Earl thereot. | 

But to come neerer home, when our late Soveraign Lord King Fames 
of happy memory came to the Crown of England, he lent into France 
tor my Father, who was then there, and made him Page of the Bed- 
chamber anq Groom of the Privy-chamber, and Keeper of-all his Majeſties 
Clocks and watches; this I mention for that by *ſome he hath bin term- 
ed no better then a watch-maker; I contemn no trade or lawful voca- 
tion whartioever, but I would have men ſpeake the truth ; it's conteſt 
his ingenuity led him to underſtand any peece of work in that nature; 
we read the fame of Hepry the 4th.of France and Lewis the 13th.and many 
Princes and Emperors of Germany and others,which I could (bur for bre- 
vities fake) record, and therefore the king conferred that place upon 
him : Now how this ſhould prove him a Watch-maker and no ee, 
more then the late Earles of Pexzbrook ordinary Chamberlains becauſe 
they bore this office in the Kings houſe, do thou judge; but this by 
the way. 

As ſoon as I was of any capacity, I was put to School in St. 4/- 
bonesin Hartfordſhire, Buſby, Weſtminſter, Milend-zrc:n,and other places; and 
when I ſhould have gone to 0xford, by reaſon of our late differences I 
was prevented, and therefore being deſirous ro turther my Learning , I 

1mportuned 
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importuned my Farher to ſend me to St. Andrews in Scotland, but there 
alſo I was diſappointed by the frequent approaches of the Marqueſs of 
—_ and his Army ; I therefore (rather then fail) ſerled in Edinburgh 
Colledge, where I continued till ic pleaſed God to viſit that Town with 
Peſtilence, the which at lengrh growing very hot, I returned in April 
1645. into England, and have remained in Zoxydop ever ſince, wholly ap- 
plying my lelt, as ever, tothe ſtady of Nature, and the more ſecret and 
{ublime Sciences, but practiſed nothing ſave Phyſick ; for our home- 
bred differences and diſtractions, rending me (with many others) mean 
in the fight of the more interiour Spitits of che world (for wealth and 
honour I perceive brings not nobleneſs of mind) I would not affociate 
my felt with many men and much acquaintance, bur {till lived an ob- 
ſcure, retired and reſerved lite, dedicating, myſelfe wholly (I fay) to 
my book, ſo that I dare boldly ayerr (notwithſtanding I was born and 
bred-up all my days in and about this City of London, ave only the time 
I was in Scotland) I am not tamiliarly acquainted with three people in all 
England tor ſuch is my diſpoſition, that I had rather be a ſtranger in rhe 
Land of my Nativity (in this perverſe and-rebellious Age) and to the 
Famer of men living therein , then to my ſelf and my own con- 
cience; the which ſolong as I may treely enjoy, I ſhall never repine bur 
be ever content with what condition, loſs or change {oerer, God hath far- 
ther in his Wiſdom and Providence decreed for me ; to whom for eternal 
protection I thall here commend thee and remain

certainty ; But our Rules run on another ſtrain (as hath been ſaid) viz. a Planer in 
ſuch a S1gr, fignifiech ſo and fo, let it be by its revolution where it will, &c. But this 
we finde daily certain, and the other conſequently then of no efficacy; as for 
example. : 

We ſee clearly,and thar to be teſtified by every vulgar notion,that when the Sux comes 
into the Equinoctial point of Aries, the Spring forthwith begins to ſhew it ſelf; every T,,,c...c;; 
thing by irs humidity and temperate heat, being thereby made to flouriſh, and as it were gje&ion 
to riſe again fromthe dead, which have by the tedious blaſts of the Hyemnal Ayr been cleared by cx- 
kept in obſcurity ; and this without reſpect to the place where eAries was jn Prolomies ample. 
time, or atthe firſt Creation; which neither then at that time had any other but the ſame 
efficacy now they have, though they may be intended or remitted by the conjun&ions and 
configurations of the Planets, or by the variation of their declination, as they dart their 
beams more or leſs down perpendicularly upon us, and ſo work more or leſs powerfully at 
one time then another in the ſame place. 

So likewiſe when he enters into the firſt So/ſice, or the Tropick, of (ancer (he being 
then neereſt our Zenith ) cauteth Summer ; in the ſecond EquinoCtial, Libra, Autumn ; 
in the laſt Tropick, Capricorn, Winter, &C. | 

But to put this matter quite out of doubt, letus but obſerve when the Sy comes in- 
to the Sign Taxrw, and ſtirreth up the vertue of the Pleiades and Hyades in that ſign, Manifeſted by 
and the Hed; to the North thereof , and Oro» to the South , as alſo Arfurus then tet- common expea 
ting ; and we ſhall ſee theſe Conſtellations (being naturally violent and rempeſtuous) do "**nce. 
ral Southern and moiſt winds for certain days together, watring the earth, and cauſin 
thoſe ſeeds and vegetables (not before to be diſcerned) to ſpring forth and appear ; xs, 
this hath not only been delivered unto us from Antiquity, but we every year (towards the 
lacter end of that moneth, we vulgarly call e4pr4) finde it A experience moſt true : 

Hence that old Eng/;fp Proverb, even amongſt the 4lliterate that know nothing of the 
cauſe, April ſhowers, bring May flowers. | 

Again when the Sn riſeth with the Dog-ſtar, we ſee it cauſeth many infirmities, and Farther, yer 
vehemency of heat, ſo that Hipoc. Aphor.4,5. ſaith, Medicines are hard, or obnoxious Taviteſt. 
that are adminiſtred under the Dog-far ; likewiſe we ſee Dogs at this time apt to run mad, 
the Sea to be troubled, and all Creatures whatſoever in one fort or other perplexed; and 
this is known commonly to all the vulgar, as well as the learned, and therefore needs not 
farther to be amplified : yet in ſome Summers, this time is not ſo contagious as again in Why the Dog. 
other years, which happens according to the places and configurations of the Lumina i 
ries with the other Plaxers and fixed Stars , according to their intentions and remiflions, contagious. 
neither cold nor heat proceeding from the abſence or preſence of the Sun, as ſome 
weakly conceive; for then all Summers would be alike hot, as alſo all Winters alike cald, 
ſince the Sun keeps his conſtant motion, and is never more elongated nor appropriated, 
one year then another : And this we tee alſo every year when the Sz comes near the 
18. Degree of Cancer, wherein the little or /eſſer Dog is, notwithitanding the Revolution 
of the Starry ſphear ; for otherwiſe it would be abour the time heis in the 27. Degree of 
Gemini, which is about the latter end of that moneth we commonly term May. 

Laftly, and with this I ſhall conclude as touching this point , and then proceed : A third manis

M Oreover, having then ſeriouſly conſidered what hath been ſaid, it is clear to 
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the S# doth alſo tan even us in this our climate ; and is the cauſe alſo of Spring, Sum- 
mer, Autumn, and Winter, day and night; and the chief cauſe of the generation of all li- 
ving creatures, but more eſpecially thoſe which proceed from putretaction, &c. (every 
one knows) bringeth alſo to maturity all the fruits of the earth , and extimulateth all 
creatures tothe act of generation for the procreation of their ſeveral kinds. But to be 
ſhort, that 33. of Der. ver. 14. before mentioned, and the teſtimony of Xoſes, Gen.1. 
14. (of which anon) that the $#» and the Aſoon were conſtituted for ſigns and ſeaſons,as 
well as other ſtars, iscleer. We know allo he is of a drying and attractive Nature. That 
Chronick diſeaſes follow his courſe,as acute and ſharp the courſe of the oor , cum 
multis alizs; but here I ſhall paſs them by, lince there is no Peaſant but can acquaint us 
with ſome one effect or other of this clearly, by experience known unto him. 

And who is ſo ignorant but knoweth that the Loon hath a preat influence on the 
ebbing and flowing of the Sea 2 which every waterman on the Thames can juſtitie ; but 
if ſome urge,that in the At/aprick /eathere is no Tides, and ſothink by this their igno- 
rance, to make ought againſt :h:s moſt heavenly Art, they are miſtaken ; for as touching 
this their idle and vain conceit, I ſhall not need for the anſwering thereof, uſe many 
words, bur let them know, that by reaſon of the profundity and vaſt wideneſs of thoſe 
ſeas, I mult confeſs, little or no Tide can be diſcerned ; yet is it moſt probable, there is an 
increaſe and decreaſe of that current, as I ſhall appeal to all the learned in Navigation ; 
for by reaſon of the indiſpoſition of the ſubject, the influence (I muſt confeſs) of the

ſometimes to be more grievous then again at other times ; wherefore then if we further 
look to ſhell-fiſh , we ſhall ſee cleerly that they are made by her divers illuminations of 
or with tbe Sxs, both to increaſe and decreaſe. (this there is no Oyſter-wench but knows) 
the ſame effe& ſhe bath in the humours of all bodies /#b/unary. And there is none ſo 
ignorant but knoweth alſo, that thoſe who ſleep in the open fields in Moox-light-nights, 
ſhe fillerhthem with dulneſs and heavy drowlineſs, and their heads with moiſture ; more- 
over fleſh-newly ſlain , being hung forth in moon-light-nights, doth ſoon putrifie ; and 
Peaſe ſown in the increaſe of the oor, never leave blooming and bloſſoming ; and that 
ſhe is the cauſe of critical days, and alſo judicial, you have had ſhewnyou in my Lux Ve- 
ritatis; wherefore here I ſhall nor infiſt thereon , but refer you thereunto ; and to Galen 
de diebus dccretorirs; and you ſhall there finde what admirable vertue and power he aſligns 
her over all alterations of ayr and other inferiour Elementary things, as well as over 
diſeaſes, eſpecially acute, &-c.' And not only ſhell-fiſh and the humours in men and 
women do increaſe and decreaſe according to her increaſe and wane, but alſo the Brain of 
man and other living creatures. | b 

Again,there is no SoW-gelger but can juſtifie he obſerves the age and configurations of

Thar 
which we call the Introduttion; wherefore here I ſhall haſten to proceed. 

Again , we ſee thatthoſe that are born ar the time of an Eclipſe of either of the 
Luminaries, or at the Change of the Morn, cannot live long ; for the Sy or Moon 
being eclipſed, he being foxs vite, and ſhe the mother(as it were) of moiſture, the native 
thoby this defe& mult be deprived (in the eclipſe of the Sw») of natural heat and nou- 
riſhment, he being deprived of his light ; and in the defect of the Afoon, of convenient 
moiſture to mitigate and to temper the heat, and ſo alſo in her Change, ec. 

Moreover , there is no Hearb nor fruit , that is either ſet or ſown in the wane of the 
Moon, but the taſte thereof is neither ſo good as naturally the fruit is, nor ſo kindely, ex- 
cept Peaſe only, (which you have already heard ) being let or ſown in the increaſe of the 
Aoon,will ftill bloom and bloſſome. 5 

So alſo that Vines may not ſpread and grow too faſt , and be too forward, they are 
pruned and cut in the Wane ; and ſuch Timber or Wood which we deſire to keep long 
un-worm-caten, we cut inthe wane, for that then the Moons light being abated, fo is the 
ſap and humidity of the Tree, which cauſeth corruption being once lopt; thus much 
concerning what we would not have grow; but as touching ſuch Vegetables as we would 
have increaſe, it is but obſerving the Heon contrariwiſe , and we ſhall ſoon accompliſh 
our deſires therein; as if we be deſired any thing ſhould grow up in heighth, we take care 
ſhe be at the time of ſetting or ſowing thereof increafing in light and motion, andin an 
aicry ſign; but contrariwile, if to take deep root and to grow downwards, we place her 
in an earthy ſign, &c. And it isreported of the Pomegranate (which is a thing wor- 
thy the noting) that it will not grow longer then ſo many youu as the A7oon was days 
old when it was firſt ſet; and this is moſt credibly reported by Lecins Bellantins in that 
Treatiſe of his in anſwer to Picns Mirandula, But Pliny and others will at large teſtifie 
of the admirable power and influence of the Planets and ftars over Vegetables; where- 
fore what hath been already ſaid is ſufficient to evince any man (who hath not wholly 
given himſelf over to obſtinacy) of the verity and certainty thereof; for fince you have 
already heard how evident and clear it is, that the Heavens have Dominion of, and ſhew 
their effects on ſenſitive things , I ſuppoſe there is none will render themſelves ſo weak 
and ignorant (after a ſerious conſideration thereof) as to deny ( contrary to the opt- 
nions and teſtimonies of all learned Philoſophers ) the Heavens and Planers to have in- 
fluence over Herbs, Corn , Plants, and all Vegetables ; for if the vegetative faculty be 
comprehended and included in the ſenſitive ; (as there is none ſo ſtupid as to deny) then 
as a Triangle is contained in a quadrangle, ſois this moſt certain ws conſequently an aſ- 
ſured truth. 

And thus much ſhall ſuffice at this time for the manifeſtation and clearing , that the 
Moon hath influence over as well men, bruit-beaſts, ſenſitives, and vegetables, plants, 
herbs, &c. as over things without life ; viz. of the ſea, cauſing (as hath been ſaid) 
its ebbing and lowing, humours in men and women, diſeaſes,critical-days, &c. I might 
here, but for tediouſneſs,deliver unto you the fivefold government of the moneth by the 
Moon, viz. of the latitude of the Moon,apparition, ſynodical, periodical and medicinal ; 
but of theſe (God willing) I may hereafter ſay ſomewhat , and that at large, Ged ſpa- 
ring me life and opportunity, cc. In the interim, I ſay, let what hath been ſaid ſuffice as 
to the proving the influence of the Sx» and ooy, and now let us hear what we are

. mentioned in many places of that Treatiſe ; and many more, which at this time I forbear 
ro particularize. 

. Only for a farther teſtimony of the verity and admirable excellency of this Science, 
let me intreat thee to make particular obſervation of what I have predicted by the.Eclipſe 
of the 29. of March,1652. treated of alſo in that ſame Vox Srellarum,and Lux Veritatt, 
whoſe effects will operate till towards the latter end of the year 1654. and tell me then 
what you think thereof, when you ſhall ſee what is here mentioned come ſo punQually 
true ; asalſo, exceſs of heat in Summer, and divers maladies and infirmities, affliting 
men in general, 

Wherefore let the weakeſt capacity judge then, what reaſon or ſenſe there is in ſuch 
men as ſhall traduce ſo worthy and incomparable an Art as this, which they never broke 
fleepto underſtand , but content themſelves (being altogether ignorant) with'a bold 
facing down the unſpeakable validity, worth and excellency thereof , which of all Arts 
and Sciences is both the molt noble (and ſo deſerving the fudy of the more refined and 
heavenly Spirits) and alſo the chief and moſt deleftable of all the liberal Sciences. 

Wherefore what hath been ſaid , ſhall ſuffice at this time , for the confirmation of 
the influence of 7=pirer and the reſt, ſince I defire not to be more tedious then I 
needs muſt ; and ſince this will be cleared more fully anon when we come to treat of E- 
clipſes, Comets, Great Conjunttions and Blazing-ſtars, where we ſhall ſhew and teach their 
nature and influence over all earthly things whatſoever ; I ſhall for this conſidera- 
tion, as alſo for that we are here in this place ſtill ro treat of the influence of the Heavens, 
and then to ſpeak a word or two of that Diſcourſe late publiſhed in pretence of a Reply 
to my Lux Veritats,, leaſt this Treatiſe grow too big, crave your pardon till anon.

Bur it may be ſome cavillers and envious carpers at the truth, will obje& and ſay, That 06jef, 
cuſtom and good diſcipline, we (ee, doth alter this general inclination. But I anſwer, That «Anſw. 
chough oftentimes , through the force of good diſcipline and cuſtom (which is accord- 
ing to the opinion of Philotophers, ſerunaa Natwra, a ſecond Nature) i muſt conſels 
this is, or may be much altered ;' yet we ſee it hardly ſo removed, but that ſome, and 
thoſe moſt evident marks thereof, will {till remain in force; and this is evident in moſt or 
all Nations under the S#», which might, bur for brevities ſake, be at large proved and 
cleared; but we ſhall here content our ſelves with the teſtimony of Boaw, who in his 
5. Book of his Method of Hiſtories, chap. 5. (though I might ſhewyou whar Galen, Hij- 
pecrates, T acitxs, Ariſtotle and others hereon ſay) ſaith, and reporteth of the Germans, an example in 
that in Religion they might equal oc compare withthe Hebrews;in Aftrologie,to match the tie Gena ls, 
Chaldeans ; in Philoſophy, to itrive with the Grecians ; in Geometry, to equal the Egyprians; 
and in eArithmetick,, to exceed the very Phenitians themſelves : and yet there is no 
Hiſtoriographer worth a pins-head , but k1.9ws they formerly were a molt ſavage and 
rude people, without either civility or humanity (as a man may ſay) ſo that they did tar, 
in ſavage and rude behaviour, paſs our wilde 17/5 : and if we farther look to their inge- 
nuity and ſharpneſs of wit, what Nation is there under the $#», to be found able to 
match them in Handicraft and Mechanick Arts? 

Yet, I fay, notwithitanding all this, we ſhall finde, that newcher time, cuſtom, nor 
education hath been able to extinguiſh their old and ancient faſhions, which is by the ge+ 
»iu: and nature of their Country hereditary unto them ; if we bur look into their form 
and ſtature of body, their immoderate inclination to tipling and homely diet, their con- 
tinency, ſimplicity, ſeverity, exerciſes and aptneſs to War ; for notwithſtanding all their 
other excellent indowments, we ſhall till tinde in them a ſmack of theſe, which is unto 
them Natural. 

There is no man that ever dived into the cauſe of mens inclinations and diſpoſitions, 
eſpecially of the ſeveral cuſtoms and manners of Nations (which is the main ſcope of 
Philoſophers labours ; who are never contented to know ths thing is of ſuch and ſuch 
an inclination, temper and nature, but the reaſon thereof) but knows the truth of this 
point : wherefore I ſhall render my ſelf moſt weak longer hereon to infiit, ſince fot only 
the Learned, bur alſo every ordinary Reader of Hiſtories (if with diligence he hath ob- 
ſerved what he hath read) can teftiftie the ſame, 

I might alfo here ſhew you what the ſame Prolomme ſanh of the Inhabitants of the Eaſt 
and eſt, but then I fear I ſhould too much tranſgreſs my bounds ; as alſo how the whole | 
earth 1s divided into parts, and how governed by the fiery, earthy, aicry, and watry tri- 
phkcitres ; and the reaſons of the ſeveral inclinations, cuftoms, laws, manners, and tem- 
pers of .all Nattons, Kingdoms, Countreys and Provinces ; but I ſhall here, for brevities 
ſake , refer thee to the aforeſaid ſecond and third chapter of his ſecond Book of his 
Dnaadripartite. 

For there he doth not only ſhew thee under what fign of the Zodiack every Nation Of the Inhabi. 
and Countrey is : but alſo, that thoſe who are under the fiery eriplicity, viz. Europe, are 95 of wy

Arms. I omit here to inſiſt on every particular Region in this part of the world, as he 
there declareth it, particularly naming every _— under each ſign of the Zodiack, bur 
refer you thereunto ; only in this place we deſire but to ſatisfie our Reader with ſome par- 
ticulars, that he may be aſſured of the verity of the ſtrong influences and manifeſt opera- 
tions of the Celeſtial Signs, Stars and Players over all Kingdoms, Nations, &c. 


Again, in the ſecond part of the World, viz. Southern, which he tominates to be 
Aſia the greater, being under the earthy triplicity , he ſheweth that (among the reſt of 
the >, 6m: and places ſubject to that triplicity) thoſe who are governed by Tanrs: (be- 
ing the houſe of Venus) are generally effeminate and delicate; given to their pleaſure, 
eſpecially to the games and ſports of Yenws ; wherefore they go itill open breaſted : like- 
wiſe thoſe under the ſign Virgo (being the houſe, exaltation and joy of Mercury) are 
exquiſite inall-kinds of good learning, and obſervers gf the motions of the Stars : and 
thoſe ruled by Capricorn (being the proper houſe of Saturn) are of form and ſhape 
commonly deformed, of condition ſordid, and of inclination fierce ; but this I con- 
ceive, by reaſon it is the exaltation of Mars. 

And if we have regard to the third part of the World, viz. Northern, or betwixt the 
North and Eaft, aſſigned to the e4ery Triplicity ; as alſo to that part under the waryy ; 
we ſhall abundantly be ſatisfied of the undeniable truth of the influence of the (z/«/tiat 
Planets and Conſtellations in the ſigns ; wherefore in this place, becauſe (as I have often 
ſaid) Idefire not to be too tedious, I ſhall refer thee to that learned Prolomie himſelf and 
now proceed.

And now this doth give me herea fit opporrunity to prove unto thee by the ſacred 
word of God that the ſtars are both ſigns and cauſes: but (as hath been already ſaid) 
fince we are anon to cleer that, when we come to anſwer what the pretended Replyer 
ro my Lux veritatis, hath or can fay againſt it, we ſhall not in this place touch thereon ; 
but refer thee thereunto. 

Wherefore now all this being conſidered'which hath been ſaid , let the moſt malicious 
againſt Aſtrolopy ſtand up and ſay if the ſtudy of the fars be unlawful, or anywiſe in the 
leaſt derogating from the Word of God or Religion ; nay whether ir be not a great 
means of Take men to acknowledge a God, who if they ſaw him not in his creatures, 
perhaps would deny him ; for what hindreth but a man may as ſafely ſtudy the natural 
influences and motions of the ſtars without offence to God, as the uſe of Herbs, Drugs, 
and Minerals for Phyſick, or the cure of fuch and ſuch diſeaſes, which at the firſt was by 
the influence of the Celeſtial bodies (by which they are ruled) found out ; for if it be 
a ſin toſtudy and know nature , there is5no ſtudy lawful; andif not, Aftro/ogy muſt 
then not onely be accounted lawful and good , but the moſt beneficiall and beſt of all 
ſtudies. 

Yet doth the raſhneſs and ignorance of ſome men ſo abound , that they are not only 
(contrary to any ſenſe or reaſon)averſe thereunto, but alfo together with Sex:#s Emperi- 
car, Heminga,and others, not knowing what to ſay againſt it,or what it is indeed they ſo 
deſire to cry down, they raiſe idle and fooliſh queſtions, making Obje&ions more worthy 
the laughing at thenthe anſwering , or rehearſing ; yet by reaſon of late, ſome of the 
fame have been by the Ignorant objected to me, I ſhall inthis place touch or hint at one 
or two of them for the fatisfaQtion of the well-willers to 4fro/ogy, that they may not by 
the idle and ſhallow brains of theſe men be diſcouraged from their ftudy in this moſt dr-

any ſuch, they ſhould be by my conſent begged for— 
So that then hereby thou doſt clearly ſee that the influences of the fars do not accord- 
ins to the vain opinions of ſome mealtligda take away Gods Government, for if we 
will believe that God worketh daily new things according as we ſee them procreated, and 
brought forth by Nature, we ſhall run our ſelves into a groſs errour ; when we are tzught 
that he finiſhed his work in ſix days, Ger.1. Exod 20.11. Ergo, he worketh now no more, 
but (according to his inevitable decree by his Providence) upholdeth all things by the 
ſame power of his word by which they were firſt made, and leaveth the effecting of all

For ofttimes though the Nativity of 
any man promiſe health or long life, yet by reaſon of the affinity he hath with the place 
of his birth his health may be much impaired, and life -annaner by wars, general dif- 
caſes and the like ; but more eſpecially if the Topical ſtars of that place be in the Horo- 

ſcope or medium Cel, viz. the aſcendant or firſt La or tenth or mizd-heaven in the 
Nativity; and if ſo,this doth rather give hima fate ſtill ſubject ro general accidents.There 
are many other ways which may alter the Nativity of any perſon, but.they would be here 


roo tedious to relate, ſince I have an earneſt deſire to þe-no tediouſer then I needs muſt, 


and for that I fear before I have delivered what I am yet to ſay, 1 ſhall far exceed my 
bounds ; yet are not theſe ſo intricate, but by a skilfull and ingenious Artiſt they may be 
found out &c. 

But here,it may be, ſome will ſay, that I do attribuge too much to the influence of the

of a Corporal eſſence, and they of a Spiritual, by ſo much the more doth'that where- 
unto we are carried by the illumination of Angels, and the direction of God, exceed thoſe 
inclinations,to which we are by the influence vf the Heaven: and Stars diſpoſed.

being there at the rime appointed , ard wondred he would refuſe ro do ſo ſmall a 
favour as to refolve mem ſuch 4 queftion, I or no; which he again promiſed me he 
would. 

Bnt what coutteſſe conld I expet from fo mean a fpirit , which was never either ac- 
quainted with courterfie, civility, or manners, who would refufe to anſwer me,who wrote 
unto him in fo indifferent a mar? for had I known it had been him,which ar laſt I found 
it was, I ſhould have faved tharPams F put my felf to, and had never expeRed other then 
I found at his hand. For What can &4:e have of 4 beg gar but a louſe * butthinkingit might 
be ſome other of his name , was the cauſe of this my overſight ; bur to :eturn again to 
our buſineſs , k toſ& the Chamberſam (after he had promiſed me (1 fay) to acquaint 
him with my further deſire) I would call again the next day at two of the clock m the 
afternoon, and if he were the man, I ſhould be very glad to converſe with him, if his oc- 
caſions could permit ; but whenI came at the atoreſaid hour , his anſwer was, he ac- 
quainted him to the full with ajl my deſire, but could not perſwade him to (tay within to 
ſpeak with me, but bid him tel! me, he /corned to deny any thing he owned ; whereupon I 
anſwered , I did no wiſe queſtion that, if he were a man that had any ſpark of honour 
dwelling in his breſt, and this was all I could underſtand, 

The which rugged , prepoſterous and uncivil anſwer , cauſed me preſently to believe

tend to be the Author of that Book wherein 1am termed buta boy, and he not above 
three or four yeers (at the moſt) older then my ſelf, and therefore | rold him I rather 
expeRed to ſee ſome grave fellow, whoſe Beard was at leaſt as long as his waſte, and not 
one whoſe Beard was hardly ſo long as his teeth. : 

But both he and the Antient DoRor his Maſter , and Author of that wiſe word

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But he had done well forthe prevention of this my Anſwer , to have acquainted his 
Reader (as I have ſaid) both with the name of his godly ſcholar, aiid the names of 
thoſe that i borrowed aid of; wherefore to any rational man, what hath been already 
ſaid , is ſufficient to conclude him not worthy my Anſwer to every particular of his 
Rabble, and that he is as I have affirmed him.

it : for TI am certain he that can finde fault herewith,jg'not {ompos ments; ; and therefore 
I ſhall appeal to the learned and indifterent Judges that are judicious, whether my Argu- 
ments, that are grounded hereon, are not in tull force, and remain as yet by them ms 
ken, notwithſtanding all their ſimple querks, whimſical tricks and quillets, and ridicu- 
lous quibles like themſelves, which ſoon vaniſh, not being worthy of any wiſe mans no- 
tice, they no wiſe diſputing ad idems. 

But this is not all; Who ſo ſhall but take the pains to compare my diſcourſe with their 
pretended Reply (although they pretend to the Reader they fet down my chapters and 
ſeRions verbatim) will ſoon finde their Sophiſtical juggles, and the Reader Cantead ; 
for they not only omit here and there ſomewhat, which maketh abſolutely again them, 
but alſo in moſt ſections and chapters there is ſome very conſiderable points eſcaped their 
notice, for that they had diſparaged themſelves to have expreſſed them , knowing they 
could not give any folid or ſober Reply thereunto , I ſhall here only mention one whole 
ſection they have omitted, referring the reit to your own ſearch at your leiſure; for it were 
an intricate and too tedious 2 thing in this Book to particularize every one, and the 
reaſons why they omitted them ; ſince, I ſay. they have been herein ſo generally guilty, 
and not only ſo, but alſo in many places of what chey have fer down thou wilt finde they 
have ckearly wreited the ſenſe and meaning of my words, and made them conformable to 
their own intentions, the better to have liberty for their bald jeers, abuſes and ſophiſti- 
cations: wherefore ſhould I take notice of ſuch ſhuMers ſo as to trouble my ſelf to re- 
turn them an anfwer, according to that of the wiſe man, Prov.

But (asT ſaid) if you have regard tothe 104. page of their ridiculous pamphler,you 
will ſoon finde {nut knowing how to give any fatisfactory Reply ) they have omitted 
my whole 6. Section of my 3. Chapter, being an anſwer to the 2. of Das. the 1,2,3,4. 
and 5. verſes, alledged by Door Hewes to condemn eAſtrologie ; pretending to their 
Reader there is nothing therein contained, bur what was left 6 me by Sir Chriſtopher Hey- 
don, and therefore not worthy the ſetting down; and this the impudent Penner indea- 
vours to prove by theſe words, As 1 dare be judged by the learned in his oWn judgement; 
andif fo, I am ſure he will be condemned both for his falſe affertion and his impudence 
thus to appeal to the Learned, in my judgement, m fo untrue a thing, which his own con- 
ſcience accuſeth him of, and muſt needs flie in his face for this, as for many other his abu- 
ſes and ontruths; for Sir Chriſtopher in no partof his Diſcourſe ſo'much as mentionetfi 
that paſſage ; for indeed, it came notat all in his way, not being alledged by Mr. Chambers 
whom he wrote againſt ; and therefore, before a friend of the pretended Replyersin the 


aforeſaid

Scripture mentioned by Mr. (hambers : wherefore what reaſon the Reader hath to cre- 
dit him in his other aſſertions and allegations through out all that Book, that dare thus 
peremptorily ſay and affirm any thing, though never ſo falſe,let him judge ; but the truth 
is, he could not (though he ſtood upon Doctor Howes his ſhoulder, who had formerly 
wrelited that text, thinking no body underſtood the Scripture but himſelf, becauſe he isa 
time-ſerving Divine) anſwer, or give any ſufficient reply co my Argumentsin that fixth 
Setion, and therefore omits it,that his Reader might not know what was therein, and ſo 
comes ſneakingly off, with telling him it was not worth the ſetting down, being left to 
me from Sir Chriſ/opher Heydon ; the which if it had been true, being a paſſage of Scrip- 
ture, and brought by the DoRor to condemn Aftrologie, and again his affirmation re- 
felled, it had not only been worth the ſetting down, but alſo anſwering (if he had been 
able ) had he had any deſire to give his Reader any fatisfaftion in the thing in 
ueſtion. 

, But alas poor fellow, he never looks to that, knowing he cannot well loſe his credit 
more then he hath already; ſo he might have money for the fathering of it, what cared 
he what was in it, good or bad, ſenſe or nonſenſe, tis all alike to him. And thus much 
ſhall ſuffice for my fourth Reaſon , why I hold not that pretended Reply worthy

ſtars and ſtorms , they are not fo fit to hold or maintain an Argument, asto go to ſchool 
to learn to ſpell better ; for although they are ſo antient, »»»quans /era eſt, &c. for (no 
diſparagement tothem) I have known wiſer, nay and far more ſolid and diſcreet at 18. 
yu_ of age ; but perhapsthis their errour proceeded not from any defe& of Judgement, 

ut of oldAge and wanting their ſpeftacles miſtook & read forms for ſtars, as their quon- 
dam brother read greex-bay-hor{c for bay.tree ; wherefore ſince they are in their dotage, 
or at leaſt ſince theſe and ſuch like miſtakes are uſual with them , I ſhall not farther take 
notice of ſuch animals; but return to ſhew you what a rod they have given me to whip 
themſelves, which they had very well deſerved,had they been thus tardy at School,

ther what might be underſtood, and is indeed to be colleRed affirmatively out of that 
rext for this our _ ; but haſten toſhew that (notwithſtanding what they have ſaid) 
the ſtars are by the ſame teſtimony, viz. the word of God , proved to be both ſigns and 
caufes;yet firſt let me ſhew you their impudence,wreſting of Scriptures,and concealedneſs, 
rouching whom the wiſeſt of men, (Solomon) Prov.26

S touching the firſt , viz. Rom. 10. 18. Which they ſay s rather tobe 
taken then my interpretation , mecrly hereby to deceive their Reader, 
not being. indeed able otherwiſe to give any ſolid anſwer thereunto (as 
hath been faid.) The words are (the Apoltle having before ſpoken of 
the difference of that righteouſneſs which cometh of the Law , and 
that of Faith in the foregoing verſe, Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Wortl of God , and then he faith) bur bave they not heard ? 
(meaning the People or Nations) yes verily ; their ſouna Went into all the earth, and their 
Words wnto the end of the World ; being about to ſhew that both /ews and Gentiles ſhall 
hear the word preached unto them ; but hereby they prove not (to any rational man) 
that becauſe theſe Texts agree and come neer to one another in a berefore they are 
one and the fame in ſenſe; for that were to render themſelyes both void of ſenſe and 
reaſon ; for we ſee clearly the Apoſtle here gone in a Prophetick way the Univerſal 
preaching of the word, or at leaſt that it ſhould ſhine inthe dark corners of the Gen- 
tiles, who were then unbelievers; but not one word or mention either in this Text, or to 
be gathered out of all the Chapter, of the ſtars or their influence : bur in that 19. P/alns 
and the third verſe we ſee clearly, here #5 no ſpeech nor language, where their voice ts not 
heard ; meaning the voice of the ſtars, viz. their influence ; having (as you have heard) 
in the preceding words ſaid, The Heawvess declare the plory of God, and the firmament 
ſrevwvetrh hus handy work , and in the ſubſequent words, 4x. verſ. 4, 5, 6. their line 
54 gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end of the World : in them hath he 
ſet a T abernacle for the Sun, which as a Bridegroom cometh out of his chamber , and rejoy- 
ceth as a ſtrong man torunarace ; his going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his 
Circuit nuto the ends of it, and there u« nothing hid fromthe heat thereof, By which you may 
plainly ſee that Davia there ſpeaketh of all the Heavens in general ; the heavens declare, 
&c. and ſtars therein, when he mentions their voice, and particularly the Zodiack , which 
he calls a Tabernacle for the S#» ; moreover, you are quite put out of doubt, that he be- 
fore ſpake of all theſe, and the influence of the ſtars by his mentioning this more parti- 
culatly, the Sun, 21 eſt Rex aſtrornm, and his heat, and ſo 050-0 Aura all under 
him being the chief of them; intimating alſo that his influence is univerſal throughout 
the whole earth fromthe Eaſt unto the Weſt, the which courſe he rejoyceth to run as 4 
ſtrong man to run arace; ſothat from hence here can nothing in the leait be gathered for 
the uniting thoſe two T exts in ſenſe being as different as the North is from the South , or 
as Heaven 1s from Earth, and altogether as impoſſible to be united, as it is to joyn the 
Eaſt with the Weſt, or the Pole Artick with the Antartick 3 for it was meerly the margi- 
nal notes in ſome of our Bibles, which led theſe two learned Teachers of the Word of 
God out of the way, and into this weak buſineſs, ſerving no whit at all to their purpoſe ; 
which they knew well enough ; and therefore it was they delivered not the words of the 
Text they quoted wading themſelves that their telling the Readerit was St. Pawls in- 
rerpretation of the Pſalm agreeing ſomewhat in words, would be ſufficient ; and truly ſo 
it is for the making them ridiculous, but for nothing elſe ; for ſure I am St. Par, never

{aid was falſr, —_— to the old ſaying, in a Word thos lyeſt ; a pure way to confute an 
Argument, and very eafle ! But whoſo ſhall peruſe St. «Auguſtine upon ob, which here 
would be too rediousto diſcuſs, and ina manner (being ſoclear, and that by the teſti- 
mony of ſo good an Author) ſuperfluous ; 1 ſay no more on this matter, only deſiring 
thee alſo to peruſe but the preceding and ſubſequent words of that paſſage of St. eAmu- 
guſtine which they bring, ſeeming to make for them, and thou ſhalt ftinde therein alſo 


their jugling tricks to deceive their Reader : juſt as they brought Prolomie to condemn | 
eAſtrologie, which I hinted at in the beginning of this Book ; tor it is very ſtrange that 


©Prolomie ſhould ſpeak againſt that which he taught to the World in four Books in Folio ; 
| butif the ſenſe and _— of the Author be not regarded, it is an eaiie matter even in 
the beſt of Writings to finde out ſome ſeeming contradictions. 

But I dare poſitively affirm and maintain that St. eA#gnſtine doth in no place of all his 
works condemn, and poſitively diſ-allow of Chriſtian Iudrcial Aſtrologie in its purity,and 
not abuſed;and this may ſufficiently be manifeſted by thoſe five opinions 1 have ſet down 
in my Lux Veritats, chap.2. ſe&.3 which he recordeth i» /ibro de C'rvitate Dei, lib. 5.cap.t. 
for though the ſuperſtitious abuſes thereof be by him condemned, it argueth not there- 
fore the natural uſes are to be aboliſhed ; and r mi though before his converſion he 
followed the Herefies of the Aanichees,who maintained the | to be adored and pray- 
ed unto, and afterwards wrote againſt them , yet can it not be made apparent, that he 
utterly condemned this liberal Science,as will appear by theſe words of his in /1bro 5. cap. 6. 
de Civitate Dei; Non uſque quaque abſurde dici peſſit a4 ſolas corpornum differentias, afflatus 
quoſdam wvalere fidereos, ſicnt in ſolaribus acceſſibus, & receſſibus ; videmuts etiam ipſstes 
aunt tempora variari , & lunaribus increments & aecrementss angers & minni quedam 
genera rerum, ſicut echinos & conchas, & mirabiles eſtua oceani, non autens & animi vo- 
luntates poſitiombus ſyderum ſubdi : whereby we ſee nothing exempted trom ſubje&ion 
to the ſtars that is bodily, but only our ſpiritual part ; neicher doth he aſcribe this power 
to the ſtars in general, as that their ſpecifical vertues are not poſſible to be known by 
man ; for in Fo Book De gen. /ib.2. cap 5. he agreeth with Aſtrologers that Saturn is 
cold. 

Again ſhall we admit that St. Auguſtine, and with him all the Fathers unanimouſly 
are againit eFftro/ogie ; yet may we not hence make our ſelves ſo ridiculous as to conclude 
eAſtrologie of no validity or efficacy, they being but men,and therefore ſubject to error; 
and ſince it is nowiſe condemned by the word of God (which ſhould be the touchſtone of 
all mens writings) further then that men ſhould not give the power of the Creator to 
the creature, nor impoſe a fatal neceſlity and truſt therein; and therefore St. Auguſtine 
in the aforeſaid fifth Book, and firtt chap. of h# City of Ged, delivering five opinions (as 
Ifaid) concerning deſtiny, in his firſt ſheweth , that by deſtiny is underftood The provi- 
dence, will, and poWer of God; and therefore he warneth Aftrologers, that they continue 
their opinions, but corrett their tongues; for that through cuſtom of ſpeech the vulgar 
commonly underſtood nothing by the word fare, or deſtiny , bur the inevitable power of 
_ tw ; _ ſo becomes a means to draw them from a true truſt and confidence in God 
and his word.

in proceed, as ſhall be cleared betore the cloſure of this Treatiſe ; but let us Tovs proceed.

Kings) and were wn the going down to Bethoren, that 
the Lord caſt down great ſtones from Heaven upon thems unto Azekah ; they were more 
which died with hale-ſtones, then they which the children of Iſrael ſlew with the ſword: in all 
which, we ſee only the vengeance of God executed on thoſe people that Ioprah was or- 
dained to drive out from before the children of J/-ae/ : how doth this prove that the 
ſtars 1n their courſes fought not againſt ſera, in the fifth of —_— or that they did 
not indece fight alfo againſt theſe 5. Kings ? for by their own eonfetlion, the ſtorms, hale, 
wind, and tempeſts that diſcomfited Serus Army,were occationed by the influence of the 
{tars ; and theretore I know no reaſon to the contrary, but that they were alſo occaſioners 
of theſe hale-ſtones, ſo that they have gained little by this their firſt place to be there- 
with compared. 

As touching the ſecond, it is this, Exod.9.23. The words are, 4nd Moſes ſtretched forth 
his Red towards Heaven, and the Lord ſext thunder and hale, and the fire run along upon 
the ground, and the Lord rained hale upon the Land of Egypt ; a ſtrong argument truly, 
that the ſtars in their courſes fought not againſt Si/er« ! what would they have it to be, or 
their Reader to underſtand by theſe their weak come-offs? would they have it the hand of 
God ?

hath fix degrees alotted him ; and where Yew: hath eight, you ſee Saturn bath bur 
two in Taxrs, being ſo much diminiſhed , he being very weak in Tawxrss : ſo allo in 
Sapittary, you ſee Jwpiter is increaſed one, being he is there ſtrong; and CMercur 
being weak, is diminiſhed one ; J-piter hath eight, Mercury but five ; but why they 
are ſo divided throughout the figns, I finde no Author give ſufficient reaſons ; 1 mean 
for this Table, according to Prolomie, which, he faith, he found in an old rotten 
worm-eaten book, which was half conſumed with worms and age, in which, he faith, 
there was a long ſtory of the utility and reaſons of the terms : but by reaſon of the ſo 
much decay of the Book it could not be legible,ſo that he could not tranſcribe it; and 
ſo leaveth the Reader ſtill in doubt concerning this point, the clearing whereof re- 

uireth mach time and ſtudy, which ſhall not be wanting hereafter in me to beſtow

F Emember that a Planet in his own Term is ſtrong, and that the more 
Ws dignities he hath there, the ttronger he is; for /pirey in the firſt 
term of Sagittary, is ſtronger and more powerfull then in the firſt 
term of Arzes ; yet they are both his terms; the reaſon is, becauſe 
Sagittary is both his Houſe and Triplicity ; e-r:es is but his Tripli- 
city only ; wherefore you ſee in Sagitrary he hath the firſt eighr 
degrees for his term, in Aries but ſix; and fo obſerve the neerer 
a Planer is in nature tothe place of his term, the ſtronger is the Planet therein; for 
Iwpiter being hot and moiſt, hath but five degrees for his term in Virgo, which is cold 
and dry ; yet in Gemini, which is hot and moiſt, he hath fix, it agreeing with his tem- 
per ; yet in Carcer, which is cold and moyſt (you will perhaps ſay) he hath ſeven, 
which agreeth not ſo near to his nature ; but the reaſon thereof is, Caxcer is his houſe 
of Exaltation, and ſo hath alotted him one for that, as you have heard before; for 
you muſt know the more dignities a Planet hath ina ſign, the Rronger he is, and hath 
the greater term alotred him. - 

In like manner, if a Planet that is cold and dry, be in a term ſo likewiſe qualified, 
242. cold and dry alſo, his cold and dryneſs is the more increaſed, and will work the 
more forcibly on the Inferiours he is ſignificator of; obſerve the ſame rule in all the 
reſt of the qualities and humors, ſtill remembring that a Planet is ſo much the more 
increaſed in ſtrength, by how much the more he is located in the places of his own 
temper and nature. 

Moreover a Planet that is hot and dry,is leſſened of his vigour in a termthat is cold 
and moyſt ; ſo likewiſe is he augmented in heat if ,he be naturally cold and moyſt,and 
in a term that is hot and dry. 

In like manner;note, that if a fortunate Planet be in a fortunateterm (1 ſay note 
7 in 


= 
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in general) his goodneſs is the more increaſed and augmented, having more power 
and ſtrength to operate in any thing whatſoever he is ſignificator of ; as if he have ſig- 
nitication of good, he is then fo much rhe better ; and on the contrary anevil or male- 
volent Planet 1n a malevolent fign and term is the more miſchievous. 

The Lord of a Term when he is in that Term, let ir be what fignit will, hath more 
power therein then the Lord of that fign or the Planet that hath that ſign for 
his Exaltation, it he be Peregrine anywhere, which is as much to ſay, Poſſeſſion 25 
eleven points of the Law , when there 1s but twelve. And if the Lord of any term 
be in his term , and the Lord of the ſign in another ſignin any Aſpe& with him, the 
Lord of the term ſhall have more power in the ſign where he is, then the Lord of the 
ſign, and ſhall be principal fignificator ; and if the Lord of the term be in his own 
term and ſign, his itrengch and power 1s ſo much the more increaſed. 

What ever Planet be weak in a ſign, that Planets debility is leſſened, when 

or by his being in that part of the ſign he be where he hath any term ; and if

Ver rememher,that the head and tail of the Dragon are not ſigns nor Planets, 
neither any Coniicilations; only Nodes and Flaces of the Ecliptick which the 
Coon cutteth, they have no Aipect to any Planet ; butthey may be, and are 
aſpected by them; as touching their motion , 1t 1s according to the motion of the 
A1oon. 

Their Nature is various according as they may be placed ard aſpefted ; ſome of 
the Ancients have maintained that the head is good and fortunate; the tail bad 1d in- 
fortunate naturally, without any exception ; others are of a contrary opin!©::, and 
ſay the Head is good when well placed and fortunately afſpe&ted by the bencyolents 
and fortunate Planets; but when aftlicted and aſpected by the malevolents it is bad : 
Alſo that the Tail is good with the good Planets, viz. being joyned with them, or in 
aſpect therewith, and bad with the bad ; and fome apain will have the Head when 
Joyned with the Malevolents to be good, and with the Benevolents bad : alſo the 
Tayl when joyned,or in contiguration with the Fortunes, they tay is bad, and with the 
Infortunes good ; for my part, I have till (by that little obſervation] have madce) 
found the Headto be good, and the Tail bad and unfortunate, as 15the nature of 
Saturn and Mars naturally, but accidentally they may alſo ſonietimes be both good 
and bad, 1 mean contrary to what they are generally reputed ; thou may it follow 
which thou pleaſeſt ; experience will be thy beit rule when thou hatt done all; there- 
fore let that together with reaſon be thy guide, til! thou canit iniovrm thy ſelf in 
what is not fully comprehended by thee.

fore I refer you for ſatisfaction in what you farther doubt of « ch what I fhall here 
deliver, to their volumes ; only for the fatisfati on of my Reader, lince it comes in 
my 4 I thought good to fay ſomewhat.

but governed only by that intelligence that ruleth it, or the expreſs commandment of 
God) but carryeth them all violently about with it ſelf (of whoſe motions you ſhall 
here more anon) yet there is another higher then the ninth heaven, which doth in- 
cloſe and comprehend them all; and this by ſome is held to be the habitation of God, 
the Ele and Angels; others hold that Japiter is the place of the Ele ; and like- 
wiſe that 24+rs 15the local place of Hell for the damned , others hold Satxry to be 
Hell, &c, But we leave theſe opinions, it being no part of our Diſcourſe; and re- 
turn to ſhew you the motions of the ſphears and heavens. 

You have heard already of the quickneſs of the motion of the ſphear of Sarurn 
inthe firſt chapter of this Treatiſe, where we ſpeak of the ſignifications, nature and 
ſhape of Satzrz; as allo of the ſphear of Tupiter inthe ſecond chapter, where we 
treat of 7ypirez, and ſo of allthe reſt of the Planets , viz. Saturn ftiniſheth his mo- 
tion, or he in his ſphear in 29. years, ſome moneths and days ; /#piter in 12, years,&c. 
Their motion,notwithſtanding they are carryed violently and accidentally once a day 
about theearth by the force and power of the firſt mover, is quite contrary there-

Of the Circles of Hearven, the Zodiack, and the diviſions thereof. 


& E come now unto the Circles of Heaven. Y ou are to know there 
are ſome greater then other, ſome leſs, ſome movable, and al- 
ſo ſome immoveable ; as concerning the greater circles, they 
are thoſe that have the ſame Center with the Heavens ; the 
lefſer Circles have their Centers out of that of the ſphear ; but 
theſe are lo plainly treated of by ancient Aſtronomers, that to 
infiſt hereon were but vain : wherefore let us to our bulineſs, 
| and fay ſomewhat of the Zodiack and its diviſions. 

Know then,that in the ſphear of the World there are two chief Circles, the one called Of the Equar 
the Equator or Equinotial, the other the Zodiach or Eclijtick ; it is called the Equator tor, and where- 
from the nature thereof, being a line of equality ; for the Sz» being under the ſame, fore ſocalled. 
cauſeth the equality of the day and night through the whole World ; it 1s called the 
Equinoctial for the ſame reaſon, it cauſing equall nights, &c. The Zodiack is called Of the Eclip- 
the Ecliptick, becauſe the Sw» and the AZoon are never Eclipſed but in it; it is alſo tick or Oblique 
called the oblique Circle, for tha it is ſituated oblique in reſpect of the Equator, &c. Circle; and 
This Equator divideth the whole ſphear into two parts, being placed directly betwixt m—_ _ 
the Poles of the World, viz. Artick and Ant-artick, which isalſo divided by the Zo- © © 
diack into two equal-parts; and thoſe points where the Zodiack cutteth the Equator 
are called Equinotial points ; and the points of the Zodiack which are the means be- 
tween theſe Equinoctals are called Tropicks or Solfteads, viz. the ſtays or ſtations 
of the Sn, &c. From theſe diviſions, are the four quarters of the year, viz. Spring, 

Summer, Autumn and Winter ; Spring beginning at the Equinoctial point, the S#z en-

Now as you have heard of the two principal Circles moveable, ſo it is requiſite 
alſo you hear ſomewhat of the two immoveable Circles, the Horizon and Meridian ; 
we leave the Colrres, Tropicks, Zeunes, Vertical, Parallel, and Polary Circles, &C. to 
be taught by thoſe that have writ whole volumes thereof; tor our intentions are but 
curſorily to ſpeak ſomewhar, that our ſcope may the better be underſtood; our intenti- 
ons being to lay open that part of the Art which 1s not manitett in our tongue. 

The Horizon then is that Circle dividing the Hemiſphere ot any place under it, from 
that which is above it, to which one of the Poles is always the Vertical point, and the 
other Pole the oppotite ; according therefore to the heighth of the point of each 
place, doth the Horizon of each place differ ; for look how many places there are, 
ſo many Horizons are there ; wherefore the Horizon of thoſe places which have the 
vertical or perpendicular point under the Equinoctial,is called the right Horizon ; for 
thatit paſſeth by the Poles of the World, and equally dividecth che EquinoRtal at 
right Angles; fo likewiſe it is called a right ſphear ; tor that it ſeemeth to be right- 
ly placed in reſpe& of that Horizon, and the ſtars to make their motion directly by 
the univerſal motion of the ſphear. 

Now the Herizon of thoſe places whoſe Zenith is out of the EquinoGtal to- 
wards either of the Poles, 1s called oblique; for that that Pole which the Vertical 
point is next to, is elevated above the ſaid Horizon, and the other is fo much deprel- 
ſed ; which therefore doth divide the Equinoctial at objique angles, unequal one to 
another ; for which cauſe alſo, the ſphear is ſaid ro be oblique ; being in compari- 
ſon of the Horizon placed obliquely ; and the itars turn obliquely in their univerſal 
motion. Wheretore it is clear, that all direct Hori7ens are of one diſpoſition ; but 
amons the oblique there are as many differences as are diſtances between the Verti- 
cal point and the Equinoctial , or as the elevation of the Pole is divers above 
them. 

As touching the 2eridias,it 154 great immoveable Circle, paſſing by the Poles of 
the World, and that point of the Heavens which 1s perpendicular'in what place 
ſoever it bez and divideth both the Equinoctial and Horizon of right angles, parting 
the Eaſt part of the Heavens from the Welt ; whoſe Poles are the interſetions of 
the Horizon and Equator : and for that it divideth the Natural day and the Artifi- 
cial into two even parts, it is called the Meridian or mid-day-circle ; for when the 
$S*» cometh to this Circle above the Horizon,it is high noon, and the oppoſite poinc 
under the Horizon or earth 1s mid-night : all places then according as they are more 
Oriental or Occidental, have their proper Meridian; and they which lie alike Eaft 
or Welt. Know then, that every Meridian 1s a right Horizon to ſome places,and every

men and wel-willers of this Science, the reaſons and grounds of the Art, according 
to the moſt rational of the Antients, that they may be both confirmed in their way, 
as alſo the better able to anſwer the weak Arguments, or rather cavils of their 
puny Antagoniſts , I mean the. vain-glorious ignorant praters and ſcriblers againi* 
this Heavenly Science. I come therefore now, God enabling me, to ſhew you the 
Reaſons of the Ancients why the ſigns are ſtiltreckoned from Aries, and fo forward, 
ſince the Zodiack as well as the Heavens is round ; and what is round hath no begin-

are called fixea ſtars,is,for that they are indeed fixed and immovable, never ſtirring,but 
they are violently carried about with the Heavens by the firit mover (as aboveſaid) 
not having any peculiar motion of their own as the Planets have, &c.

column where you finde g. it ſignifieth greater in any of the Tables. 

In the fifth column you ſee their /atitade, ſhewing that by the figures underneath, 
over againſt each ſtar is declared their latitude, and that either North or South, ſigni- 
fied by M and B. M ſhewing South latitude, B North, &c. 

In the fixth and laſt column you finde the inſcription Loxgitade, and this is in like 
manner demonſtrated by the figures underneath, as,the ſpoulder of Pegaſus (as above- 
ſaid) hath 31. d. oo. m. or 31. degrees, 00. minutes Latitude,and 23.d.or 23.degrees

IS of ſome things which have not as yet been divulged in our vulgar tongue 
Y _ FS tothe Students of this noble Art, and thou wilt much advantage thy 
_— ſelf, it being my deſire not to let ought ſlip for which thou mayſt nor 
SRD (if need require) give ſufficient ground and reaſons, &c. 
You are ſufficiently inſtructed by other Authors of the Nature and ſignification of 
the houſes ; their ſeveral diviſions you heard already in the 25. chapter of this ſecond 
Book ; itreſteth therefore we now proceed to ſhew the reaſons why the houſes are ſo 
ordained,as the angle of the Eaſt to be the firſt houſe, and ſuccedent to it the ſecond, 
&c. and ſo of the reſt ; as alſo why the Ancients aſſigned them thoſe ſeveral {ignifi- 
cations which we commonly attribute unto them ; for ſuch hath been their curioſity 
therein, that there is no one thing appertaining to the life of man or affairs or acct- 
dents therein, which hath not ſignification from one houſe or other, &c. BY

It hath ſignification of the kfe of the Native, for that it is the firit houſe , as life is 

the firſt and chief beginning of any one,and firſt eſteemed or preferred before any 

other enjoyment under the Sun ; for whatpleaſure can there be in any thing when in 

the enjoying thereof the life is taken away ? Certainly, though it be never 

ſo much tobe deſired uj;on this conſideration, it will be altogether left un- 

attempted.

The Second houſe which is the ſuccedent to the Aſcendent , is ſo called for that it W*ik began.

houſe ; it hath ſignification of the Riches and Subſtance ofthe Native or Querent , as houſe. 
alſo their ailiftance; for that next unto a mans life , is his wealth or livelihood to be 
regarded , and as wealth is an ailiſtance and aid in all matters or buſineſſes of or in 
the affairs ordinary ofmans lite, hath it alſo ſignification of aſſiſtance , &c. 

The Third houſe is ſo called for that it in order followeth the ſuccedent of the A- 
ſcendent ; it hath {ignification of Brethren, Kindred , Neighbors and Alliance , for of he thira 
that it is in * of the Aſcendent, fubterranean : it hath alſo fignification of ſhort jor- houſe. 
nyes , being the houſe _ ro the Ninth , ſignifying long journeys, the reaſon 
of which you ſhall have hereafter in its place. 

The Fourth houſe or Angle of the Earth , or Northern, is ſo called for that it in Of the fourth 

order followeth the third ; it hath ſignification of immoveable goods, for that it is an houle. 
Angle , and that of the Earth which is fixed ; alſo heritages , lands and, houſes , for 
that it is a terranean and earthy Angle; alſo it hath ſignification of hidFen treaſures 
and the like , for that it is ſubterranean and not viſible in our Horizon ; it ſignifieth 
alſo the father of the Native or Querent, for that he is the firſt cauſe of generation , as 
the earthy Chaos was the firit original of Adam, &c. 

The Fifth houſe is the ſuccedent of the Angle of the Earth, and therefore is ſo of the Gfth 
called. It hath ſignification of mirth and jollity , it being in A to the Aſcendent ; al- koule. 
ſo private pleaſure and delight , it being ſubterranean and in A with the Aſcendent, 
aud for the ſame reaſon hath ſignitication of all manner of paſtime and recreation, as 
drinking , revelling , ſporting , gaming and all kind of recreation: pleaſing the fancies 
and tempers of men. 

The Sixth houſe is the Cadent from the North Angle , andis in order the fixth of the ninth 
houſe from the Aſcendent : it beholdeth not the Aſcendent ; it hath therefore ſigni- houle. 
fication of ſickneſſes, of what kind ſoever it be; ithath alſo ſignification of Servants, 

Bond-men and women and Slaves ; and of Cattle of the ſmaller ſort for the ſame rea- 
rs as having no loving familiarity or correſpondency with the Aſcendent in friend- 

iP, &C. 
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The ſeventh houſe is the angle of the Weſt, and by reaſon it in order followeth 
the fixth, is the ſeventh from the Aſcendent ; it hath ſignification of open enennes, 
tor that it isthe oppoſite houſe to the Aſcendent; and tor the fame reaton hath ſig- 
nification of thefr, orthe thing loft ; adverſaries in Law-fuits, and the like ; it hath 
in like manner fignification of women in general, of marriages. I could never finde 
the reaſon why the ancients have ordained the ſeventh or oppoſite houſe to the A- 
ſcendent;, to fignitie the wite of the Native,and women in g2neral,except for thar they 
are ſo contrary to the diſpoſition of men, the one being tor the molt part ſol:d and 
reſolved.the other fickle and unftable as their mother the oor ; as alto thar they of- 
ten prove the deitruction of men rather then aſtiſtants and comforrters,(tor which they 
are made) as Eve was the deftruction of idam, Dalilah of Samſon ; and many the 
like examples I could here relate both out of the Holy Writ, and other writings ; but 
ſince the ſubject is ſo, vile and mean it is not worthy the pains, wherefore that very 
example of So/omz0,, the wilett of Mortals,may ſuffice, who notwithſtanding he had 
ſo large a portion of the ſpirit of God, was by this Sex,drawnto Idolatry and many 
other ſins againit the living God ; inſomuch that it hath ſtaggered the learnedſt Wri- 
ters in Divinity, and put them to a on j/: toimagine (by any concluſion) whether 
he was ſaved or no : Ge letgferturn to our buſineſs, ſince I may thus conclude of 
them that they prove either the greateſt comforts or the worſt of afflictions to men. 

The eighth houſe, being the ſuccedent of the angle of the Welt, is ſo called ; it is 
a houſe which beholdeth not the Aſcendenr, and is above the earth, and 4s the ayd 
and aſliſtance of the open enemy, as the ſecond is of the Native, it being in oppoli- 
tion thereunto ; wherefore it hath ſignification of mortality., death, poyſon, de- 
ſtruction and miſchief which is to happen the Native in his lite. 

The ninth houſe is ſo called for that it followeth next after the ſuccedent of the 
angle of the Weſt, and is called Cadenr ; itis in a 7 rize of the Alcendent, and above 
the earth; wherefore it hath ignification of all goodneſs, as Rehgion, learning, re- 
velation by Dreams; as alſo of all religious men and orders, as Vivizer, Hermites, 
Monks, Froers, &c. Allo all 'manner or Students, as e-ſtrdlopers, Piyfitians, 
Lawyers, and all Students of other good learning whatſoever. 

The tenth houſe or the ſouth angle in order followeth next after, and therefore is 
the tenth houſe ; this hath ſignification of the mother of the Native, for that it is the 
oppoſite houſe ro the fourth ſignifying the father ; it Ggnifyerh alſo dignity, preter- 
ment and honour of the Native, tor thar it is the vertical point of the Heavens , or 
the highelt pitch thereof, and alto for the ſame reaſon, ſigniheth Emperours, Kings, 
Princes, Noblemen and great men, or the Grancees of theearth, and ſuch as are in 
authority mult be underitood if there be no King, &c. 

The eleventh Houſe being the ſuccedent of the angle of the ſouth is ſo called ; and 
for that it is in Sextile of the Aſcendent, and above the earth it hath fignification cf 
friendſhip and amity, hope, faith, &c, 

The gweltth houſe, being the Cadent of the angle of the South following in order 
the ſuccedent thereof, is therefore the 12. houſe; it is above the earth not beholding 
the Aſcendent, and thefefore hath fignification of private and occult enemies, im- 
priſonment, poverty, miſery, and diſgrace, Witchcraft and Sorceries ; it hath alſo 
ſignification of great cattel, as the 6. the oppoſite houſe had of ſmall. And ſo much 
concerning the reaſons of the ſigrifications of the twelve houſes or manſions of 
Heaven. | 

Yet note here, as the ſecond houſe from the Aſcendent, fignifieth the ayd, aſsiſt- 
ance and wealth or ſubſtance of the Native : the third, his kindred, brethren,neigh- 
bours, &c. the fourth, his father, lands, houſes, and the like ; the fifth, his children, 
&c. ſo you muſt know that the ſubſtance of the brother, neighbour, kinſman,and the 
like, is ſignified by the fourth, being the ſecond from the third , the fifth doth ſig- 
nifie his brethren , the fixth his father , the ſeventh his children, and ſo round the 
whole Heaven, according to the ſignification aforefaid : ſtil remembring that the 
houſe lignifying any party of whom the queſtion is, is his Afcendent; The ſecond from 


1t bis ſubſtance ; the third his kindred; as the fifth houſe in the Natives figure hath 


ſhgnification 
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ſignification of the wealth or ſubſtance of the father : the ſixth, his kindred and bre- 
thren, alſo the Uncle or Ant of the Querent by the fathers ſide: the ſeventh his Fa- 
ther and the Querents Grandfather or Natives; and ſo you mult underſtand of the 
reſt of the Houles, ſtill varying y our rules according to diſcretion ; for much doth 
the thorow-knowledge of the {ignification of every houſe conduce to the perfetion 
of the Scudent jnthis Art. I think good here (notwithſtanding inthe 21. chapter of 
this firſt Treatiſe you have heard already ſomewhat as touching the diviſions of the 
Heavens) to give you the diviſion thereof more plainly in this tollowing chapter.

Ow then you are firſt co know that the Horizop eutteth or divideth the Hea- 

IN vers into two Hemiſpheres, the upper and the lower, parting ſix of the hou- 

ſes into one Hemiſphere, and {ix into the other, v:z. the upper hath 12,18, 
10,9,8, and 7th. houſes, the lower the 6,4,5, 3- the 2d. and firſt houle. 

And as the Heavens are divided into two Hemiſpheres by the Horizon, ſo are they 
alſo cut by the Meridian into two equal parts, ſo that by theſe two Circles the Hea- 
vensare divided into four equal parts, and every of the parts by ſections and points 
of other Circles are divided into three parts, ſo thatthe whole Heavens are cut into 
12. equal parts ; which the moſt learned in this Art have called Manſtons or houles. 

The diviſion which the £/eridian makes, 1s to divide the Heavens into the Orien- 
tal and Occidental parts, ſix houſes being Oriental, fix Occidental , or fo inclining : 
Oriental are the third ſecond, firſt, tweltth, eleventh and tenth ; Occidental ninth, 
eighth, ſeventh, ſixth, fifch and fourth. 

Now you mult know that che four equal parts aboveſaid are called (by the learn- 
ed inthis Science) quadrants, becauſe each part 1s the quarter or fourth part of the 


Heaven. 
The firſt Quadrant is that part of the Heaven which lieth between the middle of 


the Heaven and the Aſcendent or Horoſcope ; and this is the Oriental, Aſcending, 
Infant, Maſculine,Sanguine and vernal Quarter, and it hath the twelfth,eleventh,and 
tenth houſes. 

The ſecond Quadrant isthoſe three houſes, or that part lying between the points of 
the tenth and ſeventh , and this is the Youthtull, Feminine, Meridional, Cholerick, 
Summer Quarter, containing the ninth,eighth and-ſeventh houſes, 

The third Quadrant is from the point of the ſeventh houſe to the mum Cwlti or 


point of the fourth, and iscalled the Occidental, Manly, Maſculine,Melancholy and 


Autumnal Quarter, including the ſixth, fifth and fourth houſes, | 

The fourth Quadrant is from the /mam (x1ito the point of the Horoſcope or A- 
ſcendent, and is the Septentrional, Feminine, Phlegmatick , old Age, and Winter 

arter. 

he Angles are the moſt powerfull houſes ; for a Planet therein hath more power 
and efficacy then another (in any other houſe) that is but equally dignified : but 
know that the houſes are in ftrength as followeth, yet Prolomie preferreth the mid- 
heaven, &c.

So that the meaning thereof is no more but thus; A Planet inthe 1. and another in 
the 10. equally dignified, that hath more power which is inthe Aſcendent ; and like- 
wiſethat in the 10. precedeth that in the 7, and ſo know of the reſt.

Retrogradation. Retrogradation, or a Planet is ſaid to be Retrograde when he goeth backward or 
contrary to the ſucceſſion of the ſigns, as Sarwrn in the firſt degree of Aries, going 
into the 30,29,and 28 degrees of P:ſces, &c. is Retrograde, or goeth backward. 

Stationary. Stationary is,when a Planer ſtands ftill, or moveth neither backward nor forward, 
as the Superiors do ſometimes fonr days together, 8&c. as you have heard before,and 
this happeneth both before direQion and retrogradation. 

Application. Application is, when two Planets (it mattereth not which) draw neer the rays or 
bodies of each other by (onjuntion or Aſpect ; and this may be done three ways ; yet 
you are to know that a more weighty Planer, or that which is ſuperiour cannot apply 
unto the lighter or inferiour, except when he is retrograde. 

The firit manner of Application is when two Planets are direct, the weightier in 
more degrees,and the lighter in fewer ; as if Satzry be in five degrees of Aries, and 
Zupiter inthree , here fupiter applies unto Saturn by Corjunttion, and this is a dire&t 
Application 

he ſecond when both are Retrograde ,as Z«pitey in three degrees of Aries,and þ in 
the firſt,here 7piter applies unto the (onjuntion of Saturn by a Retrograde motion.

vou are to look for 2 degrees in the aforeſaid page, in that Column where you finde 
over the head thereof Dom.

Having thus found ont your number or place of the Sx» at Noon; ſee what num- 
ber you finde over againſt it inthe left hand'column, which is tituled tie from noon 
inthe ſame line, and add that number, «iz. the degrees and minutes you finde there 
to the hour and minute of the day, for the which you would erect your Scheme. 

And if they make not above 24 hours, look in your table of houſes for the number 
they make in the aforeſaid column of time frem noon ; butif they make more then 24 
hours, caſt away 24 hours,and enter with the remainder, and where your number fal- 
leth there is your figure.

When the place of the Conjuntion or Oppoſition , and their Diſpoſitors be well 
dignificd and placed, the buſineſs then began or done ſhall be frm and of continu- 
ance and fortunate. Alſo accompliſhment and good ſucceſs of the buſineſs is {igni- 


fied when the Diſpoſitor or Lord of the houſe of the Conjunttion or Oppoſition betore

place 7apiter in the ſecond houſe, free from impediment or affliction ; but however it 
advantageth much if Z«piter be ſo placed. | 

And for a good ſucceſs and end (as in all other undertakings) fortifie the ſign and 
cuſp of the fourth and its Lord; and it poſsible let Taxrns or Leo be on the cuſp of the 
fourth; for that denoteth the goodneſs of the place,and that the houfe or place ſhall 
be clean and ſweet, free from venemous and obnoxious beafts and vermin : but Scor- 
pio on the culp of the fourth, cauſerh multiplicity and increaſe of ſuch animals, and ſo 
much the more if it be any wiſe beheld of Sararn ; alſo be carefull that the aforenamed 
places and ſignificators be free from the Aſpects of the Malevolents, and if poſsibl- 
not only ſo, but in configuration of the Fortunes. 

However ſee that you fortifie your chiefeſt {ignificators, and your buſineſs order 
according to the intentions of the party removing or flitting his habitation, and thou 
ſhalt not erre.

harh ever been in tormer Ages ſome, and indeed moſt -of the more learned

tirſt original that was fo ſtupid and void of underſtanding, as not to have ſome ſons of 
the Hermetick Art produced therein ; andas by the more learned and refined ſpirits 
of all Ages it hath been ever in great eſteem and practiſe ; ſo is it ſtill in this we live, 
and by very many both ſtudied and cheriſhed, it being notwithſtanding by the muck- 
worms and fottith Atinego's ot rhe World ſighted and contemned, and no more va- 
lued then a Diamond is with Hogs, both {hghting that unſpeakable and never to be 
enovoh valued and cttze. ned knowledge, and the Students or Searchers thereof, in- 
ſomuch that they 2cco!int norhing more ridiculous, then that which they vulgarly 
call Ie PRI LOSOPHERS STONE, thus giving way to folly tocondemn and not 
eſteem that great bieſsing they are in no wiſe thought worthy of ; nay not ſo much as 
worthy ihe honour to be accounted in the number of thoſe that believe there is ſuch 
a thins in Nature : but it mattereth nor what ſuch ſtupid Dolts conceive out of their 
ſhallow and conceited brains, that can admit of nothing but ignorance ; wherefore 
let it be ſtill unto thema STox#x and rock of offence ; both it, and all thoſe hea- 
venly ſouls, the Lovers thereof, ſhall by me be ever in great eſteem, and be more 
dear unco me then any worldly telicity : but I fear I tranſpreſs, let us therefore to 
our matter in hand. 

Since then, I ſay, there are many in this our Ape who apply themſelves to the ſtud

fail of their defires, for want of a through intelle& and right uſe of EleR- 
ing a polition of the Heavens fit for the ſame; for as the Elements and all thereof 
compoſed are{ without diſpute Jregulated and diſpoſed by the influence and vertue of 
the Ccolettial Planets and Stars ; it muſt neceſſarily follow then, that all Metals and 
Minerals whatſoever, have their dependency and efficacy from the ſuperiour configu- 
rations of thoſe bodies : wherefore it cannot but be very efficacious in all ſuch works 
astend to Alchymie (as well as the temporal affairs otherways of men) and the great 
Her metick Work. ;

Abbots, Deans, Prebend-:, Religious Hermites, &c. but the third to have ſignifica- 
tion of ordinary Prieſts, or thoſe that have not attained to that heighth of dignity, 
&c. alſo any man of what calling ſoever that is religiouſly inclined. 

Wherefore if thou wouldeſt 'know a fit time whereby thy inclination may be fur- 
thered in thy devotion, and thou the better able to continue therein ; fortifie the a-

Further krow that in laying the foundation of Cities, it will be moſt advantagi- 
ous if the M4con be free from misfortunes, and neither in Conjunttion , Oppoſition, or 
combuſtion of the $», or in via Combuſta, void of courſe, or in meridional Lati- 
tude deſcending ; in the latter degrees of a ſign, or inthe beginning of a ſign, in her 
fall, or the Lord of the houſe in which ſhe is nor beholding it,or in the ſixth or twelfth 
houſes, or with Dragons head or Dragons rail: but let her be increaſing in light and 
motion, ard have Septentrional latitude aſcending, in her exaltation, or exaltation of 
Twpiter, and [upiter or Venus direR andin an angle with her, but chiefly in the aſcen. 
dent, or mid-heaven. 

It advantageth _ alſo, if the Aſcendent and the oor be inearthy ſigns,and 
chiefly Tarn: and Virgo; allo in Capricorn when ſhe is placed with /upiter inthe A- 
ſcendent, andthe light of the time in the mid-heaven for this ſignifies the City 
ſhall continue a long time, and the Inhabitants thereof ſhall profit therein and have 
acoodend; alſoit the Aſcendent be a common ſign, it ſignifieth there ſhall be ma- 
ny Inhabitants and multiplicity of ſtrangers and ſeveral forts of people , eſpecially if 
many Planets behold the Aſcendent and the Aooy. 

Know alſo that in building or laying the foundation of Cities , if Satwrs be joyn- 

ed with Dragozs tail, there ſhall be much miſchief and trouble to old men and fer- 
vantsin that City. If /uprter be joyned with Dragons tail, much miſchief will be inci- 
dent to the Nobles of the City or the Aldermen, &c. If Mars, there will be evil by 
fire, diſcord and debate, and perhaps the Magazine will be blown-up often, or be in 
danger thereof, or the CA411:5a will be damnified. If the 4», evil is threatned to 
the chief Ruler of the City or Mayor. If Yerws, it will tall on the Women of the 
City. If Mercenary be joyned with Dragons tail, there ſhall be much deceit and 
many lyes, and cozening deceitfull tricks uſed. If the Afoon, the common ſort of 
people ſhall be afflicted. So on the contrary judge the good ſucceſs of thoſe ſignified 
by thoſe Planets free from impediment, andin a tortified condition, at the time you 
Jaid the firſt ſtone of your foundation; if the Planets are all ſtrong, judge fortune 
and good ſuccels in general, &c. 
' To know the Moreover know, that the Aſcendent of a City hath ſignification of the life of the 
fignification of Tnhabitants : the ſecond houſe of its riches, ſtrength and power : the third, of the 
Fo bra bo Laws thereof ; the fourth, of the end of the Inhabitants cauſes, as alſo the end of 
dent ro, or in Te City, and the ſecret places therein, as hidden treaſures and the like ; the fifth, of 
any City. and the children of the Inhabitants: the ſixth, of the ſervants and infirmities and mala- 
how ro judge dies incident to the inhabitants ; the ſeventh, of the Marriages of the Citizens ; the 
— eighth, of their great houſes ; the ninth, of their manners, cuttoms and Voyages : the 
tenth, their habitations, Maſterie and occupations, alſo their honour, power and dig- 
nity ; the eleventh, their friends and afliftants ; the twelfth, their great Catrel, Plots, 
and ſecret Enemies, alſo impriſonments and poverty. 

So that from hence you may judge methodically, and particularly of every parti- 
cular quality of any City ; forin what houſes you finde the Malevolents, and ſuch 
houſes as you ſee are afflicted and impedited , you may judge the ill ſucceſs and miſ- 
fortune (according to the ſtrength of your aflifting Planets) to thoſe things ſigni- 
fied by the houſe afflicted and impedited, &c. So likewiſe of the good ſtate and con- 
dition of thoſe things ſignified by thoſe houſes you finde aflitted by the Benevolents 
and well fortified. 

When Sarzrn is in any of the wg alone,and not aſ-iſted by the Fortunes, it ſ1g- 
nifies delays and ſlowneſs in thoſe things ſignified by the angle he is in. and in the 
actions and undertakings of the Citizens in general ; if Cars be there he denotes 
many miſchiefs, dammages, robberies, and corrupt or over hot ayr. 

But if at the beginning of the building, or laying of a Cities foundation, h and Y 
behold each other with a good aſpe&, and be in angles and other good places of 
Heaven, ſtrong and well dignified, it denoteth the City ſhall be of long continuance, 
and increaſe in glory and plenty a long time.

moſt Phyſici. but being ignorant in his Art, he rendereth himſelf deſpicable and ridicu- 
ans. Jous: and the way to make him perfect is to know NAarTtuRrE, and her ſecrer 


operations, and that by the influence of the Superiors aud Rulers of all Inferiors ; 
vis. The Stars: Ttis not his looking in an Urinal of water, or feeling the pulſe of 
the party, or queſtioning with him how he feeleth himſelf, and in what places of 
his body he is moſt afflicted, that can give a through underſtanding of his malady; the 
water is Meretrsx the pulſe is Falax, the patient himſelf is Ignorans : Theſe, I fay, 
are not ſufficient grounds for him to work on ; and without a _—_ foundation, the 
fabrick is not likely to be well built, or at leaſt to ſtand long; they are indigent and 
inſufficient, and the patient perhaps ſo overcome with torment, or defire of relief, 

that he cannot well detne his own miſery. | 
The cauſe of And finceit is ſo, a Phyſician (or rather a Pretender thereunto (1 may juſtly 
: Gaale Fore call him ) for as Galen and Hippocrates ſay , T hey are rather to be termed fools 
before 2 cure then Phy/icrans ) mult be better verſed in his Art before he can do any thing ; 
beugderiaken for as he is, he can do nothing with certainty: A blinde man may catch a 
bare, bur it is very unhikely : The cauſe of a diſeaſe muſt firft be known before 
it be endeavored to be removed; and the caufe being taken away, the effe& wilf 
ſoon ceaſe : but they are ignorant of the cauſe 3 ergo, not able to perform what 

they undertake. 

And again , the nature and temper of the Patient is to be regarded; and

Avoyd the dog-days and frofty 
weather; therefore rainy and open weather is good ; and in his 46 eFphori/mz of his 
6 part, he proveth that the Spring and Amtumn are more convenient for this purpoſe 
then Summer or Winter; yet he commendeth Winter tore then Summer ; for in 
Summer the humours boyl through extremity of heat, and ſo fainteth the ſpirits and 
annoyeth Nature much : He teacheth alſo , that in Summer we are to purge by the 
upper parts or by vomit ; in Winter by the lower, or by purge, if neceflity require 
that Phyſick muſt be given at theſe times. 

Secondly , As touching the Age, Phyſick by a prudent and wiſe Phyſician cught 
not to be adminiftred ro Infants nor decrepid old age, nor much to youth ; for to

That adminiſter what you will whenthe Aſooy is in the firſt fifteen degrees of L;- 
bra or Aqnaries in the Comunttion , Square or 'the Oppoſition of Saturn , Jupiter or 
Irs, or they in theſe configurations of one another , it hindreth the operation of 
the Phyfick. 

Prolomy in his 56 Centiloquinm ſaith, Com Luna eft in primo quadrangulo, hec 
eſt, ex quo a Solis comuntlione receſſit, corporum humiditates ad ſecundum uſque effiunn, 
in rtlignts autem decreſcunt. When the Moon is in her firit quarter , viz. trom her 
Conjunttion with the Sw till/the firſt 2yarti/e, the humours of mans body increaſf 
or flow from the inward parts of the body to the outward , in the reſt retire or move 
from the External parts to the Internal ; wherefore in the firſt quarterit is requiſite 
that you know it is moſt fitting to apply then External evacuations, and afterwards 
Internal ; yet 1 have ever held it ſafeſt to defer Internal potions till after its Oppoſi- 
tion with the Sx», or as we vulgarly ſay, the Full Moon. 

Some of the Ancients have approved of T axrws , Virgo , Scorpio and Piſces to be 
placed on the Aſcendent art the time of giving of Purges; others of Caxcey, Scorpio or 
Piſces; and again , ſome of the latter degrees, or more plainly the laſt fifteen 
degrees of Libra, and the firſt fifteen degrees of Scorpio; alſo that the Moon ſhould 
be 1n one of theſe places; ſo that the Learned in this moſt heavenly ſtudy have been 
of ſeveral opinions in this matter ; there is none of them but had reaſons for their 
rules, and any of them may be followed actording as the caſe may ſtand with the 
Patient , and the humour to be purged ; wherefore as Prolomy in his firſt eHpho- 
riſm of his Centiloguium ſaith, A te & aſcientia, ſo muſt thou warily conſider the 
ftate of thy Patient , and the reaſons of the Ancients in their praRice , which thou 


wilt 1oon know when thou art well verſed in the nature of the Flanets and Signs ,

of any work having relation thereunto : we ſhall therefore according to our former 
method proceed, and ſpeak firſt of Marriages, being the chiefeſt or principallett 
matter under its fignifications; but firſt I ſhall here ſhew you what other Elections 
are here in this houſe to be handled, &c. 

Elections under the ſignification of the ſeventh houſe, are fuch as appertairito 
Marriage, Wars, Duels, tothe making of Inſtruments for War, Partnerſhip, or 
ſuch things as are done between two, to ſeek Fugitives, to make Thieves, confeſs the 
truth, to hunt, fiſh or fowl, to buy Arms, to ftorm Caſtles and make Batteries, and 
to play at any Game, and the like ; thus much then of the Elections in' general ; let - 
us now deſcend to particulars, and firſt (as hath been ſaid) of Marriages. 

Know that in this manner of Judgment, it is moſt requiſite to know exaRly 

ur ſigniticators; otherways it is impoſsible ever to frame any ſure or ſolid 
judgement. | 

Wherefore then obſerve, that the Aſcendent, its Lord, the Sz» and the Planet 
from whom the Moon laſt ſeparated , are ſignificators of the Man; the ſeventh 
houſe , its Lord , YVenws and the Planet to bois the Moon next applies, of the 
woman. 

The tenth houſe, the Lord thereof, and the Planet or Planets therein or in con- 
figuration therewith, or with the Lord thereof, hath fignification of thoſe things 
that ſhall happen between them,v:z.whether good or ill. 

The fourth houſe, its Lord, and the Planet or Planets therein, or in configura- 
tion thereof, or with its Lord , hath ſignification of the event and end of the 
Marriage. 

Wherefore in this matter when you make any EleCtion, have ſpecial regard 
tothe Moon; for according to her fortitude or debility, thou mayeſt judge the 500d 
or bad event of any of thele. 

Mercury is not to be rejected, for he hath ſignification of the chiſdren which 
they are to have, ſo thatif at the time of Marriage or contract, he he well digni- 
fied. and in Conjenttion or Aﬀpet with the Fortunes, thou maylt affuredly ſay the 
marrjzed couple ſhall ſoon have a child. The Antients have ſaid the ſame,he being but

Moveable ſigrs to be in the Aſcendent at the time of beginning any controverſy, Of moyeab!e 
are to be ſhunned , eſpecially «Aries, Libra and / ancer , and of theſe Cancer is the ligns. 
worſt , for that ſhe is a watry ſign, and the Houſe of the Moon which is the lowett 
Planer ; and the ſeventh then muſt be Capricorn , which is the Houſe of Satern , the 
higheſt and moſt ſuperiour of the Planets ; wherefore Capricorn is the rather to be 
choſen of the moveable ſigns, yet by reaſon of their inſtability and wavering inchna- 
tion, they are in my opinion to be laid afide in works of this nature.

A good time Alſo when thou ſetteſt out to war, have regard to the three ſuperiour Planets, and 
to ſer out 2. ſee whether they are direct or retrograde; for if they are retrograde, ſet out at that 
pot an vyery inſtantthey become dire ; but if they bedirect , ler your time be when they 
you become retrograde ; alſo if they be oriental , when they become occidental ; if oc- 
cidental , when they become orientalz it combuſt , when they become free ; if 
free, when they become combuſt; or when they are gone out of the ſigns they 
were in when the occaſion of the war was given ; for when a Planet changeth his

(more plainly) after the change of the 17oon, are Combult and unfortunate hours to x 
begin any thing , the ſubſequent ſeventy two hours are good and fortunate , and the 
twelve hours following them are again unfortunate and Combuſt hours ; but the ſe- 
venty two following again after , tortunate; and ſo throughout all the month thou 
maylit judge exactly hereof , by duly obſerving the number of theſe hours night and 
day: Thisis fo plain, I ſhall not need to give you any example. 
Onely know thus much, that you are to reckon your Combuſt hours from the 
very hour and minute of the Conjurnt#ion of the Luminaries either day or night ; and

Any times it ſo happeneth that a man may have occaſion of ſuſpition of 
ſome that he ſees ſecretly laying their heads together or whiſpering;where- 
fore to ſatisfie thy ſelf of what they Treat, have regard unto the firſt arid 

ſeventh houſes and their Lords; for the Aſcendent, its Lord and the Planet fromi 
whom the Aon laſt ſeparated, are ſignificators of him that began the Diſcourſe, and 
that ſet his face towards the South ; and the ſeventh, its Lord and the Planet to 
whom the 1ſoon next applies, ſhall ſignifie the other or him thar hath his face to- 
wards the North or Eaſt ; the thing on which*they diſcourſe ſhall be ſignified by 
the tenth houſe and its Lord ; the fourth honſe, irs Lord and the Diſpoſitor of the 
ſoon, ſhall ſhew the end of their Diſcourſe or Reſult, but you muſt know the Pla- 
net ruling the ſign wherein the Aſo0s is, ſhall have more power then the Lord of the 
tourth. 

Wherefore if you finde that the Lord of the tenth apply, or is rather inclining 
to the Aſcendent, or be in reception with its Lord, ſay that the party ſignified by 
the Aſcendent ſhall obtain or prevail with the other in what they diſcourſe ; but if 
you finde the Lord of the tenth, and ſeventh in the like manner, then judge the 
contrary.

the 17oon, and the ſign of the ſixth and its Lord, and weaken and debilitate the ſe- 
venth houſe and its Lord as much as you can ; for the Aſcendent, its Lord and the 
Moon hath ſignification of the Hunters, and therefore it ſtrengtheneth them ; The 
ſixth and its Lord denote the Dogs, Nets, or other Inſtruments of Hunting, and the 
ſeventh hath tignification of the thing chaſed ; wherefore 1 rather adviſe thee to 
place the ſign of the ſeventh of the Nature of the thing you would take or Hunr 
rather then the Aſcendent,and debilitate it, and if poſlible, place Mars therein, for

according to difcretion trame your buſineſs ; for ſince you have had the tundamen- 
tal Rules of Elections delivered you at the beginning of this third Buok, you mult 
notexpec I ſhall do any more then hint at any thing we are hereafter to handle in 
this Book ; for if your own ingenuity will not lead you and enable you to go through 
with any election pertaining to the lite of man, by what thou haſt already heard,thou 
wouldeſt never apprehend the myſtery thereof,ſhould 1 inlarge as much as 1s pottible 
upon every pzriicular. 

In teaching of Dogs to Hunt, ſuch as are Hounds, Grew-hounds and {uch like, 
place the oor in Aries 1n Conjunttion of Mars; for this will make them toon learn, 
and put vigour and courage in them to flay and bite ; bur let Zptrey be alto in aſpect 
unto them , for the better preſervation of them fron: danger in|.vnting. 

In teaching of Setting-dogs, .place the co» in an carthy fign, and the Lord of 
the Aſcendent in an Atry in Cenjunttion with the 4150n, and in good aſpect of Mer- 
cary, and Venus, that he may be the more docible and gentle. 

In teaching of Hawks, Faulcons and ſuch like, let the Moon bein Aquaries ap- 
plying to Atars, and let /7ar: be in Scorpio. 

Note, that if the 7/007 be applying to a Retrograde Planet when any one begins 
either tro Hunt, Fowl, or Fiſh, it fignifieth they ſhall get nothing but weari- 
neſs, pain and trouble ; bur if it be in the Aſcendent, it denotes great agi- 
lity in Hunting or in the Sport; and if lars be in the mid-heaven, it de- 
notes the ſame to the Birds or Beaſts purſued : And if the Moon be in 
the Mid-heaven afflicted by Mary, it fignifies the Faulconer ſhall loſe his 
Hawk. 

Bur let thoſe that delight much in hawking place the Moon in Aries apply- 
ing to Mars in Capricorn, for this denotes good ſport both in the ayr and on 
the earth. 

To be ſhort, in hunting it is moſt neceſsary you place the X7oon in the mid- 
heaven and a moveable ſign in the aſcendent, and 7xpizer therein in good aſpet 
of the Moon, and Mars mn the ſeventh, and Saturn Cadent, and in no aſpeR of the 
Aſcendent, and Yexxs in the Aſcendent or mid-heaven, and the Moon applying un- 
to ber ; forthereby ſhall both man, horſe and hounds be elevated and ſtrengthened 
to undergo the buſineſs chearfully, and they ſhall obtain their deſire without much 
pains, toll, or trouble, neither ſhall they be much wearied,

It the Afoou be ſlow in motion, and increafing in light, and inno aſpect of any 
Planer, in combuſtion , under the S#» beams or Retrograde, it is good, and de- 
notes the death of the party quickly, and that his Will ſhall not be altered, eſpect- 
ally if ſhe be joyned to :Aars by body, but not by aſpet, provided Mars be 
not in the Aſcendent, nor in aſpect therewith, nor its Lord ; yet it ſhall not be kept, 
but in a ſhort time it ſhall be either loſt or ſtollen. | 

Bur if Satwrn be placed with the Joon or Lord of the Aſcendent, as you 
have heard of Mars, and in no aſpe&t of the Aſcendent , it ſignifieth the 
lick party ſhall yer live, and the Will then made ſhall continue in force all his 
life, and alſoafter his death , for it ſhall nor be altered nor revoked ; bur if he afflict 
the Aſcendent,it ſhall be altercd. | 

Alſo if Jupiter and Venus be fo poſited, the party ſick, that hath made his 
Will, ſhall again recover ; And that ſome time after he- ſhall revoke the former 
Will and make an other, &c.

| ſon it is the next after the ninth that hath ſignification of long journeys and 
voyages, which returnings follow ; others have placed this matter in the eighth, ma- 
King the ninth houſe to follow it, becauſe a man muſt journey to. return ; but be- 
cauſe one cannot return without voyaging or travelling, contrary to both theſe, 1 
have placed it in the ninth houſe it ſelf. 

And as 1 diſſent from the Ancients.in placing this EleRion, ſo do I alſo much de- 
viate from them in the matger thereof; yet if thou wilt follow them thou mayett, 
pleaſe but thy ſelf and I am content. 

Fortihie therefore in this manner of judgement the ninth houſe at the time of 
your ſetting forth, the Lord thereof and the Aeon, as alſo the ninth and its Lord, 
and the place of the M09» in the Revolution of the year of the World or Quarter 
(if it bea year wherein ſuch are admitted) and if poſſible, let 7zpirer , or Vers O! 
both bein the ninth,or applying thereunto,or to the Lord thereof,or the Moen in _ b 

theſe 


| | Very man hath ſome Fancy or particular way to himſelfthat is not common to 
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theſe Schemes, and let theſe places however you do, be free from the malevolent 
contigurations of the Infortunes, and lee that there be no Infortune in the ſecond 
houſe in a return, nor in the eighth when thou ſerreſt firit out , for che ſecond ts then 
in heu of the eighth, being the eighth from the ſeventh which hath ever ſignification 
oi the place intended or travelled to ; and therefore it ſeemeth requiſice unto 
me , that you alſo fortitie the ſeventh houſe art the time of the firit journey, 
as alſo its Lord, and the place of the <I70z at that time. But thou wilt the 
better underſtand how to make an Election for returning , by knowing how to 
{et out at firſt, 

Wherefore you muſt know the Aſcendent is the {ignificator ot the City, Town or 


place. from whence any one Travels; the ſeventh of the place intended or journeyed j 


to; the tenth houſe, hath tignitication of the ways or paſſages in the journey,and che 
tourth of the ways or paſlages in the return, 

Look then how thele places are affected, and accordingly judge ; for if they are 
alliited by the preſence or aſpects of the Fortunes, good is promited ; if by the Ma- 
ſevolents, evil, according to the Nature of the thing fignified by the houle afflicted 
or ailiſted ; as if the ſeventh be fortunated, you may judge ſucceſs and happineſs ro 
the Traveller in the Country or place to which he goes ; 1f the renth, he ſhall have 
good ſuccelsin his journey,ſhall be ſafe and merry and in good health ; if the tourrh, 
judge the ſame at his return, &c. 

In beginning of any Journey, let the © Moos be increaſing in light and motion, free 
from impediment 'and affliction of the Infortunes; for an Infortune afficting rhe 
CAoon > we more hurt then when it atiicteth che Aſcendent ; and let her not be in 
the ſecond, eighth, fourth ſixth, nor twelfch, but inthe fifth, and if poſsible , be- 
held of the Fortunes; however it cauſeth good ſucceſs,and gain in the journey, health 
of body, and that he ſhall quickly return co his own content; and let Mercury be 
tree from combultion and the malevolent aſpects of the Infortunes, as alſo the Lord 
_ of the Aſcendent, and let him be placedin a good place of Heaven; place alſo a 
Fortune in the Aſcendent or ſome Angle, for ſuch an EleRion denotes fafery,agility, 
joy and gladneſs in the journey; and let not the Afs0n be inthe Aſcerdent neither 
going nor returning, for it ſignifies ſickneſs, and much grief in the journey. 

Butif thou canit not obſerve all this, let che » apply unto the Aſcendent, 
25 alſo the Lord of the Aſcendent, and let them be free from the malevolent 
aſpects of the Infortunes ; alſo proſperity and good followeth if the Ao0n be joyn- 
ed to Jupiter or Venus, or be beheld of then by a Serxr:le or Trine. 

But you mult know there can no Election be framed without reſpet to the Revo- 
{lution of the World, and the true ſigniticator of every man therein, according to 
his quality ; the which when thou haſt found, fortifie it and its Lord, the 1700» and 
the {1gn, and Lord of the Aſcendent at the —_—_ out, and the ſign ſignifying the 
thins or buſineſs occaſioning the journey, and the Lord thereof, and have a ſpecial 
care, the Aſcendent be not Cadent ; and if the journey be to the King, ler the tenth 
in the Revolution of the year of the World be the ſign of the Aſcendent in the ſet- 
tins forth; and. if it be to obtain areward at his hands, ler the eleventh in the Re- 
volution be your Aſcendent, and ſo of the reſt, according to the fignification of the 
thing deſired. | 

It is good alſo to place the oor at the beginning of any journey in the tenth 
or fifth beholding her diſpoſitor, free from impediment and the afMictions of the In- 
fortunes. and in good aſpect of the Benevolents, and they alſo eſſentially dignified, 
and the M oa increaſing in light, and Mercury free from combuſtion, and free from 
impediment ; and let not the 44oon be in the ſixth, nor twelfth , for that ſignifierh 
[impediment and delay in the journey. 

Burt if ſhe be increaſing in light and motion, it will be ſoon accompliſhed , and 
that with ſafety and quier ; but if the ), or Fatwrn, or both bein the Aſcendent or 
ſeventh, or Satwrs in the Aſcendent, and the Moor in the ſeventh , there ſhall hap- 
pen in the journey or place to which the Traveller tendeth , many grievous infirmi- 


ies, loſſes, quarrels or (laughter unto him. |

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If ſhe be in the 1oth. or 11th, it is good ; butif ſhe be in the third, fifth, or 
ninth, it will not be ſo well, in the ſeventh or fourth, worſe ; bur ſhe denotes nuſchief 
moſt in the Aſcendent, ſecond, ſixth, eighth or twelfth. 

And ſome of the Ancients have ſaid , that if any fer forth in the day time Aries 
aſcending,they ſhall meet with Thieves; yet if they ſerupon the Thieves they ſhall 
overcome them; alſoif at ſuch a time any go againſt a Caſtle or ftrong hold , they 
ſhall take it ; andif the Aſcendent be 7 ayrss when the Traveller ſetterh out, he ſhall 
Sain and profit by Cattel, as Cows, Oxen and Bulls and ſuch like ; if it be Gemini 
that doth then aſcend, he ſhall protit by arms or expert ſervants. 

Alſo if it be Cancer , he ſhall be ſafe in health or fortunate in all things he under- 
takes ; if Leo, he ſhall overcome, and win, and there ſhall evil happen to others for 
him ; if Firgo, he ſhall be merry, and profit by ſervants. 

Again, if it be Libra, he ſhall have a mean both of good and evil ; in Ccorpio, he 
ſhall royl and labour, but ſhall not obtain his deſire, and there ſhall happen much 
ſadneſs unto him,. but afterwards he ſhall gain a little ; If Sagirrary, he ſhall obtain 
his deſire, and ſhall profit by horſes and arms, and ſhall a&t ſomething, for which 
he ſhall receive a great reward. | 

Moreover if it be Capricorn, he ſhall betyred, and the journey ſhall be tedious, 
and his deſires ſhall not. be obtained ; if it be Aquzarres, his hopes ſhall be fruſtrate, 
and his enemies ſhall deceive him ; bur if it be Py/ces, he ſhall advantage himſelf by 
precious ſtones, ſhall obtain his deſire and ſhall have his health: 

Note that ſome of the Ancients have taken that puntum of time wherein the 
Traveller ſteps out of his houſe onward of his journey, and the degree aſcen- 
ding then to be his ſignificator , and that degree which aſcendeth when he is 
juſt out of fight of his houſe to be the fignificator, rogether with its Lord, 
of the journey. 

Some of the Ancients have in this place given us Inſtructions, if any journey be 
to Kings, Great men, -Generals of Armies, Judges , Lawyers, Women, Learned 
men, Poets, and ſuch like, of what kinde ſoever they be, by making the © 00x ap- 
ply to the ſignificator of the quality of the perſona man intends to go to,and by pla- 
cing the ſignificator in a good place of Heaven, viz. inthe Aſcendent, tenth, or ele- 
venth, or inthe houſe whereby he is ſtgnified, but by no means in the ſeventh nor 
fifth, for that ſignifies labour and trouble ; as alſo if he be in the fourth or 
Occidental ; but ſince I have already given you the exa&t ignifications of 
the Moon to the other ſix Planets in a Table in the third Chapter of the 
firſt Section of this ſame third Fook, as alſo hinted at the ſame in the ſixth 
Section and tenth Chapter , I ſhall notin this place make any repetition , but 
proceed. | 

If thou wouldeſt ſoon return from thy journey , place 7»piter in a Pwartile 
of the Sn, and Yenw in his Sextile betwixt both the Fortunes, ſeparating from one, 
and applying to the other ; or place the ſoon in the room of the Sus increaſing in 
light and motion. 

And if thou wouldeſt go ſecretly to any place, let the Moon be under the 
Sun beams, ſeparating from the Sw» , and applying to a Fortune, and free from 
all other impediment ; ſome of the Ancients have ſaid, if you would do any 
thing that you would not have revealed or come to light, begin it when the 
Aoen is in Scorpio, and under the earth ; others have concluded with the for- 
mer Rule ; yet ſome have adviſed to place the 1799» and Lord of the Afcen- 
dent both {® ws the Su» beams, buf not in combuſtion , and free from im- 
pediment, and that the Aſcendent be not beheld of the Sx, nor Lord thereot ; 
and to make it the more ſure, let the Coen be in the fourth houſe, or the ſignifi- 
cator of the thing. 

And as touching walking abroad ,, ſome of the Ancients have been large ; 
but I ſhall omit their Rules as ſuperfluous in ſuch a matter which depends on the 
Will of Man ; only I ſhall add thus much , that if the Aooy be increaſing in light 


*nd motion, and free from impedition, applying to,a Fortune, it will be the better, 
| and 
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and the walk will ſeem more pleafant and delectable then tireſome ; for commonly 
when ſhe is weak, and in Square or Oppoſition of Saturn, the time ſeems tedious , 
and the walker will be very fad and pentive; and perhaps be ſubject ro tals and other 
caſualties, when ſhe is ſo aſpeed of Lars. 

And take this for an approved rule, that if the walker go to vifit any one, or to 
look tor any thing , if the Lord of the {eventh Houſe art the time of his ſetting out be 
inthe Aſcendent , andthe 4709s in aſpect ot any Retrograde-Planer with reception 
at the ſame time, he ſhall meet the party or thing he ſeeks or intends to vilir. 

Now as touching any Travellers entrins into any Place, Town or City, you are tO Of entins 
fortitic the ſign ot the ſecond Houle, and the Lord thereot , and place him in a good into any * 
houſe above the earth, and the 7/202 1n the third or fifth , orelle in the eleventh , p'2<c- 
apolying to a Planet receiving her, whether 1t be a fortune orno; and ler your ſign- 
ticator never be under the earth , unleſs your butinels ſo require , or 1s to be kept 
lecrer. 

Beſure the .?7042 be not inthe fourth , eighth, fixth or twelfth , but place her in 
the ſecond, if potlible, ſtrong and free trom zmpediment, and applying to the Lord of 
the ſecond, or in reception of hjm. 

And if he thar er.treth into any place would fain ſtay long there, let the Ioon 
and the Lord ofthe tecond be placed in angles; and it will not be amiſs in this buſineſs 
if he place the 100 1n reception with Stern by a good aſpect, and ler the fign of 
the Afcendent and its Lord at the firit entrance be fixed.

_ denotes , and the ſignification of the Planet to which he transfers his 
light. 
; Do not conclude Satwry» and Hars alwayes Malevolents and Infor» 
tunes, and Japiter and Venus ever Fortunes and Denoters of good ; for 
as it may happen, they may be ( contrary to this general and ſimple opini- 
on) Fortunes and Infortunes as = may be poſited in Houſes, and be Sig- 
nificators, as you have beenalready ſhewn 1n the firſt Chapter of the firſt Seton 
of our Intzoduttion to EleRtions.

afflicted, and Significator or Planet from whence 1- am to inquire of ferti- 
lity, and in Square or Oppoſition of other Significators , which alſo concur 
to the ſame ſignification ; muſt I from hence becauſe 7upitex, who for the 
moſt part is good, and in his own natural inclination free from miſchief, af- 
firm or conclude the year to be fruitfull and free from any wane or pe- 
mary 2 No, but deceale he is che Sipnificator this year of this matter, and 
in detriment, retrograde , in his fall, afflicted , impotent and weak, 1 judge the 
clean contrary. 

For I am to judge according to his ſigniiication and ability at that time, 
not according to his natural ſignification; for otherwiſe we ſhould make mott ma- 
nifeſt contradictions, and confound our ſelves both in judgement and reaſon, to 
make Saturn aud Ars the only Workers of iniquity ; for we fee clearly all 
the evils in the World are not of the Nature of theſe two, whic' would ot ne-

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But to clear this point yet more fully, ( for I would not have the ingeni- 
ous thus miſled in ſo groſs an errour ) admit 7mpiter or Venus bear chief Rule 
of the eighth houſe , which you know hath ſignification of death and morta- 
lity; and I finde » ſeveral conſequences and reaſons in nature the Heavensdo 
incline to ſuch miſchief : ſhall I barely becauſe one of theſe rules that Houſe 
conclude contrary to all ſound reaſon and manifeſt reſtimonies, the year will 
be rather healthfull > Believe ir, I ſhall refuſe thus to do, for every Planet mult 
perform chat whereumo it is ordained ; Yen is now to denote death, as being Lady 
of the eighth , and therefore in ſuch years I ought thus to judge. 


Yet thus much I ſhall follow her nature, as to fay there ſhall be much mortality 


or death amonglt the People by reaſon of voluprouſneſs, or Venery and ſuch like, 
becauſe ſhe hath. naturally ſuch ſignification : In like manner if Z#pirer be Lord 
of the eighth, and mortality that year denoted, I ſhall ( notwithſtanding he

In the next place you are to have a ſpecial care to be well inftructed in the na- 
ture of every Planet and Houſe ; wherefore be thou ſure to have the exaRt 
knowledge of the ſecond Treatiſe it being Introdutory , before thou adven- 
tureſt thus far, leaſt thou be diſcouraged from ever attaining to the perfeci- 
on of this ſtudy, which I am certain thou wilt never do, if thou beeſt not there- 
in very perfe& ; wherefore let the firit eight Chapters thereof be peruſed over and 
over, and then proceed. 

Judge not uponevery light teſtimony, but according to Reaſon and Art do thou 
order thy matter ; for the more aſſurances and teſtimonies you have on any mat-

In your judgement of the Sms ingreſs, joyn alſo in conſideration with it, the ſig- 
nifications of Eclipſes, great Conjun&ions, Comets and Blazing-ftars , if there be 
any either preceding or coming after it; for be aſſured theſe things never happen bur 
before ſome notable change and alteration in the World. | |

you are to judpe of the condition of any perſon , the people , or thing whatſo- 
ever thereby ſignified, and you have attained to a great help : bur now leaſt 
you ſhould be till to ſeek in the true underſtanding of the Significators ne- 
ceſſary in this manner of Judgement , I ſhall ( notwithſtanding what hath been 
delivered in the Introduction or Second -Book of theſe our labours) here beneath

Service and Divine Meditation, are ſignified by Satarnu. As touching Cities and 
Countries ſubje& both to the ſigns and Planets, you have alſo fully heard them de- 
clared in the Second Book,where we treat of them. | 

Now to know the itate and condition of any of theſe in a general way in any Annual 
Revolution, you have no more to do but this ; look to your ſignificator, from which 
judgement is to be required , and ſee if he be eſſentially or accidentally ſtrong or 
aſliited , and judge according to his ſtrength or debility good or bad to the parties 
ſignified ; for if well dignified and located, good may be expected: if aMlicted, and 
impedired, the contrary, &c. | 


I Shall here only give you the general Significators of theſe according to the An- 
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Shewing the ſlate and condition of the King or Rulers , 
and their continuation and durability in any Revolu- 
tion; as alſo the condition of the People from the 
poſition and fortitudes of their ſygnificators.

Fter thou art well informed of the true ſignificator of the King and People , 
A or any ones perſon or thing , concerning which thou wouldſt judge of any 
future event, thou wilt be the better able ro accompliſh thy deſires. 
Wherefore now to-know the true ſtate and condition of the King, People or any How to judge 
other, have regard to their true ſignificators , as unto the ſign of the tenth ( if thou of the condiri-

lited ; and ſome of the Ancients have ſaid the Sum, Part of Fortune, and its diſpoſi- — 226 
tor are alſo to be joyned in conſideration with them (thou maylt chooſe which thou 
wilt follow) and ſee how they are dignified, how aſpected, and by what Planets, their 
n2ture , place in the Heavens, and nature of the fign from whence they aſpe& your 
{tsnificator. 

If he be in Sextile or Trine of the Fortunes, and out of good Houſes , thou may lt 
e::pe& and judge from thence good ; but if beheld by the Square or Oppoſition of 
the Infortunes , miſchief is to be feared ; if the aſpects be good and from many 
benevolent Planets, judge much ſucceſs; if otherwiſe, leſs ; and ſo contrariwiſe much 
evil if your ſigniticator be ſeveral ways afflicted, &c.

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As for example, in your _ you have ( ſuppoſe ) the Lord of the tenth inthe 
ninth, by which you ſhall judge ſome ſecret treaſon or plot againſt his perſon during 
that Revolution, becauſe it is the ewelfth from the tench,and 11gnitieth ſecret enemies 
and plots ; Bur if beheld by the Lord thereof by a malitious Square or Oppoſition, you 
ſhall ſay he ſhall undertake ſome Journey by which he ſhall endanger his life,or in the 
which ſome ſuch Perils ſhall happen ; and if alſo at the ſame inſtant he be attlicted by 
the malevolent Aſpect of the Lord of the Eighth, which is the Fifth in the figure, no 
wiſe aſſiſted by the adjuvant beams of the Fortunes, thou mayit then aſſuredly con- 
clude himto be in great jeopardy of his life : and if other Tettimonies concur, thou 
mayſt abſolutely pronounce death ; for you mult ſtill remember that according tothe 
ſigni6cation of the Sign the aMicting Planer 15 Lord of, and the Sign and place ot hea- 
ven wherein he is, to pronounce the nature of rhe evil threatned ; for we ſhall ſup- 
poſe the Lord of the Eighth before mentioned to be in the Seventh, which is the 
Fourth in the Figure,though Seventh from rhe Tenth , by which you may aſſuredly 
ſay that the evil, viz. the danger of death rhreatned, ſhall be occaſioned by the mali- 
tious and furious actions of his enemy, the Seventh houſe having ſignification there- 
of; and ſo judge of any other poſition ; and contrariwiſe if the Aſpects and 
Planets aſpecting be Fortunes, and in good places uf Heaven , judge the con- 
trary. 

> likewiſe judge of the ftate and condition of the People having regard to the 
Aſcendent, its Lord, the 370m and Lord of the year, and it they be well pla- 
ced and dignified , alto well ajpected by the Benevolents , judge the condition of the 
common People or Subjects ro be proſperous, but if you find the _— judge 
alſo the contrary. In hke n:anner you may judge of any of the aforeſaid {1gnifica- 
tors, mutatis mutand:-. 

Asif the Sign of the Eleventh, the Lord thereof, and the Planet or Planets there- 
in poſited be eſſentially ſtrong and tree from all manner of impediment, judge the 
condition of the Souldiers and alliſta nce of the Rulers to be fortunate and ſuc- 
ce(sfull during that Revolution ; 1f otherwiſe, judge the contrary , and ſo of the 
reſt , &c. 

If the Significator of the King be under the Sx beams , there is much danger ( as 
ſay the Arabians ) of his deceaſe in that Revolution ; but I ſhould rather judge his 
Kingly power to be then neer Death or an End, or likely to be niuch eclipſed , for 
chat there are many Significators to be conſidered for the judging of Death, which 
ought never to be pronounced upon one bare teſtimony ; beſides, were this admit- 
ted, we ſhould conſequently conclude by the ſame rule , the Death of a whole Senate 
upon ſucha poſition in ſuch an Ingreſs, they being ſignified by the ſame ſignificator, 
where there is no King, which were ridiculous in any one fo to do; burl ſay that 
their power and glory ſhall be eclipſed and ſhaken, and perhaps overthrown ar that 
time when any ſuch Poſition is tound. 

If the Significator be not as yet under the Sz beams, but within twelve or thirteen 
degrees entring, then judge this Cataſtrophe to be when he comes under his beames, 
orin conjunction with the $zz bodily. 

The ſame allo is to be feared when the Sign of the Tenth is Leo, and Mars in 
Square Or Oppoſition of the Sun , or in corporal ( oxjrntlion with him , but more eſpe- 
cially if he be Lord of the Eighih, or therein located, or in reception or tranſlation of 
light with the Lord of the Eighth, or with Saturn, or any Aﬀſped , eſpecially if he be 
infortunarely placed in the time of his Nativity or Coronation. | 

So likewiſe when the Lord ofthe year is in Combuſtion in the Tenth, this danger is 
threatned him in his own Dominions ; but if he be thus aMicted in the Fourth or Sc- 
venth,the danger is to be feared and expected from ſome coming out of thoſe Regi- 
ons ſignified by the Sign wherein the Lord of the Year is aftlicted. 

Know alſo that when in any Revolution the S# is Significator of the Rulers of any 
place, and in Sqmare or Oppoſition of Jupiter, they ſhall be envyed and moleſted by 
cheir own Houſhold Servants and Subjects; if there be any ſuch Aſpect betwixt the 
Lord of the Aſcendent and-Lord of the Tenth, the Common People will alſo riſe up 
againſt their Supertors to reject them.

Conſider alſo the Planet afflicting, and how dignitied ; as if a Planet in his own fiiting your

their own domeſtick friends and alliance ; if he be in his exaltation , ſay it will pro- 
ceed from ſome of the Nobles , Princes, Dukes or ſuch as are in high power and au- 
thority, or near unto the Crown ; if but in his triplicity , from ſuch as have their de- 
pendency on the atoreſaid Nobility , or are allied unto them; if in term , from ſuch 
as are interiour unto theſe, as are Marquefles , Earls , Lords and the like; if in face 
onely, then ſay they are but Knights or Gentlemen : but if the Planer aftliting be 
peregrin and in no effential dignity , it ſhall proceed from ſuch as are altogether vile 
and bale, or of no reputation or quality, having no honourable riſe or dignity ; after 
the ſame manner may you jadge ( as you have heard ) of the ſignificator of any 
other as well as the chief Rulers, by varying your rules according to art and dif- 
cretion ; but 1 believe you will never have much need of theſe curious rules of the

As it it be t1gnificator of the King or chiet Rulers, it denores much trouble and 2" i laner in

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detriment unto their perſons , and great fear of unthroning of them ; likewiſe if it be 
ſigni*cator of the People (and fo of any other) or if the Lord of the year be thus at- 
ficted , fay the condition of the People ſhall be very ſad and grievous , and much 
trouble and miſchief ſhall be to their Cities and Towns; and this ſhall more aſſured|y 
be, if your ſigniticator be then in the terms of the Infortunes , andthe unfortunate 
Planet aMicted alſo and indiſpoſed, for then ſhall the miſchief and trouble be the 
more grievous and troubleſome : So alſo if your fignificator be in the terms of a 
fortune, if he be ill-affe&ted, weak and in the Houſes of the Malevolents ; bur if he 
be free , the evil will be the leſs ; eſpecially if he be in his own Houſe or Exaltation . 
or triplicity, eſſentially well —_— 

Now as touching the 1ignifications of the impedition of the Lord of the tenth 
in any annual Revolution; and then let us proceed to the rules of the Ancients 
in judging the true ſtate and condition of the Common-People in any Region, by 
any Revolution of the year , over and above what hath been already ſaid, for the 
better illuſtration thereof, that ſo the Student may be the better able to retain 
and underſtand the rules of Art, as alſo to judge of theſe matters the more ac- 
curately. 

You have heard that the ſign of the tenth Houſe in any annual Revolution, to- 
gether with the Lord thereof, hath fignification of Kings and chief Rulers ; the 
which if it be combult in any of the Angles, it ſignifieth deſtruction to the King or 
chief Rulers during that Revolutions effects. | 

As if it be inthe Aſcendent , and the Sx be Lord thereof, you may from hence 
conclude ( if other tettimonies concurr ) that the Common People or Subjects will 
riſe up againſt their Superior or Governers, and kill him or them or depoſe them, or 
at leaſt grievouſly moleſt and aftlict them, according to the power and ftrength of 
the ſigmficators; for if Mars do then aftlit him by Conjunttion or aſpet, and be 
either Lord of the eighth or fifth , or therein located, death is the more to be feared ; 
but if Satzrn be then in aſpect or Conjnnttion with the Lord of the tenth, it is likely 
ſome Saturnian diſeaſe or evil will afi&t his perſon if he be not Lord of the afore- 
ſaid Houſes, and bear dominion either by eſſential dignity or bodily preſence in the * 
ſixth, or elfe ſome other misfortune will befal him according to the nature of Sa- 
turn and the place and ſign of Heaven wherein he is located. 

If the Combuſtion fall out ſo as to þe in the ſeventh or fourth Houſes of Heaven , 
Judge the miſchief to be according to the ſignitication of theſe Houſes, as you 
have heard of the Aſcendent : for if it be in the ſeventh you ſhall ſay ( becauſe it 
hath fignification of the Enemies of the People ) that the diſaſter ſhall be occa- 
ſioned by them; in the fourth ( being the ſeventh from the tenth ) from his own 
proper Antagoniſts , &c. if inthe tenth ir ſelf this combuſtion be , it ſhall proceed 
trom his own unrulineſs or wilfulneſs, &c. this is clear. Wherefore now alfo have 
regard to the condition and tate of the People, but firſt let us conſider the durability

Obſerve whart ſign, degree and minute aſcends and culminates, what ſign, degree 
and minute the S#4 and  /--n poſſeſſes, and where to a very minute alſo is your A/- 
muten and Hylech ot each Houle ; then fee in every Revolution, Eclipſe or great 
Conjunction, how theſe places and ſignificators are diſpoſed , and how aſpected by 
the Malevolents, and judge the continuation or ſubverſion of their Government ac- 
cording as you ſee occation. 

If your Hylech or Giver of Life be afflicted ,, judge the evil ( according to the 

ſtrength of the affliting Planet ) to fall on the perſon or perſons of the Rulers, or 
rouching their lives: if the «L/muten of the mid-heaven, upon their Regal power ; 
and ſo contrariwiſe if they be affiſted and fortunately beheld, or come to the pla- 
ces of the Fortunes, or the Fortunes fall in any of their places in any Revolution , 
Eclipſe or great Conjunttion , judge the contrary ; ſtill remember the good or evil 
doth depend on the power of the Benevolent or Malevolent Planets; tor if much 
aMfcted , much evil is to be expeted, and fo on the contrary as you have already 
been taught. 

If any of the aforeſaid places or ſignificators fall in the place of any Eclipſe or 
creat Conjunition , judge the miſchief threatned to happen according to the ſignifi- 
cation of the Eclipſe or Planets ſo in Connttion ; warily judging according to the 
nature of the Houſes wherein they are in the Scheme of the Eclipſe or Conjunttion , 
and the ſignitication of their own nature, and the nature of the Houſes which they 
rule and are located in at the time of the Kings Coronation or Ele&ion; This 
you ſhall more fully underſtand in the delivering the rules of this Art touching the 

judgement of Eclipſes and creat Conjurtzions at the latter end of this Treatiſe. 

[ utterly for my own part Refuſe to follow the rules of the Ancients touching 
their givirs a year to every {ign betwixt the Planet aMicting and afflicted, for the 
;udging the time of the alteration of any Government and the like; for that they 
itand not wich much reaſon , or are they built on any ſtrong foundation , ſo as to 
itand unqueſtionable ; a little experience and obſeryation will ſoon manifeſt unto 
thee the truth hereof ; for touchins the juſt time when any ſuch accident ſhall 

happen, 
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happen, I conceive ought rather (and that with a great deal of more reaſon ) to be 
ett to the good pleaſure and will of the Moſt High , who is the great orderer and 
diſpoſer of all the Cauſes in Nature , and will according to his own good time effect 
what is moſt agreeable unto his Divine will. : 

Wherefore let it ſuffice to know by the inclinations of thoſe Glorious Bodies the 
alterations and durabilities of ſublunary things, without enquiring how or when ir 
will be performed ; if thou findeſt at the beginning of any Government or State 
the Angles of Heaven fixed, the Lords thereof well diſpoſed, eſpecially of the Aſcen- 
dent and mid-heaven , and free from the malevolent preſence and Configurations of 
the Infortunes, and eſſentially dignified and aſpected by the adjuvant Planets , thou 
mayſt from hence conclude the firmneſs and permanency of the Rule or Government 
then ſetup; but if thou findeſt theſe places and figniticators contrariwiſe attiied , 
moveable and weak, judge the contrary thereunto. 

If Sarnrn be then Lord of the Aſcendent , and eſſentially well dignified and al- 
rogether free from the aftiftion of the Malevolents and Angular , ſay that the King- 
dom, State, Rule or Government then began ſhall Aouriſh and conunue unchange- 
able 465 years, being the greateſt years of $ar4rn ; and if he benot altogether ſo 
well placed , but free from all impediment and in a ſuccedent Houſe , the Govern- 
ment or Rule then ſetled ſhall continue firm and unaltered 57 years , being his 
greater years ; if he be ſignificator and eſſentially dignitied , and tree from all im- 
pediment aforeſaid , and in a Cadent Houſe , fay it ſhall continue inthe condition it 
tirſt was in, 43 years and a half, being his mean years; but if he be but chus meanly 
placed and but moderately dignified, judge the continuance thereof to be but 30 
years , which are his leaſt years ; and fo accordingly judge of ali the other Planets 
when they are ſigniticators, and well placed and dignified , as you have heard of 
Saturn , their greateſt , greater , mean and leaſt years being all recorded in our 
Intredyttion to the Judgement of the S T a R $,, where the nature and ſignifications 
of the Planets are delivered, &c. 


CHAP, 3: 


Shewing the ſtate and condition of the (ommon People in any 
Region , by any Rervolution. 


28 N the firſt Chapter of this ſecond Section I have lutfictently ſhewn the 
Z5, way and manner of judging the condition and ſtate of the People; 
SS yet for the better illuſtration thereof ( as I have ſaid ) I ſhall in this 
>> manner further enlarge my ſelf thereon. 
Eg The Aſcendent,Lord thereof,and the Planet therein poſited, but more 

eſpecially the Lord of the Aſcendent and the 20s are ſigniticators of 
the Common People of any Nation , Country or Kingdom concerning which thou 
doeſt intend to judge by the Sw» his ingreſs into the firſt point of Aries , the which it 
at that time thou findeſt well diſpoſed, fortunate , in their owndignities eſſential and 
in an angle,or ſuccedent, free from the aſpects of the Infortunes, it denotes the People 
ſhall that year be in a good condition , ſhall thrive , ſhalt be fucceſsful and pro- 
ſperous, and ſhall have one gain and ſucceſs upon the neck of another ;. eſpecially 
if the Planet or Planets in Configuration with them be Fortunes or well diſpoſed , 
or that to which the Moon doth then apply. 

If the Planet to which the Lord of the Aſcendent or the Aoon doth apply or is 
in aſpe& with be 7=piter, they ſhall be ſafe and ſecure that year , ſhall enjoy their Li- 
berties , ſhall be free from all manner of moleſtation , ſhall have Juſtice and good 


Laws executed, and ſhall be in credit and honour. 
It 
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If it be Yen, they ſhall abound and have plenty of all things, ſhall be merry , de- 
light in and enjoy pleaſure and ſufficient recreation, ſhall be neat, curious, and pro- 
pagate Marriages: Thus you ſee we ſtill judge according to the nature of che 
Planet in configuration of our ſ1gnificator , and the ſtrength of both Planets ; ſec 


this yet further cleared and demonſtrated. 


It the Afoon at this time when ſhe is thus jn aſpe& with theſe Planets that natu- 
rally (you know) are Fortunes, be cadent, weak and no wiſe effentially dignified , yer 


fhall the condition of the People be fortunate and good , bur ſhall not to abound in 
their felicities, nor have them multiplied ſo one upon the neck.of the other , as you 
have but now heard ; andif the ©Hoomwere (o very well fortified and dignified ( as 
you even now heard ) and apply to theſe Fortunes , being alſo as aforeſaid eſſen- 
cially fortified, bur cadent , it ſhall ſignifie the gallant condition and ftare of the 
Commons, and that they ſhall have good ſucceſs upon the neck of another , but 
yet not in fo ample a manner as was before declared when they were alſo placed in 
Angles. 


Alſo it theſe Fortunes be out of all eſſential dignities and weak , yet ſhall they re- Tte 21107 3. 
ceive ſo much beneht therefrom asto be ſafe in their perſons and in health , chough Þ'ying to th 


not much abounding in other matters, &c. Yet further obſerve but the {ubſequent 
rules, and the reaſons being well pondered in thy mind, thou ſhalt be jully enabled to 


and diſcretion. 

If in any annual Revolution the Ioon being weak and peregrine applyes to the 
Infortunes , being eſſentially ſtrong and well diſpoſed , it denotes miſchiet , trouble 
and anxiety to the people, poverty, want and diſgrace , according to the nature and 
ſipnitication of the Planer fo in configuration with her ; and if the untortunate Pla- 
net be Lord of the eighth , and be therein located , or have any dominion there , 
judge the death and mortality of the People; nay even though the Infortunes were 
not ſo placed, and the Lord of the eighth beholding the _Moox or the Lord of the 
Aſcendent , it thill portends the mortality of the People ; but more particularly ac- 
cording to the nature of the Planer afflicting. 

If it be Satzr», thou ſhalt judge the People to be afflicted and perplexed with cold 
Saturnian diſeaſes, ſuch as are Conſumptions, Palſtes, Agues, and the hke, which 
ſhall be the occaſion of death : if to Mars, they ſhall be hot and dry, Feavers, 
over-heating of the blood, &c. and if then Mars ſhall happen to be in an humane ſign, 
there ſhall be much blood-ſhed and man-flaughters ; and fo much the more affured 
ſhall rhis pe_ be, if the Aſcendent come then tothe place where Afars was:in 
at the time of the beginniug of that Law, or Government, or Commonwealth , &c. 
or to the Square or Oppoſition thereof, or to his place in any great ( #njuntt10u of 
his, going before this revolution ; for in any year where thou findeſt ſuch like Con- 
fgurations, thou maylt aſſuredly judge Wars, Commotions and effuſion of blood to 
follow , eſpecially in thoſe parts ſubje& to the ſign and quarter of Heaven wherein 
ACars was. 

War may alſo be predi&ted when he is in an angle and ſtrong, alſo when he in 
any Revolution is Combuſt, or enters his Fall, or when fprrey is in combuſtion ; fee 
in what page Mars 1s, and whether Occidental, Oriental, Meridional, or Septentrio- 
na!, and judoge thoſe in the quarter wherein he is to overcome, 

If Saturn and Mars inany Revolvtion be joyned in fignification, and in an earthy 
t1gn, it denoteth Earthquakes in thoſe parts ar rs they are; if Aars be joyned 
with Aercery, there ſhall be much Merchandizing. 

Alſo if the Moon and the Infortunes be ſo diſpoſed and mixed together,fo that one 
part is ſtrong and well dignified , and the other weak and peregrine, it fignifieth the 
People ſhall change their condition during that Revolution from worle to better, and 
from better to worſe, according to their ftrength and ſignifications, 

So likewiſe if Part of Fortune be ftrong of well diſpoſed, as alſo its difpoficor , and 
free from all manner of aMfi&tion , good ſucceſs ſhall be tothe People; if afflicted , 
miſchief and loſs 3 judge the nature of the good or bad according to what you have 
been already ſhewn, Moreover, 
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judge of other matters and ſigniticators , your rules being varied according to art cjonicicg. 
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Of the Goni- Moreover , if Satwrn be ftrong in any Revolution, and well placed, he ſignifieth 
Cation of he COMtent, quiet and reſt unto the People , alſo proſperity, health and increaſe of both 
Planets in Re. food and money ; but if he be weak and atticted , he denotes the contrary , as mif- 
volutions . fortunes, deſtructions, depopulations, &c. 
when either. ]f in any Revolution {xp:ter be fignificator of the People , or «Llmwten of the 
wc s * Aſcendent, and ſtrong, the People ſhall be good, vertuous, honelt, chaſt , juſt , and 

loving Juſtice , Law, and all points of equity and honeity ; but if he contrariwiſe be 
unfortunate, the People ſhall exerciſe Cruelty, Oppreſhion , Injuitice , ſhall be dif- 
obedient and break the Laws , and prove quite contrary to what you have heard : 
Alſo when in any Revolution /zpiter is placed in the ſeventh , or oppolite to the 
Aſcendent, it ſignifieth that the People ſhall have no ſucceſs or good that Revo- 
lution. | 

IF Mars be as aforeſaid »Almuten and ſtrong , &c. the People ſhall be ſafe, ſe- 
cure and free from the moleſtation of all their Enemies ; they thall overcome them 
and beat them all under their feet, and ſhall be in a ſucceſsful and moſt proſperous 
condition ; but if contrariwiſe he be then weak and impedited, retrograde, combuſt, 
&c. he denotes wars, quarrels, {|laughters, trouble, effuſion of blood , epidemical di- 
ſeaſes, feavers, hot and dry diſeaſes, many miſchiets, and the clean contrary to what 
he betore promiſed. 

So likewiſe if the Sw be as aforeſaid {ignificator and ſtrong , the People ſhall aſ- 
ſuredly be in an honourable and noble condition , and many that are thereunto fir 
ſhall be raiſed to dignity, power and authority, according to the capacity and quality 
of their perſons, and be in great eſteem and favour with their King or Rulers: but if 
he be weak and impedited , it diminiſheth the honour of the King , and abaſeth their 
condition , and the People ſhall ſuffer much damage and diſgrace from their Superi- 
ors, and be tormented by them. 

If Yer be placed and dignified as aboveſaid , the People ſhall have all the og 
ſures and good promiſed by her ſignification, as delights, banquets, riches, pleaſure, 
&c. and ſhall delight themſelves with Women, and the like ; if the be impedited , 
you' may judge the clean contrary, as ſadneſs, poverty and little or no mirth , &c. 

If you find Mercwry in your Figure placed as you have heard, the People ſhall 
gain by Merchandizing, and increaſe their riches by Traffique , ſhall love and delight 
in knowledge , good inſtructions and ingenious Arts and Sciences ; ſhall alſo cheriſh 
and propagate all good Learning , and the Studious therein , and ſhall love one an- 
other : but if he be afflicted and unfortunate , they ſhall ſuffer much loſs and vexati- 
on by contrary winds, decay of Trade and Merchandizing, and have no diſpoſition at 
all to any good —_— Education; and to be ſhort , he ſignifies the clean con- 
trary to what you have but now heard. 

In like manner if the 170» be well placed, and be Al/mwrey, and eſſentially ſtrong, 
as hath been ſaid, the year ſhall be ſeaſonable, tortunate and tertile , and the People 
during that Revolution happy , ſucceſsful and in a proſperous and fortunate con- 
dition, and ſhall be preſerved trom death, flaughters and ſickneſs: Alſo if ſhe be ill- 
affected and impedited , much damage and muſchiet ſhall happen unto. the People, 
the year ſhall beunſeaſonable, deſtructive, ſickly and untruittul or ſcarce, by diſtil- 
ling unſeaſonably rain and dew when no necd 1s thereof, and withholding of it when 
It is requiſite thied after by the earth. 

So likewiſe as thou haſt judged of the 4400» and the Planets ( in a general way, as 
being Almuten ) mayſt thou judge of the Lord of the Aſcendent, who if he be for- 
canare, and well dignified and aſpected , thou mayit judge the fortunate condition 
and ſtate of the Common People nes that Revolution; alſo their miſ-fortune , it 
afflicted , impedited , &c. Judge the nature thereof from the nature of the Houle , 
Planet afflicting, and ſign wherein it is, whether it be good or bad, as you have been 
already ſufficiently taught ; wherefore it were needleſs and ſuperfluous here to run 
over the nature of the Planets fortunate and unfortunate, afMicting or aſlifting 
your ſignificator , and the nature of the Signs and Houſes they are in for an ex- 


ample. 
Yer 
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Yet leaſt thou ſhouldeſt not be ſo apt and ingenious herein as I could wiſh 
thou wert, I ſhall a little hint at the manner thereof, that ſo thou mayeſt be 


the bercer enlightened ro the through underſtanding of this kinde of Judge- 
ment. 


If the Lord of the Aſcendent or Moos be in the ſeventh afflicted and weak, 


eſpecially if malevolently aſpected by the Lord of the ſeventh , and he eſſentially 
ttrong, fay the People ſhall during that Revolution be grievouſly afflicted and mo- 
leſted by their enenues, if in the eighth by death, inthe ninth by or in long journeys, 
in the tenth by their Rulers, Supertours and Kings,in the eleventh by their friends,or 
ſo in pretence, or by the. truſtcation of their hope and cruſt, inthe twelfth, by im- 
priſonmenc, lecret enemies and the like ; in the Aſcendent they ſhall ſuffer bodily in 
their own proper perſons, according to the nature of the ſign then poſſeſſing the 
cuſp thereof { and fo accordingly vary your Judgement after the nature and fignifi- 
cation of the other houſes, it therein he be in the like manner afflicted). the more 
aſſured wil chis Judgement, be if it be a humane fign ; if beſtial,then will it happen to 
the beaſts of that place, for which your Revolutionis obſerved. 

And according to the Nature of the ſign will the evil fall on ſuch beaſts, as are 
appropriated thereunto, as if the ſign aſcending at that time be Aries or Capricorn, 
it will happen on Sheep, Hogs, Hares, Goats, &c. and all leſſer Catrel for the uſe of 
man ; it Taurus, or the lait fifteen degrees of Sagitrary, on Cowes, Oxen, 
Horſes, and the greater fort of Cartel ; if in Leo, or any of the feral ſigns, on 
the wilde ſort of Beaſts; if in Scorpio, Cancer or Piſces, on Fiſhes and ſuch 
Creatures as live on the Water ; if in any of the acry ſigns, the miſchief 
ſhall be in the ayr, viz. it ſhall be Intemperate , Peſtilential and InfeCti- 
ous. | 
Some of the Ancients alſo ſay, that if Gemini do then aſcend, the evil will fall on 
young men chiefly; if Virgo, on Virgins and young women ; if Libre, on men 
of more mature years; if in the firlt fifreen degrees of Sagittary of eAqmaries, on 
the Antienter People ; this ſhall chiefly happen to thoſe Regions, Cities and Pla- 
ces ſubject to the lign and the part of Heaven thereby lignified ( of which you are 
fully informed in the 28th, Chapter of our Introduction to the Judgement of the 
Stars) alſo to theſe places ailigned ro the dominion of the Planet , concern- 
ng which thou mayft alſo fully be informed in the ſame aforctaid Trea- 
tile. 


As, if the Aſcendent be Aries, and Mar: be then impedited, the Regions, Cities, 
Villages, and places ſubje& to Aries ſhall be damnitied, and ſhall ſuffer much detri- 
ment by the heat of the ayr and defluctions ot Rheume, head-ach and the like ; ex- 
cept the benevolent Aſpects of Venus be prevalent and gainſay it; if the Aſcendent 
be Scorpio, thoſe places ſubje& thereunto ſhall be afflicted with water, and venemous 
Creatures, the Pox, pain in the head and arms, &c 

If the Afcendent be 7 arr, and Venus then impedited and aflicted,the Regions 
and Countreys ſubje& thereunto ſhall ſuffer much detriment and loſs through extre- 
mity of Cold, Froft and Snow, and alſo dryneſs, whereby the fruits of the earth ſhall 
be deſtroyed, &c. Ifthe Aſcendent be Libra, ſuch as are thereunto allotted ſhall ſuf- 
fer affliction by winds, pettilential ayr, ſickneſſes and pains 1n the head and reins, ex- 
cept Mars work or ſignitie to the contrary. 

In like manner, if the Aſcendent be Gemini and Mercury then afflicted and weak, 
the Places under the power of Gemzn; ſhall be afflicted with corrupt ayr, and receive 
much hurt and loſs by winds, and the people ſhall be troubled with Head-aches and 
obſtructions of the Lungs and Breathing-pipes; if it be Yi-go,the evil threatned will 
be in the Regions and Cities under it; as they ſhall ſuffer through extremity of 
cold and dryneſs, and in ſome fort barrenneſs and ſcarcity , and the people ſhall 
have palpitations of the heart, and grief in their cheſts and bellies, unleſs it be pre- 
vented by 7apiter. 

Alſo if Cancer aſcend, and the 1ſoon be afflicted and weak, the People under its 


jmiſd:tion ſhall be moleſted with pains and Rheumes both in their head and breſt,

and there (all be alſo much hurt and dammage by unuſual and exceſſive rain and 
moiſture if Sat«rn prevent it not, | 

If Leo, andthe Sz» be alſo weak, ſuch places, Cities, Nation, or Kingdoms as 
are ſubject thereunto ſhall ſuffer dammage through extremity of heat and drought, 
warm peſtilential ayr, &c. the people through intemperancy and diſeaſes incidenc 
unto the heart and brain, unleſs Satarn by his coldneſs reſtrain and alter the fury 
thereof. 

-IF it be Sagittary that aſcends, and Pn impedited, thenthe Regions and places 
under Sagit tary ſhall be afiRted with infirmities in the head and legs, and theſe ſhall 
in the firſt half of the year be incident to the perfons of men, and in the other parc 
to beaſts of the greater ſort, as are Horſes, Oxen, Cows, Bulls, &c. 1f the ſign be 
Piſces which then aſcends, the places where it Rules ſhall ſuffer inundations, and 
grievous infirmities both in the head and feer, as the Gout, Dropſie, and the like, 
if Mercury mediate or prevent it not. 

Laſtly, if Capricorn aſcend, and Satwrn be impedited, the places ſubjeR to Capr;- 
corn ſhall be perplexed with extream cold and dry weather , and ſterility, and the 
people with griets and aches in the joynts and knees : andif Aquaries aſcend, the 
places ſubject thereunto ſhall ſuffer by over-moiſt ayr and high winds,and the people 
ſhall have many infirmities in their legs and heads, if the Sun and Hoon contraditt 
it not. Inthe like manner mayſt thou judge the good condition of the People of any 
Country, and the happineſs of any place if thou findeſt the Lord of the A- 
ſcendent fortunate and free from impediment ; obſerve theſe Rules, and ponder the 
reaſons thereof , and thou ſhalt not need any farther example or illuttration for 
any other in the like Caſe. 

For after the ſame manner mayſt thou alſo judge of the ſignifications of 
the ſecond , third , fourth and fifth houſes, and ſo of them all round the 
whole Heavens, by having ( I fay) regard unto the Fortitudes or Debili- 
ties of the ſigns on every Cuſp, and their Lords, &c. Take notice alſo that 
proportionably , according to the afflition and ſtrength of every Sign and 
Planet , and the Signs wherein the Planets are afficied and afliſted, ſhall 
the good or evil threatned fall on the Perſens of thoſe ſignified or their 
Eſtates, &c. and on the Tlaces, Regions, Cities, Towns, Countreys and 
Provinces ſubject to the Signs wherein the afflicted or \ affilted Planer 
Fails. 

And thus muck Fall ſuffice for the judging of the true ſtate and con- 


dition of the Common People in any Nation or Kingdom , in any Revo- 


Iztion; yet by other teſtimonies and Significators , viz. the Lord of the year, 
and the Planer or Planets in the Aſcendent accidentally at the time of the in- 
greſs, thou wilt have their condition farther declared and inlarged in this ſub- 
ſequent Diſcourſe.

After thou haſt exactly calculated the true time (ro a minute) of the Sm his en- The Rules of 
trance into the firſt point of Aries, and haſt erected thy figure as the Heavens were the Ancients 
then on the cuſp of every houſe, and the punctual places of the Planets therein (be- for finding the 
ing reduced to the exact time of the day)then ſee what Planer you finde in an angle ; +> 
for if there be any ar that time ſo located, he or ſhe ſhall be Lord or Lady of the year, ng 
or ſuch as ſhall denote the condition thereof during that Revolution ; bur if you ſhall 
finde many Planets in Angles,or one Angle, and wouldſt know which of them is to be 
afligned Lord of the year ; look which of them is Lord of the hour or day, and he 
ſhall be choſen Lord of the year (having compared one with another, and judged 
by the major teſtimonies) eſpecially if he behold the Lord of the term wherein he is, 
or the Sw», if the Revolution be by day;or the Moor,if by night; and judge accord- 
ing to his ſtrength and debility good or bad as you have alreafly been ſufficiently 


LI the Ancients have found out the Lord of the year by theſe Rules fol- 


taugnr. 

TT finde none of thoſe Planets in Angles Lord of the hour or day, or both, 
then ſee which of themis moſt Fortunate or ſtrong, and make him Lord of the year; 
ſee alſo which of the other Planets are joyned in {1gnification with him, and accord- 
ing v0 their ſtrengths and debilities and nature do thou make a right commixture, 
and judge thereot. 

But if at the time of your Revolution there be no Planer found in any of the 
Angles, ſee what Planet is n the eleventh or fifth houſes, and char Planet which is 
found in either of them ſhall be Lord of the year ; if there be more then one,ſee that 
you canveſs the buſineſs, as you have heard of the Planets in Angles in every par- 
ticular. | 

And yet if thou findeſt none in the eleventh or fifth, ſee what are in the ninth 
or third, and fay the Planet in either of them is Lord of the year, and fo accord- 
ingly judge as you have heard ; bur if there be no Planets neither in theſe Houſes, 
ſee which of all the Planets (the Afoon excepted) goes firſt out of the ſign wherein 
it is, for he ſhalt be Lord of the year, eſpecially if he behold the Lord of the term 
wherein he 1s, or the Sw», if the Revolution be by day ; or the Moor, if it be by 

ight. | 

I luc if it happen that the Sw» ina Diutnal Revolution be in any of the Angles, 
or the 24-0» in a Nocturnal, he or ſhe ſhall be then Lord or Lady (as I may 
ſay) of the Year. Haly alſo ſaith, thar when in any Revolution it ſhall hap- 
pen that the Lord of the Aſcendent be atſo Lord of the houſe wherein either of 
the Luminaries are, eſpecially that of the Time, he ſhall without doubt or con- 
troverſie be Lord of the Year, and alfo ſignificator of the People. 

Theſe are the Rules of ſome of the Ancients for finding the Lord of the Yea 
in any Annual Revolation, others have _ us to have regard to the Lord 
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of the Aſcendent, who if he be dire, free from Combuſtion, and in the aſcen- 
dent, viz within three degrees within the houſe or four without , or without ſide 
of the cuſp, he ſhall (withougany more ado) be concluded Lord of the year, and 
you need not trouble your ſelf further to ſeek any other ; but it he be eicher Combuſt 
or Retrograde he cannot be admitted Lord of the year. 

Wherefore then you are to conſider the condition of the Planet that hath Exalta- 
tion in the Aſcendent; if it be a ſign wherein any of the Planets have Exaltation, and 
ſee whether he be free from Combuſtion and Dire, and placed in the Aſcendent, as 
you have heard : for if ſo, heſhall be Lord of the year ; but it he be Retrograde or 


Combuſt, he ſhall not have that honour. 


So that then you are to inquire whither the S#z or ſoon be not worthy of this 
Rule; for if the Revolution be by day, and the £4» have any dominion 1n the A- 
ſcendent he ſhall have it ; if by night, and the Aſooy fo dignitied,it ſhall be hers ; but 


if neither of theſe bethus, have regard to the Lord of the term of the cuſp of the 


Aſcendent, and fee whether he be free and placed as you have heard of the Lord 
of the Aſcendent and Planet therein exalted, and if foghe ſhall be Lord of the year, 
otherways not; and then laſtly, conlider the Lord of the Triplicity, of the ſign a- 
ſcending in the like manner, ard if neither of theſe yet can be admitted Lord of 
the year, then you are to look whether the Lord of the tenth houſe be free from 
Combuſtion and Direc, and placed within three degrees within, and four withour 
the cuſp of the tenth houſe, and if fo, he ſhall be afſeredly Lord of the year; , bur 
if Retrograde or Combult, not; and ſo you muſt conſider the Lord of the Exal- 
tation of the tenth houſe , if there be any, and the Sw» and oor, the Lord of the 
-avrg of the tenth, and the Lord of the Triplicity as you have heard of the Afcen- 
ent, &Cc. | 

And if till thou art to ſeek for the Lord of the year, have regard unto the ſe- 
venth houſe, after the ſame manner thou haſt to theſe; and then to the fourth, af-

Ancients 1n this matter are no wiſe, I ſay, conſented to by me. 

For this is moſt certain, that if the Lord of the year be free from Impediment, 
well dignified and aſpected, the year during that Revolution ſhall be plentifull, 
temperate and healrhfull, and the People in good condition, fortunate, ſucceſsfull, 


| and ineſteem ; butif the Lord of the year beimpedited, afflicted and unfortunate, 


judge the contrary ; eſpecially if the 4700» concur in ſignification : for ſhe is ſtill 
to be conſidered, being a general ſignificatrix of as well all things ſublunary, as men 
and women. | 

What the Lord of the year ſignifies in any Revolution , whether good or bad, 
ſhalbe manifeſted chiefly in thoſe Regions and Cities ſubject co the ſign wherein he is, 
the Quarter of Heaven he is located in, and to the ſignification of the Planet who 
1s Lord of the year ; if the Lord of the year be untortunated or atflited in the 
Aſcendent, or affilted by the Fortunes and eſſentially dignified therein , the 
People ſhall be fucceſsfull or afited in their perſons according to the forti- 
tude or debility of the Significator , and the nature of the houſe: if in the ſe- 
cond, in their Subſtance ; in the third , in their ſhort Journeys, Friendſhip and 
neighbourly Converſation ; in the fourth , in their Lands, Grounds and Heri- 


tages; in the fifth , in their Children , Mirth and Jollity; and ſo judge of all 
things 
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things appertaining to the life of man, whether good or evil, by running over the 
ſignification of every houſe, and confiderins the nature of the Planet afflicted or 
ailiſted cherein, &c. | 

I might here ſtill run on with the Rules of the Ancients for the finding out of the 
Lord of the year,and inlarge this Chapter to the conſiſtence of two or three ſheets, for 
(omitting the ſayings of other Authors) Bonacus alone hath no leſs then 54. ſeveral 
Rules or Conſiderations for the finding out thereof, but to rehearſe them all were bur 
ro tire thee and my ſelf both, to little or no purpole ; for were they of any moment, 
ſhould there be as many millions as units in them, I ſhould be very willing and ready 
to acquaint thee therewith, 

Wherefore take this ſhort, but ſure Rule, for the finding out of the Lord of the The true way of

We ſhall imagine at the time of the S» his ingreſs (being Diurnal) e£ies to 
aſcend upon the cuſp of the firſt houſe in any horizon, and the firſt degree thereof ; 
the Lord of Aries I finde to be Mars, who by reaſon he is therein eſſentially digni- 
fied by houſe, hath five eſſential dignities therefore allowed him ; the term of the 
cuſp being one of the firſt ſix degrees of the ſign ts Jzpiters,the exaltation is the Suns, 
who hath therefore four dignities allowed him, the Triplicity (if by day) is alſo the 
Suns, for which he hath alſo three dignities, which makes with the other four ſeven; 
then if we examine yet farther what face the cuſp is in, it being in the firſt ten degrees 
of the ſign, we ſhall finde it to be ar his, for the which he hath one dignity aſ- 
ſigned him, which together with the aforeſaid five, makes ſix and no more ; hence 
then, 1 am to conclude the Sz to be Lord of the year being Almnren of the aſcen- 
dent, or the Planet bearing moſt dominion therein , whoſe dignities you ſee were 
ſeven; yet Mars ſhall be joyned in judgement with .him, bur till the S»» ſhall be 
chief Dominator or Significator whether of good or evil,according to their ſtrength 
or debility , as you have already ſufficiently been informed ; yet becauſe I de- 
fire that the Students in this Science ſhould be well verſt in their Rules , I ſhall 
yet further deliver ſome Inſtructions touching the condition of ſuch things fig- 
nified by the Lord of the yearin any Revolution , by the ſignification of his Na- 
ture, place in the Heavens, and his configurations with the other planets, and 
what elſe ſhall be neceſſary to the accompliſhment of this Art ; I ſhall not need 
I hopeto give you any more examples in this matter, being ſo plain in this one;where-

If the Lord of the year be beheld by his Diſpoſitor (+:z. the Planet in whoſe 
houſe or ſign he is in any Revolution) and free from Impediment ; tor if ſo, the 
Feople under that Revolution ſhall be in a good condition, quier, ſecure, at peace 
and tranquility ; alſo joyfull and pleaſant. | 

If the Lord of the year be not impedited, and not beheld by his Diſpoſitor , or 
if he be impedited and aſpeRed by him, judge their condition to be between both, 
viz what you have heard, and what follows. 

For if he be impedited, and behold him not, they ſhall be ſad, ſolitary, fearfull, 
ſhall be moleſted with War, Trouble, and Anxiety ; for thou ſhalt judge the clean

Now we are to ſpeak of the Aſpects of the Planets to the Lord of the year, that-Of the aſpegs 
we may know how to judge of future events thereby ; the Ancients as in ſome other of any Flaner 
things, ſo in this have not been ſo plain and full as I could wiſh they had been for *2 thc Lord of 
the inſtructing of ſuch as are but young Students therein;wherefore I ſhall endeavour EE any 
to be as plain therein as ſhall be requiſite for the inſtrufting even the weakelt capa- ogra 
city, if he obſerve what is beneath expreſſed, which is not much, yet ad rem, it 1s 
more then hath been delivered by any Author that ever I met with for all their tedi- 
ouſneſs : At the beginning of the firſt Chapter of this ſecond Section , I have in tew 
words fally delivered ſuffictent Rules for the judging of any Aﬀpect of any Planet to 
any Significator, ſpeaking of the Signiticator of the King, and how to judgerthere- 
of, by which Rules, I ſay ( having regard ti]l ro your Significator ) thou mayſt 
judge of the condition of any perſon or thing to be conſidered in any Annual Re- 
volution, and the natural inclination, and accidental fignification of the Planet in 
Aſpe therewith, whether it be by Sex:i/e, Trime , Square.

therefore as touching the {1gnitication of every Planet when they are either Lords or 
Ladies of the year in any of the four Triplicities (what a Triplicity is, and how and 
wherefore ſo divided you have been already ſhewn inthe 12. Chapter of our J/ntro- 
duttion to the Judgement of the Stars) and then what may be expected by their being 
in any of the twelve ſigns, as alſo the Head and Tail of the Dragon, and ſo we ſhall 
proceed to the third Section, that we may the ſooner haſten to a concluſion. 

I might hereon inlarge, as have the Ancients , but it £ all be needlels ro ſay more 
then thus much, That look what Planet is Lord of the year,and the ſign he is then pla- 
ced in, and ponder exactly his Debilities and Fortitudes,and according to his ftrength 
you know and have been ſufficiently already taught, you are to judge, good or bad, 
according to his nature, the narure of the ſign heisin, and the nature of the place 
of Heaven he is placed in ; asif Sarwrn be in Aquaries or its Triplicity,this being/both 
his houſe and Triplicity by day, and fo conſequently (if the Revolution be Diurnal)

affirm were ridiculous and very erronious, but this you have already ſufficiently 
heard cleared ; I ſhould therefore ſay when any benevolent Planet is thus 
poſited in any ſign wherein he ſuffers detriment or any other affliction, that 
the evil threatened will not be altogether ſo bad as was likely becauſe the 
benevolency of the Planet doth contradict it ; nor the good altogether ſo et- 
fecrnal, by reaſon the Planer fignifyins it, is, in detriment or otherwiſe af- 
Aicted ; and therefore in ſuch poſitions as are theſe, let not the Rules of the An-

year (hall be ſucceſsfull and plentifull,and people ina happy condition and proſperous 
if Mars work not the contrary. | 

Laſtly if Venus bein Piſces free from the Malevolent aſpeRs of the Infortunes, Yez»5 Lady of 
and Lady of the year , there ſhall rot be much cold weather in Winter , nor © © year in 
much ſnow nor rain but what ſhall be neceſſary and convenient, and that © 
too in due Seaſon; the Earth ſhall be fruittull , the year plentiful, and rhe 
Sea quiet and fafe from Shipwracks and Pirates : bur if ſhe be atHicted, Re- 
rg or Combult , and beholding the Aſcendent , ſhe denotes Thunders and 
Lightnings, alſo death amongſt men, and pains in theeyes, and generally, un- 
leſs Aars hinder, they ſhall abound in all things that are produced by the

Now hecauſe he is of that quality that he participateth ſtill of the nature of that 
Planet in Configuration with him, it is requiſite we __ reſpe& thereunto ; for with 
the Fortunes he is good, with the Infortunes bad, in his own nature indifferent,and he 
is with the Maſculine Planets a Maſculine Planet and of that fignihcation ; with 
the Feminine a Feminine. ; 

Wherefore if Mercury be joyned to the Avon cither by body or aſpe, it de- 
notes plenty of Fiſh; if to the $«n, plenty of Wine, and the fafery and proſperity 
of women, and ſo much the rather if Mars and Venus be then in Conjunttion or 
Aſpe& with the Sz» ; and if Saturn bein the place of Mercury, he ſignifies very much 
rain and abundance of Waters ; but if 1ars be only then with the Sx, he denotes 
painsin the eyes and much war and blood-ſhed.

and the death of Great and Noble men, unleſs 7»piter or YVeyn: work the contrary 
by their benovolent aſpects to him or to the Aſcendent ; but if Mars behold the 
Aſcendent, he ſignifies the death of Cows, and the greater ſort of Cattel, eſpecial- 
ly inthe Southern parts. 

Alſoif he bein Gemini, and be Lord of the year in any Revolution ofthe World, 
he denotes Wars in thoſe parts ſubje& to the ſign, much ſnow, and dammage to the 
fruits of the earth, and plenty of wine. This is one of the mad Rules of the Anci- 
ents ; I would fain know why not a plentifull year for every thing elſe as well as wine 
if be be ſtrong; for this is his own houſe ; and if he be weak, how comes he to be ſo 
ſucceſsfull to Vines and nothing elſe ? they ſay alſo he ſignifies peſtilencies and death, 
inflammations,ſwellings and eruptions ; he denotesalſo much dew and moiſt ayr : 1 
believe, it ſhould be a wholſom good ayr, and health and proſperity to the People 
in general; the Antients ſay, if 7«pter or the $#» behold the Afſcendent of the Re- 
volution, Peſtilence and Sickneſs will be leſſened, and that there will be a diminution 


of theſe evils, and men in the Eaſtern parts ſhall be ftronger and in a better and hap- 


pier condition then before ; it is clear to me all this will happen without their aſſilt- 
ance, ſo Mercury be but free from impedition and the melevolent aſpects of the In- 
fortunes when he is located in this ſign. Reader, thou maylt follow the Ancients in 
every thing they ſay if thou wilt, and bea Drone for ever; for my part I am abſo- 
Jutely reſolved to the contrary , eſpecially in theſe and ſuch bke whimfies of 
theirs. 

If Mercury be Lord of the year in Cancer, he ſignifies ſlaughter and bloodſhe( 
in the Weſtern parts (I believe it ſhould be in the Northwelt parts ; a little time and 
experience will ſoon decide the controverſie) ſcarcity of proviſions and the fruits of 
the earth, miſchief and detriment to Trees and Seeds, many infirmities through 
Rheums, Defluxions and Swellings, and thoſe chiefly in the neck, throat,and breit, 
ſuch as are Squincies, Kings-evil, ObſtruRions and ſtuffings in the pe&toral:,through 
thick, groſs, rough Flegme, unnatural Swellings or Hydropical Humours in the legs: 
If he be joyned by either body or aſpect to 4ſars and Yen both rogether , he de- 
notesthe murthering and ſlaughtering of great and Noble men, or perhaps of ſuch 
as are rampant in authority in any Nation for which your Revolution is made ; bur if 
Venus and the Moon be fo joyned tohim, judge the contrary. 

Alfo if he bein Leo, and be Lord of the year, he denotes exceilive and vehement 
hot weather in Summer ; alſo hot and warm winds; alſo if he be beyond the tenth 
houſe, viz. towards the ſeventh, he ſignifies impediment and dammage to thoſe parts, 
or to that Quarter of Heaven, v:z. Southwelt, Southwelt and by South, and South-- 
weſt and by Weſt, and a diminution of a ſcarcity of Proviſions and Fruits, but nor 
an abſolute Famine. Tf he be in any Configutarion of the Fortunes, the evil will be 
leſſened by ſo nuwch as the adjuvant Planet is in ſtrength, and the aſpeR in goodneſs; 
but if beheld by the Infortunes,by ſo much the more is the miſchief increaſed by how 
much the bee isthe aſpe& and power of the malevolent Planet; he alſo ſignifies 
the death of Lions, Wolves, and ſuch beaſts as are ravenous. 

Again, if he bein Virgo, ard Lord of the year, there ſhall be much rain and plen- 
ty of Corn (and the fruits of the earth too,T may add) and there ſhall be many In- 
frmitics of the eyes and death in the Southern parts. I ſhould truly rather conclude 
(this ſign being the houſe wherein he is both exalted, and effentially dignified by 
houſe) contrary to the precepts of my Predeceflors in this moſt heavenly Science, 
that there will be a pleaſant wholſom healthy ayr, and a diminution of infirmities 
both of the eyes and other parts of the body, comfortable and ſeaſonable ſhowers, 
and guſts of winde, and plenty of all manner of fruits and proviſions convenient for 
the life of man , unleſs the malicious beams of Sarurn or Mars prevent it. 

Mercury in Libraand Lord of the year, denotes great and high winds, and if he 
be free from impediment of the Malevolents (faith my own Natural Reaſon ) the 
ayr ſhall not be ſo troubleſom, and the year ſhall be pretty plentifull ; yer the Anci- 
ents ſay (without any exceptions) there ſhall be a diminution of Provifl 


in Libra ; and truly I am of their opinion, if he be then afflicted, otherwiſe Tm

ons if he be 
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If Saturn be either joyncd to him in this ſign by either Conjunion or AſpeR,he ſig- - 
nifies men ſha!l be troubled with pains and intirmities in the head and belly; (I know 
no reaſon why they might not alſo have ſaid inthe neck, throat, back and reins) bur 
if the 3: do then behold $4rrn,the malice and miſchief of Saturn is taken away. 

Allo if he be Lord of the year and in S$corp:o, rhere ſhall be much ſnow and cold Mercury Lord 
wearher in thoſe parts wherein ſuch are natural or uſual ; alſo Wars and Quarrels in & **< year in 
the Northern and Weſtern parts; and if he be behe!d of ars, they will be rather ***'® 
Northern then Weſtern ; and there will be alſo much thieving, pillaging and robbing, 
both by Sea and Land ; the Sea ſhal! be very turbulent, and there will be many Ship- 
wracks and miſchiets therein, alſo peſlilencies and contagious Feavers in the Northern 
parts (why not in thoſe Regions and places ſubje to Scorpio?) and all manner of in- 
tirmities and diſeaſes of the eyes. 

Much ſnow during that Revolution ſhall fall in Winter when you finde 1ercary Mercy Lord 
Lord of the year and in Sagzrtary, eſpecially in thoſe parts of the World where ſuch 9! ie ver in 
accidents are moſt uſual, as alſo in the place under which your Revolution is, an un- *"*% 
conſtant turbulent ayr, a ſcarcity and dimunition of the fruits of the earth,and pro- 
viſions for the uſe of man ; and Wars and diffentions in the Weſtern parts, ſay the 
Ancients ; but if it ſhould prove in the Eaſtern parts, I know no reaſon why we 
ſhouid ſo much confide in every thing they write. 

Again in Capricorn, Mercury lignifies if he be Lord of the year in your annual Re- #ercry Lord 
volution, Wars, Tribulations and Sorrows to the Southern parts and places ſubject *! the year, in 
rothe ſign; this is if he be afflicted ; bur if aſliſted by the benevolent aſpects of the ©#*": 
Fortunes, and free from all other impediments, the year will be pretty truittull and 
healthy ; bur if he be afflicted by the Malevolents, judge the contrary. | 

Alſoif he be in {quaries and Lord of the year or Quarter, he 9 many Mercury Lord 
Catterpillers and Loculits in ſuch places where they are naturally , and diminution of of the year in 

rain ; alſo that men ſhall be moleſted with Pluriſtes and Puſtules or Eruptions in the 47#44c5- 
Skin, eſpecially in the thighs; and this (hall chiefly be occaſioned through corruption 
of the ayr , and ſeveral changes thereof; and it he be then in a corporal Conjunttion 
of Yen:s, there will be earthquakes inthat Revolution, eſpecially if the Sz» do then 
behold themor be joyned unto them ; andif Mars allo, or Sarurn behold them with 
a $quare or Oppoſition, thou mayſt be confident thereof, and that there will be peſti- 
lential Diſeaſes, and many Thefts and Robderies ; andif $arwrz be corporally joyn- 
edto Mercary, there (ball be anincreaſe of waters and rain. | 

Laſtly Mercury in Piſces in any annual Revolution when he is Lord of the year or Mercury Lord 
Quarter,denotes very much wind and rain in the Northern parts,alfo death; Fiſh ſhall *f *be year in 
abound, and want of proviſions and fruits of the earth; detriment alſo to the Sea and ©* 
thoſe that converſe therein, many Shipwracks, &c 

Now although Aercury at time of the Sz» his ingreſs into Aries cannot poſlibly 
bein ſome of theſe ſigns (by reaſon he is never diſtant from the 4» above 28. de- 

Srees, as you have heard inthe ſixth Chapter of the ſecond T reatiſe of this Work) 
yet|may not any one conclude theſe Rules ſuperfluous,and the Antients therein ridi- 
culous, ſince as you have heard inthe firſt Chapter of the firſt Section of this very 
Treatiſe, it often falls out that there are four Schemes to be erected , and ſometimes 
two, for the judging of annual affairs inthe World ; and therefore it was requiſite 
that his ſignifications ſhould alſo be known in any ſign of the Heavens ; for in theſe 
we ſhall otherwiſe be to ſeek, &c.

\ LL that I have ſaid from the 5. Chapter of this ſecond Section hath been 


very well verſed in their rules, and perfected in the reaſons and grounds thereof. 


It reſteth therefore now we alſo handle the ſignifications ot rhe 790% inevery one 
of the twelve Celeſtial figns when ſhe is Lady ot the year ; but1 muſt confeſs I am 
almoſt tired and wearied out with this kinde of repetition ; wheretoreT ii.all only in 
{els bounds, [ yet as largely and plainly as the Ancients for matter of Inſtruction, Jde- 
liver unto you the ground of theſe rules, and ſo proceed to the ſignitications of the 
Dragons Head and T ail. 

Know then that the M1: 0» (as you have heard in the 5. Chapter of this ſecond 
Section) doth denote all the good that can poſsibly be deſired to the Commons and 
People in general when ſhe is Lady of the year and ſtrong or well dignified , if the be 
weak, the contrary according to her debility and impediment you are to judge. 

\Well then when you ſee in your figure ſhe 1s ſtrong either effentially or accident- 
ally, look to the Nature of the ſign ſhe is in, and artificially commixing their Na- 
tures and their ſtrength therein, judge thou rug to ſuch things and places as are by 
her and the ſign ſhe is in ſignified or underſtood either naturally or accidentally as 
they are placed in the Heavens, — as you have heard fufficiently before ; if 
ſhe be weak,judge the contrary after the ſame manner. 

For you mult remember that che cor in humane ſigns ſhews her events whether 
550d or bad on mankinde, according to the Sex of the f1gn ſhe isin; if in atry ſigns 
in the ayr ; in watry, inthe water ; in earthy, inthe earth; in beſtial in and upon 
beaits of the nature and quality of the fign ; as if it be Aries, on ſheep; (Capricorn, 
on Goats; Tanrus, on Bulls, Cows, Oxen and the greater fort of Cattel, and the 
like, 

Neither oughteſt thou to forget to make commixtures according to the nature of 
the Planets in configuration or Conjunttion with her at the time oft the Revolution 
for upon the true and exa&t commixtures (which you have been ſhewn in the forego- 
ing Planets, ard therefore needleſs here again to make repetition) dependeth the 
whole ſecret and key of the Art, and therefore let me here admoniſh thee once more 
(although T have often already) to be pertect in the nature and temperature of eve- 
ry Planet, every ſign, every aſpe, every houſe, every dignity, every Triplicity,eve- 
ry exaltatior, every term, every face, every detriment, every fall, every eſſential dig- 
nity and debility of every Planet in every Sign, and then thou haſt attained above 
half the Art, nay three parts and three quarters {being divided into four) and there- 
fore let the ſecond Treatiſe intituled 4» /ntroduttion to rhe Judgement of the Star:, 
be read over and over,which will perfect thee in theſe particulars, ſo mayſt thou bold. 
ly venter upon theſe two other Treatiſes, which will then be moſt eaſily comprehen- 


_ ded.and the greateſt myſteries therein quickly attained. 


And thus much ſhall ſuffice to be ſaid of the ſignitications of the ſeven Celeſtial 
Planets in the 12 ſigns when they are Lords or Ladies of the year; the ſame alſo 
ſhould ſerve for Rules to the judging the Portencies of the Dragers head and Drarons 
ra;l, but that perhaps (their natures having not been betore diſcuſſed, ſo much as 
have the Planets) they might remain obſcure, and the knowledge of the young Stu- 


' dents therein defcctive ; wherefore 1 (hall yet ſpend one quarter of a ſheet more for 


their further inſtruMion in this matter.

If therefore in any annual Revolution of the World you finde & in eAries, it N, in V. 
ſignifies the riſe of great and noble men, and the dejetion and ſuppreſiion of vile 
and ignoble; andif Vf bein Aries, it ſhews the ill ſtate and condition of noble and Jy in Y- 
great men, and that they ſhall be injured and damnified by the common ſort of 
People. | 

If N bein Taxrus , itdenotes the ſlaughter of Kings, Noble, Great and Rich & in +, 
men in the Northern parts, and in the Weltern parts many controverſies and Diſſen- 
tions amonglſt great and noble men and the Pleabeans: if 45 bein Taxrw, it ſignifies IF in t. 
lictle Piety or Mercy in men and women , and many troubleſom and unprofitable 
journeys in the ſame parts. _ 

$) in Gemins ſhews ſickneſſes and divers infirmities to Rich and Noblemen, or £> in i. 
ſuch as are the Grandees of the earth , which ſhall happen through tempeituous 
and noyſom gales of wind, earthquakes, and unwholſom infectious Mitts; it ſignifies 
alſo Wars and Diflentions betwixt great and rich men, and men of a middle degree, 
and that the Trees ſhall be much damnitied by Catterpillers, and ſuch like Worms. 
If 45 bein Gemini, the Commons ſhall be exalted and elevated, and they ſhall ſpurn 4p in T, 
at, and deſpiſe their Superiors and Rulers, and indeavour to ger all power and autho- 
_ rity into their own hands, 

Alſo if £2 bein (ancer, it denotes honorable and bountious acts of the King and 5, in 5. 
Rulers towards their People and Subjects ; and if 4 be in Cancer, it denotes great {y in &: 
mortalities and peſtilencies, ſudden deaths, fornications and little or no juſtice, rea- 
ſon or honeſty amongſt men, the deſtruction of treaſuries, and the flitting of great « 
and noble men out ot one place into another, alſo their ſad condition and baniſh- 
ment through the works of their own hands, as writing, or ſome other thing ſigni- 
fied by the ingenious Planet Mercury. 

Again £) in Leo in any Revolution ſignifies much lightning and apparitions in 9Þ in $1. 
the ayr, much dammage trouble and vexation, and alſo infeftious ayr : Dragons tail If in A. 
in Leo, ſignifies a dark obſcure ayr, earthquakes, increaſe of waters and wet wea- 
ther and deſtruction to the fruits both of trees and the Earth. 

Alſoif £ be in Virgo, the fruits of the Earth and of trees ſhall be deſtroyed, N, in np. 
there ſhall be many Catrerpillers, and dammage and hurt ſhall purfue even tho 
fruits both of Trees, and of the Earth that are gathered into the Store-houſes-or 
Barnes, and they (hall ſuffer great detriment : and if «y bein Yirgo, ſhame, hatred, V in W. 
and diſgrace ſhall fall upon noble and great men, and there ſhall be much difſention 
and controverſie amonglt them, Religious houſes, and ſuch as ſtudy Divine matters, 
alſo ſhall greatly ſuffer dammage, trouble and loſs, many diſcords, debates and quar- 
rels amengſt men in points of Religion and Faith, Schiſms and Hereſies, &c. 

Moreover 52 in L:bra. ſhewsthat Kings and the Grandees of the earth, ſhall ex- N, ia = 
erciſe their power and authority over their People, both againſt Juſtice and their own 
Honour, taxing them with crimes, whereof they are innocent, and impoſing Taxa- 
tions, and heavy extortions and burthens on them, inſomuch that by reaſon of their 
poverty, which they (hall be reduced to, and their grievous ſad condition, they ſhall 


fink under the barthen as not being able to ſultain it ; but if V bein Libra, it de- qy in = 
notes 
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notes the mortality of fourfooted Creatures , eſpecially thoſe of the ſmaller ſort; 
alſo in Summer, extream drought ; and in Winter, very hard cold weather ; the Fruits 
of the Earth ſhall be deſtroyed, alſo the Seeds, Plants and Trees ſhall be damnified, 
ſo that they ſhall produce little or no increaſe. 

Dragons Head n Scorpio, ſignifies joy, ſucceſs and gladneſs to men of mean de- 
vree, and ſadneſs, grief and trouble to great men, andthoſe in high degree; alſo 
diſſentions, quarrels and bloodſhed amongſt them (if other teſtimonies concur) and 
amongſt the common people, decear, treachery and fornications, for the which miſ- 
demeanors, they ſhall (many of them) fall into the hands of their Kings and Rules; 
if Dra 
in the breſt - catarrs and defluctions in the throat, but noble and great men ſhall be 
ſafe, quiet and in a peaceable condition. 

Again, if Dragess head bein any annual Revolution in Sagittary, the common 
people of Bzby/on ſhall be afficted by their King and Superiors, and ſuffer many 
vexations and injuries by them ; alſo their beaſts ſhall ſuffer much detriment, and 
thoſe that are in an hoſtile. poſture, eſpecially if ir be in the laſt fifteen degrees 
of Sagittary, it ſignifies alſo an hot and dry ayr, allo a thick and obſcure face 
of heaven; And it Dragons 7 arl be therein, it fignines the dejection_ of Noble 
and Great men and their misfortune, but the rite of Ignoble baſe fellows, and 


the fad condition of Judges, Councellors, Learned and Wiſe-men, eſpetially if 


Drapons-7 ail be in the tirit fifteen degrees. 
Alſo if Dr2g-n:- Head be in Capricern it denotes joy and gladnels to Rich, Noble 


and Great men, and their honour and preferment, but the dejection of the 
baſe and Ignoble ; but if D2gors T ail be therein , it fignifies Earthquakes and 
dammagpes eſpecially in the {outhern parts. 

And Dragons: Head in Aquarees iignifies the death of religious men and ſuch 
as ſtudy the Law, this to ſome few, but 1n one kinde or other they wilt all ſut- 
fer detriment and vexation, many Sects and Shifmes thall alſo ariſe: and if Drapons 
Tail be therin, Kings, Great-men and Land-Lords ſhail be very injurious and 
tyrannical over their ſubjects, ſervants and tennants, and ſhall afflict, tax and grinde 
theire faces beyond common humanity and honelty. 

Laſtly Dragons- Head in Piſces ſhews the honour and dignity of Great and 
Noble men, and of every man according to his degree; and if Dragons-Tail be 
in P:ſces, many Noble and rich men ſhall be ſubjugated and brought under 


* the power of the militia or men in armes, and be removed out of their ha- 


bications for their faults, and much controverſie and debates concerning Sects and 


the apperance of ſome new Hereſie or Schiſm.

If you would know the nature of the affliction threained or portended by any Pla- 
net athlicting or impediting your ſigniticator , you need do no more then this; ſee to 
the natural iignihcation of the aftitting Planet, and alſo accidental as he is placed 


cordingly ; judge the evil ſhall proceed trom the tisnification of the houſe wherein 
the aiHicting Planet is located; the nature and quality thereof from the natural and 
accidental iignification of the Planer and ſign wherein he is. 

As for example , we ſhall ſuppoſe your f1gnificator to be the Lord of the Year or 
Aſcendent, the Planet aftlicting ro be CM,rs and he Lord of the feventh and located 
inthe ſecond; from hence you ſhall conclude that the people of the Nation for 
which the Revolution is made, fignitied by the { ord of the Yearor Aſcendent , ſhall 
be attlicted and damnitied in their ettates and riches, being atHicted in or from the 
ſecond houſe(which you know denotes the wealth and riches of the people) cherefore 
from hence ſhall the evil or miicluef threatned proceed : Now as touching the na- 
ture thereof, or manner how it thall cone to paſs , you ſhall ſay ir ſhall be by the 
iword, thetts, wars, murthers and the like , which are the natural ſignitications of 
A1azrs; or elſc by the power or treacherous plots of their Enemies , which is his ac- 
cidental ſignitication as being Lord of the ſeventh, which you have heard is the houſe 
of Enemies, &c. orit the fign of the ſecond be Libra, and Har: therein , look to his 
fignifications in Librsa, as you have been taught in the ſeventeenth Chapter of the 
iecond Section of this fame Treatiſe and ſay it ſhall be occaſioned ſo and ſo as you 
have it there expreſſed; in like manner if it be any other ſign or any other Planer, 
judge according as you ſhall tee moſt requitite and agreeing to art and nature ; if 
the atficting Planer be 1n the chird, the evii ſhajl proceed from ſhorr journies , neigh- 
bours, kindred, or brothers and ſiiters or aſſociates ; if in the fourth , from fathers , 
heritages, loſs of poſſeſtions, houtes, farms, or deſtruction of ſeed 2:1d fruits, &c. judge 
ſtill according to the nature of the houſe wherein your attifor ſhall be found, which 
you have been taught elſewhere ſufficiently. 


Having hereby now fully declared unto thee the manner how thou mayſt exactly wr - Judge

And if one Planer transfer his light, Nature and Vertue to another, you are 
diligently co weigh their natures and ſignifications, and judge accordingly as you 
have been before ſufficiently [hown; as if the Signifticator of the King transfer his 
light and Nature to Satzrn, and he alſo well diſpoſed, ſuch people and religious 
orders and things which you have heard elſewhere ſignified by Sarzry, ſhall be ber- 
tered, and receive good from the bounty or liberality of the King or Superiours ; 
If ro Jwpiter, Nobles, Judge+, and ſuch as converſe in the Law, and are ignited 
by him, ſhall receive honour, liberty, and much good from the Kings hand, &c. 
And ſo judge if any other Planet and if any other Significator transfer his light 
to any, remember the Nature of your Significator; transfering his light, and the 
Natural and Accidental fignification of the Planet to whom it is transferred, and 
judge according therennto and you are right, and will ſoon be able to judge of 
any matter muta!!s mutands, varying your rules according to Arr. 

And thus far have I in a manner reiterated rules and words for thy through 
underſtanding and inſtruction in ſuch matters as have been delivered in a more 
ſhort and compendious manner before, and indeed ſo much the rather, be- 
cauſe that though what was at the beginning of this Diſcourſe ſer down, was 
ſufficient to and for any one that is any thing entred into this Art, yet would 
it perhaps have ſeemed ſomewhat difficult to thoſe who are as yet altogether 
all therein, and therefore I hope this fault will be by the Judicious deemeg 
yenial ; Wherefore let us now proceed.,

Alſo it the Lords of thoſe two Aſcendents, or one of them being fo unfortunated, 
apply to the Lord of the Eighth Houſe, there ſhall be many general infirmities and 
alſo death ; bur if otherwiſe, there ſhall be many infirmities and general diſeaſes, but 
not mortality, and if death, it will not be grear.

is my moſt earneſt deſire that knowledge may flow as a ſtream among all 

judicious ſouls, eſpecially thoſe of this my native Nation of England; 
and therefore I ſhall here again deſire the more quick and nimble apprehenſions 
to pardon both my largeneſs and plainneſs, fince I write to thoſe that are altogether 
to ſeekin theſe matters. 

Whereforethen know, that years of War, Difſention, Quarrels and Bloodſhed, 
are to be judged from the Conjunttion of Saturn and fxpiter, as allo from their 
Square and Oppoſition,alſo from the Aſcendent and Angles of the Revolution of the 
year ; forif theſe Superior Planets be either in Conjunttion, Square of Oppoſition of 
Each 


H TItherto we have proceeded in a plain and eafie manner of Inſtrution, for it 
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each other,or applying to each other by any of theſe Configurations, wars are to 
be teared, and thar they ſhall then begin when they are in Parri/ {oxjunttion or 
Afﬀpect, if they are in Angles, or elſe thev ſhall begin when 7ezirer enters his ex- 
alration or one of Is houles,or any of the Angles of the Figure at time of the Revo- 
lution ; and judge that party to have Victory that is ſignified by the Planet mol} 
elevated inhis excentrick ; for if 7#pirer be moſt elevated, and be exalted above 
Satern, they fhall overcome who make inſurrection or begin the trite. 

Allo if Mars bein any of the Angles attime of the Revolution, whichſoever tr 
be, he excites and ſtirs up wars according to his ftrength and power ; for if he be 
{trong and well dignified, it will be the more certain, alſo the ſtrife and war will 
be the more invective and grievous; in like manner if he be in a S$qrare of Saturn 
or fxpiter, becauſe theſe are the Superior Planets; for rake this for an approved 
Aphoriſm, that when any of the Superiors, viz. Sarrrn, fupiter or 1Hars (who are 
thus termed becauſe they are above the Sz) arein C-njunticn, or any Malevo- 
lear Configuration one of another , there happens great and manifett Alterations 
in this =lementary world, according to their ſtrength and natural and accidental 
Significations. 

If thou wouldſt know where the war ſhall be, when in any Revolution or other ,,, ,, , _ 

face-of heaven thou leeſt it threatned. have regard unto the fien i which Zars yy 1c Wt. 
is located, allo the f1gn wherein he aſpecteth either Sarma or /zirer by Yguare Or pen, 
Oppoſition ; allo in what fign and part of heaven, Part of ur, Bloud-ſhea , or Cor- 
eention falleth , and ſay that in thoſe parts {fignified by thoſe figns, the War, Difſen- 
tion, Bloodſhed and Strife will be, and ſo accordingly judge, or by the major parr, 
How to take Part of War. as allo Parr of Peace, and all other parts requitite to be 
known, I ſhall not here mention ; the exact knowledge whereof would require a 
volumn by themſelves, which (God enabling me and granting me life and health) 
I ſhall endeavor to deliver to the world, if 1 finde the inclinations of men worthy 
of ſuch bleſlings, and therein alſo 1 ſha!l endeavor to give them ſome grounds and 
reaſons why the Antients have invented ſuch variety of parts, and why they are of 
ſuch ſignification. 

See alſo if any of the Infortunes, or all, behold the houſe of Afr, or Part of 
War , with a Sqrare or Oppoſitier, or be therein, or behold the ſign by which the 
Nation, Town or City 1s ſignified for which your Figure is fer, or the Signitica- 
cor of the King or Nobles of that Nation, Kingdom or Veople with a Square or 
Oppoſition, or be corporally joyned thereunto ; it fignifies, that if the King or thar 
People have Wars with any, they ſhall be beaten and worſted ; or atleaſt, poſſeſſed 
with much grief, ſadneſs, trouble, ſorrow and anxiety : alſo if the Planet that is 
their Significator be combuſt, it ſignifieth the ſame ; and if Retrograde , they ſhall 
fly from before their enemies, and grow weakerand weaker, ſhall be indigent and 
caſt down; judge alſo the ſame, although he were at firſt well placed , and after 
a while becomes thus afflicted. : 

Again, if inany Revolution of the year 17ars be joyned to Part of War, eſpe. Whn the was 
cially in fiery ſigns, it denotes Wars and Quarrels; and if Parr of Way be ftrong 4" "arial 
and free from atti&tion,they ſhall overcome that begin and toment the difſention and © ah 
quarrel; butif it be weak judge the contrary ; you may alſo judge of the tune 
when the War will happen, from the diſtance of Surwrn and 1ars it their Conunttion 
or Aſpe& be a forerunner thereof, or of any other Significators, by ſeeing how 
many degrees they want of the Part: Conjrnttion or Aſpect, and givinga moneth, 
day or week to every degree, according as they are in {1gns fixed, moveable or com- 
mon, as you have been taught before; or elſe you may have regard to the Planer 
denoting War, who if he be Dire&, it will happen when he becomes Retrograde; 
if he be Retrograde, ſay it will be when he becomes Direct, or when his beams 
are joyned in Configuration or ConjunRion of the Significator of the King; and 
ifhe behold the Significator of the people, he ſignifieth much thieving, pillaging 
and robbins, eſpecially if the Malevoſent Planet bein an Angle ; but if he be nor 
'n an Angle, but only in a ſuccedent or cadent, the evil will not be general, but on» 
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ly in ſuch Towns, Cities and places under the ſign wherein he is, unleſs his 
beams be mixed in -{/pet or Conjunttiox with the beams of the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent ; for unleſs he have rule and Dominion in the Revolution, he ſhall not then 
lignifte generally evill. 

Allo if Mars bein any of the Angles, and the Diviſion apply to any term of 
his, and the Revolution apply to the place where 11ars was, inthe laſt Conjunion 
of che Planets preceding, or to the place in which Aſars was, in any great C-x- 
junttion, 1t Nignifierh in that year fightir.g and quarrelling in thoſe places and Re- 
gions ſubject to the ſign wherein Aars was, and the application is; Diſſentions 
and quarrels alſo are threatned when Mars is in Sqnare or Oppoſition of Satyrn, 
and AHMHars received; but if Mars be not received, neither Saturn, it ſignifieth 
bur little quarrelling; alſo if in any Revolution he be under the S#» beams, 
he denotes Wars, eſpecially if in a moveable ſign, butin a common ſign he pro- 
miſeth not much ; and if Aars bein Gemini, in the Tenth Houſe, the King Fall 
be very laviſh and ſpend his treaſure ; Note alſo that if the Lord of the Fourth 
be in the Ninth Houſe of Heaven, it ſignifies the priſons and goals ſhall be ſet 
open, and many Captives and Priſoners ſhall eſcape. 

Moreover, thou art to remember, that in what ever Revolution of the World 
thou lookeſt, Wars are ſtill to be known and judged from Mars, who is the occa- 
lioner of all difſentions, quarrels, wars, blood-ſhed and commotions in the Ele- 
mentary world generally; but if-thou wouldfit know the Immediate cauſes and 
fomenters thereof, look from what Planet 1ars laſt ſeparated before the Sun his 
ingreſs into the firſt point of Ares ; for although they be Fortunes, yet ſhall they 
and ſuch as are by them fignified be the occalioners thereof; as, we ſhall admir 
Mars lait ſeparated from { 0njanttion or Aſpett of 7:piter, from whence we ſhall 
judge that Noble men, rich and great in power, authority and etteem, ſhall be the 
tomenters of the War threatned ; or Biſhops, Pope, Cardinals, Church-men and 
Religious people, they being all Sgnified by him; in like manner if it V-nus, Sa- 
turn, the Sun, the Moon or Mercury, you have no more to doe then judge in 
the like manner according to their ſeveral Significations which you are ſufficiently 
taught in the ſecond Book of this Volume. | 

Now when thou haſt found in any Revolution, that wars are threatned, have re- 


predi& peace, gard unto the Planer ſignifying it; for if he be direct and well dignified, the war 
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ſhall not continue or laſt long, but ſhall be broken by the King of that Region for 
which your Revolution is, for it ſignifieth a ceſſation of arms, and that there ſhall 


be peace; ſee alſo how he is aſpected. and by what Planets, and by how many, for 


many Planets beholding him, (eſpecially being then eſſentially ſtrong) it ſignifies 
the people ſhall be in good condition, ſhall be ftrong and able to detend themſelves, 
and offend their enemies, ſhall overcome them and have aſliſtance from others, ac- 
cording to the nature of the Planets fo aſpeCting him. 

Bur if he be retrograde, they ſhall be beaten, ſhall run away and be dejeted ; and 
if ſtationary to a they ſhall be ſtrong and powerful in war ; but if ſtationary 
co Retrogradation, at the beginning of the war they ſhall be ſtrong, but it ſhall 
So hard with them in the end. In like manner have regard to the Significator of 
their enemies, or thoſe that begin and firſt foment ſtrife, and judge of their conditi- 
on mutatis mutand:s, as you have of theſe ; for if their Signiticator be direR there 
is a probability of peace, and that to proceed from their deſire and willingneſs, or if 
there be war that they ſhall overcome ; but if thou wouldſt know by what means 
they ſhall thus become viRorious , if thou findeſt their Significator ſtrong eſſen- 
tially, and not beheld by any other Planer, ſay by their own itrength and policy ; 
bur if it be aſpeed and aſlifted by the benevolent rayes of other Planets, their 
Significator eſſentially not being very ftrong, ſay by the help of ſuch as are ſignified 
by thoſe Planets ſo afliſting and beholding their Signincator thall they become vi- 
Qorious; asif it be Saturn, ſay by the help of ſome King; if the Sz, by ſome Prince 
or. Noble man (for the S»» lignifieth rather petty Princes then \ turn) if Mars, 
by ſouldiers and warlike men ; If 7zpiter, by,noble, wiſe and diſcreet grave. men 

| If 
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If Mercury, by ſcholars, and learned, witty, politick men ; If Venus, by riches or 

by ſome noble ſpirited women ; If Luna bs Merchants, Sea men or the common 

people of any place; but if thou wouldſ particularly know the place, or from 

what Countrey, Nation, or Province, it is no more then thus, look to the Sign 

wherein your adjuvant Planets, or Planet is,and judge according to diſcretion, that 

they will be ſuch asare of the Nation or place thereby ſignified, remembring that 

anuent Aphoriſm ate & a ſcientia, for you mult not judge impoſlibilities, or what is 
contrary or repugnant to reaſon, | 

Again, If thou wouldſt know by what Nation or men the war threatned is to be By what Nati. 
begun or acted, look to which part Mars ſeems to be aſliſtane, remembring that the on or People 
aſcendent, the Lord thereof, and Planet from whom Mars laſt ſeparated are Sig. 'b* war ſhall 
nificators of the Kingdom, People or Nation wherein your Revolation is; the eoeges, 
ſeventh Houſe, the Lord thereof and the Planet Mars next applies unto, are Signi- 
ficators of their enemies: and that he is more aſliſtant to that party with whoſe 
Signihcator he is applying or in Configuration, or that which he doth more lovingly 
behold ; for on whoſe ſide ſoever you finde Mars, ſay that that party ſhall be che 
beginners or fomenters of the war if he be dire, and that they ſhall be valiant 
and ſtout, and turn their backs upon no enemy whatſoever ; but if he be retro- 
grade it ſhall be occaſioned by divers men who aim at the honour and applauſe of 
ſuch actions as they are never able to perform, or are worthy of the name, yet at- 
tributing that unto themſelves which was acted and accompliſhed by others, ſhall 
boaſt of great and high matters, but ſhall perform little or nothing, and lay the 
burthen of the war on other mens ſhoulders, and ſhall themſelves only thieve, 
pillage and plunder, and cut by the high ways; and if Aars be ſtationary (as 
aboveſaid) the war ſhall be the more greivous and hot, and the men more ſtrong and 
couragious. 

Have regard alſo unto Satwry, who ſtirs up moſt deadly fewds and heart-burn- 
ings above any of the other Planets, when he is Significator of diſfſentions and 
troubles, and that to thoſe to whoſe ſide he takes: alſo grievous troubles and 
miſeries unto thoſe Cities and Towns ſubject unto the ſign wherein he is , according 
to the ſignification of the houſe of Heaven he is in, as if in the ſecond, they ſhall 
be damnihed in their eftates, ſubſtance and riches; in the third, in their ſmall jour- 
neys, brethren and kindred, and ſo {as you have been taught above) you may run 
over the ſignification of every houſe of Heaven; if he be retrograde, he ſhall lignifie 
the ſame miſchiefs which you have heard of Aars, but they ſhall be more grievous 
and intolerable. 

Know alſo that if the Planet denoting war be in good aſpe& and reception of What may be

SARAH Eaſon and Experience teacheth us, that commonly after war 
ID comes a ſcarcity; and after peace, plenty; and therefore 
Yo theſe being their ſucceſſors ( as I may ſay) or events, I 
have thought good in this Chapter to ſpeak thereof. 
Wherefore in this matter have regard to the Aſcendents 
07/2) of the Conjuntion and prevention of the Luminaries to the 
'Þ 9:4 S Revolution and their places; and if the place of the Conjur- 
COP IDIDEDS &102 or prevention apply to the place of Jupiter, and 7upi- 
ter have dominion in that place, or if he afliſit the Lord of the Aſcendent, and the 
' Lord of the fourth houſe at that time free from misfortune, and the application of 
the Aſcendent of that law or the change of Triplicities, applying to the place of 
Zepiter or Venus by Conjunttion or AſpeR, there ſhall be plenty atthat year of ſuch 
things as the earth doth produce; eſpecially if the Lord of the ſecond houle alliſt 
or apply unto the Lord of the Aſcendent by a good and friendly Aſpect ; and this 
ſhall be the more aſſuredly confirmed; if Part of Fortune have power and dignity 
there in that place, becauſe thoſe ſignifie plenty upon plenty, 
Of ſcarcity or But if thou wouldſt know when the year is likely to be ſcarce and unfruitful, ſee 
dearth. if Saturn be ruler or diſpoſer of the place of the Conjunttion or Oppoſition by Eſſen- 
tial dignity or Aſpe&,or whether he be Lord of the Aſcendent or Almuten thereof, 
or afflict it by any malevolent AſpeR, orbe in any Angle, and the Lord of the 
fourth affliſted of the Infortunes, eſpecially of Satwrn; tor if ſo, ſcarcity is threat- 
ned and may afſuredly be expeRed, eſpecially if he be in Oppoſition of Mercury, or 
in any ofthe Angles of the figures at the time of the {onjuntion or prevention ; or 
bein Square or Oppoſition of the Lord of the ſecond, Lord of the Aſcendent, Part of 
Fortune, or its Diſpoſitor ; ſcarciry may alſo be expeted when Serwrn affliterh 
the Won, or the Moon apply unto him by either Conjunttion or Aﬀpect, having 
laſt ſeparated from the Conjunttion or Oppoſition of the Sun; In like manner , 
judge penury and want, if either of the Malevolents affi the year thus, eſpecially 
if they be-in Square or Oppoſition of Mercury , but you mult note that the evil 
threatned by Sat»ry is worſe then that promiſed by Mars, as the good promiſed 
by 7epiter 1s much better then that ſignified by Yenw ; and judge the quality of 
the good or evil promiſed or tareatned by any of theſe, from their proper nature 
and the nature of the ſign wherein they are; as if Saturs bein an aicry or watery 
ſign, he denotes floods, inundations and many ſtorms; tempeſts and deſtruction by 
high windes ; if ina fiery ſign, drought, &c. Alſo note, that if Mars in that Revo- 
lution inwhich the Lord of thatNation, Kingdom, Law, or Common-wealth is 
exalted, be then in any of his own Houſes, he ſhall ſignifie much rain; and if he 
be in any of the Houſes of Sazwry, little or no rainis to be expected, and in other 
Houſes a meanis promiſed,

Teaching how to know the price of any thing in any Year.

moſt expedient to be known, I ſhall here ſer down, and as neer as I can omir 
that which may be ſuperfluous 

In this manner of judgement, you areto have regard to the ingreſs of the Su» 
into Aries, from whence you are to require Judgement, as alſo of the Poſition of the 
Heavens at every ( 0junttion and Oppo/ition of the Luminaries every moneth, and 
from the Conjunttion preceding every Ingreſs, as well quarterly and half-yearly as 
yearly, for all things happening in this World in a natural way, are occaſioned by 
the Stars, and may be known by the Poſition of the Heavens, Stars and Planets at 
the time of the Conjunttion and Oppeſiricn of the Luminaries if rightly under- 
ſtood, ſo that by the Conjunfior, the Generation and beginning of things are 
judged , by the Oppoſitzon, the deſtruftion and decay thereof; for the Afoon being 
neereſt ot all the Planets to the Globe of the Earth, and the ſwitteft, doth immedi- 
ately convey untoit and men thereon the vertue and fſignification of all the other 
Planets, and therefore we ſee by reaſon of this her great power and influence, all 
things,as well Vegetatives and Minerals as Animals, increaſe and decreaſe in vigour 
ſtrength and growth in ſome ſenſe according to her motion, and that the corruption 
and generation of all things are appropriate unto her and the S»», and therefore 
by their C' »j#4tt:on and Oppoſition theſe things may perfe&ly be known unto us if 
we be but ſearchers and contemplators of Nature and its Caues. 

Now if thou wouldſt know what ſhall happen generally touching the price of 
any thing in any year, have regard unto the Poſition of the Heavens at the ns 
Ingreſs into +4r:cs if there be but one tigure to be erected, but if two look to 
their Poſitions at his Ingreſs into Arres and Livra, if tour, or tor every quarter , 
at his Ingrels into »4ries, Cancer, Libra,and Capricorn ; and if you would more parti- 
cularly make monethly obſervations thereon, have regard unto the / onjuntt.on of 
the Luminaries every moneth, and remember that the Aſcendent thereof, or the 
ſign aſcending at that inſtant for which you deſire to erect the figure of the Heavens, 
its Lord and the Planet or Planets therein located are fignificators of the condi- 
tion and ſtate of Man and the Ayr, and you may join allo in ſigni-cation with 
them the Diſpolitor of the Lord of the Aſcendent, if the Planets or Planet therein 
located be peregrine and affited, judge miſchief and detriment in theſe according

to- his nature , ſignification and ſtrength ; and ſo judge the contrary if he be then 


ftrong andeffentially dignified, 

If there be any Planet in an Angle who bath dignity and powerin the Aſcen- 
dent, eſpecially Exaltation, be ſhall be the Significator of the price of things, or 
any Planet in an Angle Eſſentially dignified and ftrong; and it the Lord of the 
Aſcendent be remote from this Houſe and the Planet in an Angle Peregrine, yer 
he (hall be Significator as long as he is inthat Angle; But when the Lord of the 
Aſcendent is in any of the Angles, or in theeleventh or fifch Houſes, he ſhall more 
manifeſtly itew his ſignifications then any other, eſpecially if he be Oriental and 
goings from under the #-beams: ever take this for a general and true rule,that what 
ever Planet you finde fortunate in any ſign, he ſhall ſignifie and denote the dearneſs 
of ſuch things as are under the ſignification of that Planet , and the tign wherein 
he is; ſo alſo on the contrary, it he be weak and impedited, judge they will be of 
little or no eſteem or value, and may be purchaſed at a ſmall rate; wheretore it 1s 
very neceſſary you be throughly verſed in the Nature of eyery Planet and Sign which 


you are ſufficiently taught mn the ſecond Book; and this rule without any more 
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words may ſuffice for ſufficient inſtruction in theſe matters, yet may we apply it 
thus 
Look if the Lord of your Aſcendent be received or diſpoſed of by any Planet and 
the receiving or diſpoſing Planet be ſtrong in an Angle, it ſignifieth that Corn and 
ſuch things as are molt neceſſary for the uſe of man ſhall be at a high race all that 
moneth; And the Diſpoſitor ofthe Lord of the Aſcendent in Oppeſicion of the Lu- 
minaries or that of the time promiſeth the ſame ; as alſoif the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dent be received or diſpoſed of, and he together with the receiving and diſpoſing 
Planet be aſcending ; But if the Lord of the Aſcendent and the Planet in an Angle 
apply to any Planet Cadent, flow in motion, or afflicted, the price (hall fall ; ſo 
likewiſe if the Lord of the Aſcendent, its Receptor or Diſpoſitor be Cadent, weak 
and aftited it ſignifieth the ſame, according to their affliction ; if much weakned 
and afflicted, they will be very cheap, if a litcle affi&ted their price will fall but nor 
altogether ſo much &c. And if the Lord of the Aſcendent, its Niſpoſitor and Re- 
ceptor do then alſo apply to any Planets weak, cadent and aftlicted, this will be the 
more certain. 

See alſo what Planet you finde in the Aſcendent, for he ſhall have Ggnification with 
the Lord of the Poms} hy and ſhall according to his ſtrength or weakneſs denote 
the cheapneſs or dearneſs of proviſions ; But if the Lord ofthe Afcendent be not re- 
ceived by any Planer, he ſhall not have Ngnification with him, but the Plat:er therein 


roo ſhall be Significator onely : If your Significator, or Lord of the Aſcendenr, 


if he have participation with him) and the Luminaries be in the Aſcendent,or in an 
other Angle at the time of their monthly Conjmnttion, the price of Corn & other —_ 
faries for the life of man ſhal<continue and remain as it wasin the preceding moneth; 
butif your Significator and the Luminaries be received and ſtrong, and be in the 
eleventh, or fifth , the price (ball be raiſed, and that according to their fortitudes ; 
for if they be eſſentially very ſtrong it will be much raiſed, and fo on the contrary : 
Alſo if the Planet in the Aſcendent apply unto the Lord of the Aſcendent, the price 
ſhall be raiſed that day you finde your ſignificators in Partil Conjufion or AſpeR; but 
if the Lord of the Aﬀcndent and the Luminaries be weak and afflicted in the third, 
or ninth,or twelfth,or eighth Houſes,it Ggnifieth their price ſhall be abated and fal'n; 
But the Angles ſignifie the fixation and durability of what is; If any aMlited 
Planet alſo apply to the Lord- of the Aſcendent, judge the abatement of the 
price, and that eſpecially if the Lord ofthe Aſcendent apply to any Planer weak or 
afflicted. 

Moreover if the Lord of the Aſcendent be weak and afflicted, and its Diſpoſitor 
ſtrong, yet ſhal not he by his ſtrength ſignifie any thing; for the Lord of the Aſcendent 
ſhall il be Significator of the price of things unleſs he were in a Cadent Houſe,and 
ſome Planet be then in an Angle (as hath been ſaid) for thenthar Planet ſhall be Sig- 
nificator : Laſtly, if the Aſcendent be any of the houſes of the Luminaries, have re- 
gard untothem,and according to their fortitudes or debilities and places in the figure 
and Configuration with the Aſcendent, judge. 

Some of the Antients have taught that weare to regard the Planet in the tenth 
Houſe, if any be there at the time of the Sw» this ingreſs into Aries, or the Planer 
applying tothe Lord of the tenth, and make him ——_— of the price of things ; 
As if the Planet located in the tenth or beholding the Lord thereof be ftrong and 
dire, ſuch things ſignified by the fign wherein your Significator is ſhall be deer

Devvckieg with others ſay to know the price of things, look what Planets you find at 
the Sx his ingreſs into Aries Oriental andjudge ſuch things ſignified by um,and the 
ſign wherein he is ſhall be deer ; and that thoſe that are under the fignification of 
thoſe that are Occidental and the ſigns wherein they are, ſhall be cheap; In like 
manner have regard to every Planet, and fee which of them is _ and free from 
all impediment, and judpe ſuch things as are ſignified by him and the f1gn wherein he 
is, ſhall be deer, and on the contrary they ſhall be cheap whoſe Significators are 

weak 
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weak, compbuſt, cadent, under the S#:-beams and Retrograde, &c. and fo alſo 
according to their mean betwixt thoſe two extreams judge of the butineſs when they 
are not alrogether ſo ſtrong, nor altogether ſo weak; and truly this is very ra-

Some of the Antients have alſo taught that for monethly obſervations in this 


matter we have regard to the Conjunttion of the Luminaries, and Haly faith that 
we oughtin every year to have regard whither Sat#rn or 7upitey enter the ſign ofthe 
Kingdom, Nation or Countrey tor which you erect your Figure, and from their 
then places, ſtrengths and debilities we are to judge ; for that it the Planets are un- 
fortunate in theſe places, it ſignifies things ſhall be cheap ; but if they be. there for- 
tunated and ſtrong, judge the contrary. 7 | 

Moreover you are to take notice that every Planet in his Exaltation or ele- 
vated in his Epicycle whether he have dignity in the Aſcendent or no, ſigni- 
fieth things ſhall be deer that are of the nature of that Planet and the Sign 
wherein he is; and therefore I ſay again it 15 moſt requiſite you be throughly 
acquainted with the ſignifications of the Planets and Signs taught you in the 
ſecond Book.

lible in chis matter, I mean for theſe Regions and parts of the Earth wherein 
we live being Iflands; but doubtleſs the Antients did ſufficiently treat 
hereof; neither is the validity and certainty of their rules which they have left ro 
poſterity to be queſtioned ; for ſuch is the reaſon they carry with them, that queſti- 
onleſs they were moſt authentick 'and ſeldom or never admitted of corre&ion in 
thoſe parts of the Continent wherein they lived ; and perhaps in theſe parts alſo 
with a little amendment they may be made infallible, wherefore I ſhall here do 
my utmoſt endevour to deliver them unto thee, and perhaps hereafter according as I 
ſhall have life, liberty and leiſure afforded me, I may give you them more ſhort , 
compendious and efficacious : For I muſt confeſs the preſent Philoſophers of this our 
age are more to ſeek in their judgements of weather then in any one thing whatſoever 
and do ofteneſt therein deviate from truth. 
Inthe judging then of theſe matters have regard unto the figure of the Smx his

weather __ and half-yearly , but you are allo to remember you join in 
judgement with them the figures at the time of the Preventional (onjwnttion and O 
poſition of the Luminaries ; and if you would judge of the alteration of the ayr for 
every moneth, you may have regard to the figure of Heaven at the time of every 
{onjunition of the Luminanes ; as alſo to every Square and Oppoſition if you would 
predi& of every week. 

When you would judge of any of theſe times, have regard unto the degree 
aſcending of the figure, whither it be for the year, half year or quarter, and the 
places of the Conjunttion and Oppoſition preceding, and ſee in what manſion of the 
oor thele places fall, viz. whether ina dry, moiſt, cold or temperate manfion 
(the which you are taught inthe 1. Se&. and 3. Chapter of the third Book of this 
Volume being our /ztrodtion ro Elettions) and whither the Lord of the Manſion 
have any Aﬀfpe& to the {o»junttivn, Oppoſition, Aſcendent of the Revolution, or 
Lords thereof; and of what nature, temper and quality he is, and the manſion he is in, 
and accordingly judge of the ftate of the weather, he being the general and chief 
Significator, eſpecially if he be A/mwren of the Afcendent, for he ſhall ( as faith 
Prolomy ) be Significator though he doth not behold their (onjwn'/ion or Oppoſi- 
tion , but if any other doth, you muſt join him in judgement with him. : 

Have regard alſo to the fixed ſtars of the firſt, ſecond, third and fourth Magni- 
rudes, riſing, culminating and ſetting; and ſee how they are aſpected by the $1g- 
nificator, and ſee whither any of them be in Conjunttion with him ; conſider their 
nature and manſion they are in; alſo have regard to the nature and quality of the 
Lord of the place of any great Conmwnttion, or Eclipſe of any of the Luminaries; 
and to what Planets or fixed Stars they apply, as alſo the Moon atter her Conjur- 
ion and Oppoſition with the Sun, and as you finde it requiſite, having regard to the 
major teſtimonies, judge of the nature, quality and temper of the weather. 

If your Significator be free from impediment, ſtrong, no wiſe beheld by any of 
the Planets, nor he in Conjnnt#ion nor applying by Aſpect to any of them, nor to 


any notable fixed ſtar, you ſhall judge the quality and nature of the weather from

windes, rain and thick clowds; of Mars, yellow clowds, lightning, thunder and 
rain in places and time convenient ; ofthe Sz», red clowds, winde and fgreat rain, 
alſo in Summer thunder and lightning ; according tothe nature of the Signs, Man- 
lions, and Places of the Heavens their Cozjunitwon or Aﬀpetts are ; But you muſt 
know the Sun or Moon are never alligned chiet Dominionin any Figure concern- 
ing weather, becauſe they are gencral Significators of times and featons; as the 
Szu of the Year, and its parts, v4z.

Your chief Significator being Oriental, will work his cffe&s chiefly towards the 
latter end of the Year; if Occifental, towards the beginning. 

Moreover you are to haveregard that you may be the better enabled to your 
work, to the nature of of the ſign aſcending at any Lunation, time , or quarter of 
the year, the Planet Lord thereof, and the nature of thoſe Planets located in the 
Aſcendent, orin any Configuration thereof, and in what Manſions all theſe are,

good for thy better Inſtructionto inſert this Chapter, which reacheth Jargely how 

to judge by her applicationunto any other Planet (alter her aforeſaid Confhpurati- 
ons with the $»» } of the mutation or alteration of the ayr. 

Becauſe S122 1s the higeſt of all the Planets (as you have heard ) and there- 
fore we have ſtill began with him in all the progreſs of this our labour,, we ſhall 
here alſo follow the ſame method, ard ſhew what is to be expeRed when ſhe ſe- 
parates from the ( oxjur.t!10% or Gpprſitien of the Sun ard applyes next tinto Sarzrn , 
and then to 7wpiter,and ſon order of the reſt. 

Having erected your figure then for the Corjur ey, (if that be your time) or 
for the Oppeſicion of the Luminaries if you are to conſider that, have regard to the 
place of the Conjurticn or Oppoſition, the nature of the ſigns and Marſions they 
are in, and the Square Aſpects of the Malevolents unto thele places, and accordingly 
judge ; judge the time when the effect will be manifeſted trom the nuniber of degrees 
they want of the Parti] Aſpect, and the nature of the figns, fixed, common, or 
moveable, and ſo according to reaſon judge dayes or H:oures; but if your Signi- 
ficators or the co» be ſwift of motion, it will be the ſooner; if flow, the con-

any \». immediately next apply unto $4147 in moiſt ſigns and manſions, let it be by what 
jundtien oc Aſpect it will, rain ſhall follow in ſome meaſure, n:ore abundantly it ſhe apply by 
Oppoſiticn of Conjnnttion, Square or Oppoſitien; not ſo much it by Sexrile; and if by Tr:»e,yet there 
he Sun,and will be miſlings, and dark clowdy obſcure ayr, &c. Remember according tothe 
epplying to nature of the ſigns, aſpets and manſions to pronounce judgement : But if Satwry 
OT be then in a fiery ſign and a dry Manſion,and the Aſcon allo fo polited;there ſhall ra- 
ther be a turbulent, dark, obſcure ayr then rain.

if then they be beheld of both Saturn and Mars, eſpecially if Saturn behold the 
toon, and Mars Venw, becanſe theſe are Openers of Gates as you have heard ; bur 
you muſt note the rain will nor be ſo great, if but one of them behold the 1oon and 
Yenus or either of them : Bur if Z«piter behold them in like manner, judge there 
will be no rain, but contrariwiſe fair weather,or at leaſt ſuch moderate,gentle ſhowers 
as ſhall be very ſeaſonable and acceptable; aud if Yenw be free from impediment, 
when ſhe is thus aſpeted of the *Aſoop, and fortunate, and not in moiſt ſigns nor 
manſions, there ſhall not be any rain on their then Configuration,whether it be Com- 
;zzattion or Aſpec, but clowds and dews. 


Andif ſhe immediately apply to Mercary and they be in moiſt ſigns and manſi- Ty ateycuy. 


ons, there ſhal} be continual rain and that dayly , efpecially if Saturn and Mrs doe 
then behold them ; alſo if Venus have then any dignity in.the place of the Conjur- 
tion or Aſpect of the Moon and Mercury, there ſhall be unuſual wet weather; ſo 
likewiſe if (when the Sw» and the Moon are in (onjunttion) Mercury be alſo in the 
fame _ with them ina moiſt ſignand and manſion and apply to Venus ; And if 
you finde theſe Configurations in- other manſions and ſigns, you ſhall alſo judge 
wet weather is threatned , but not ſo abundantly: And if Mercury and the 
Moon be alone in Conjunition or Aﬀpet, dews and gentle ſhowers are moſt com- 
monly produced ; but if J«piter behold them when they are in Conjunttion, or Mer- 
cury at any time, he ſhall cauſe much rain and windes according to the nature ofthe 
ſigns and manſions; and thus much ſhall ſuffice to be ſaid of the oo» her ap- 
plication to the other Planets, having been immediately before in Conjunttion or Op- 
poſition of the S#n ; I know the Antients have been more large, but I queſtion whither 
all cheir rules wil{ be agreeable to the nature of the Climate wherein we live ; where- 
fore if what hath been already delivered unto thee, and what is beneath on this par- 


ticular further ſaid, be not infallible rules forthe judgeing of weather as I ſaid before, 


being very intricate, eſpecially in Iſlands, I ſhall deſire thee lovingly to accept of my 
weak indeavoursand well wiſhes to the propagation of this Divine Science, and 
alſo to ſtudy (by a diligent obſervation and trial of theſe rules and others thou ſhalt 
in thy practiſe find out) to perfe& ſome rules which may exactly and infallibly point 
out unto us the true ſtate of the weather in any quarter of the year, or day in any

A. - time of the day) and ſee what Planets arethen in Conunttion or Aﬀpet with 
the Sw» and oor, eſpecially if the figure be made at any Lunation, for it it be 7«- 
piter or Venus and they corporally joined to the Su» and Moon, or Zupreer in a Sex- 
tile or Trine of them, and they be then free fromthe Conjunttion and Aſpect of all 
the Malevolents, neither apply unto them after their ſeparation from 7-p:ter, it is 
an aſſured teſtimony of fair weather ; but if 7«prrer behold them by a 5quare or 
Oppoſition; and they free alſo from the Malevolent Configurations of the Infortunes 
(as hath been ſaid) he ſhall denote gentle pleaſant ſhewers. Bur if any of the Ma- 
levolent Planets, eſpecially Saturz be in Afpect with them, or Conjuxttioy, although 
by Sextile or Trine, or they apply unto him after their C ozx»#:0n, eſpecially if by 
Square or Oppoſition, rain ſhall inevitably follow, for it is the natural property of 
the Malevolents to difturb and thicken the Ayr with offenſive groſs vapours, 2s it 1s 
the diſpoſition of the fortunes ro diſperſe them and clear the ayrthezeof, reliſting 


the quality ofthe Malevolents. | 
Now you muſt know, that —_— Venns be one of the fortunes, yet doth ſhe 


by reaſon of her moiſt nature diſpoſe the ayr and weather to moiſture, eſpec;ally 
if ſhe be in any Configuration with the $# in moiſt ſigns and manlions, or have 
any commixture or participation with the malevolents, but yet ſhe ſeldome ſends 
noiſome or unſeaſonable wet weather, unleſs, when ſhe participates with the infor- 
tunes ſhe be then alſo very weak and afflifted, for then ſhe is not able to leſſen their 
malicious influence, | 

If the Sn bein the South part of heaven and Yenws under his beams, and the 
Moon bethen in Conjunttion with either of them, eſpecially with ex, or apply- 
ing unto her by any Aſpet , you ſhall aſſuredly judge when that Configura- 
tion is, viz. that very day and hour there ſhall berain and ſhewers, and it then 
Mercury alſo bein the ſame part of Heaven applying to the Toon by Conjunttron 
or Aſpe&, itſhall prenote rain, eſpecially if the Aſoon be in Scorpio : ſo alſo if 
Mars and Venus be in Conjunttion, {eſpecially allo in Scorpio; and when the yun is 
in e-Lquaries and the Aoon applying by Oppoſotion unto him, and Yenrs be alſo 
placed as aforeſaid, you ſhall judge rain at that yery hour, ſo alſo when A7ars ap- 
plyes at that time to either the Sw»: or Venus, and the Moon in Square or Oppoſirion 
of the S»», and when Venus applyes unto the Sw» ,and Mercury then allo in Con- 
zu»ttion with her or ſhe with him, rain is to he expeRed at that very inſtant ; again, 
if the Sun be in Libra, and Yer in Sagittar:ws inthe ſame number of degrees , 
and the Mecon applying, eſpecially to Venus , that very day and hour you may 
predi& rain; alſo when the $7 is either in Aries or Aquaries and the en in 
Oppoſition unto him many ſhewers follow in that day from the hour of their 
Oppoſition ; judge the ſame if the Moon be in > agitary, yet Leois a cauſe of more 
ſhewers a great deal; alſo if the aforeſaid Configurations be out of the houſes of 
Mars and Veras, judge the ſame, viz, wet-weather, alſo chunder, lightning, rain jn 
Sreat drops, and ſometimes. hail: Again, if the Sz» be in Aries or Pi/ces, and 
the Moon in Libr: or Virgo, or Sagittary, there ſhall be ſhewers in that hour 
wherein they come to a Partil Gppofition or Sqwere; In like manner if Venus and 
Mercury in any of the aforeſaid places behold the $7 out of Leo, and the Aces 


apply 


> Ou muſt ſtill remember to ere&t your Figure for the exa& time for which 
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apply alſo then unto him, eſpecially if ſhe bein Leo, it ſignifies many flaſhes of 


lightning and thunder, yet little or no rain, eſpecially if they are in Partil Cox- 
junttion or Aſpet; alſo if the Yun bein Aries, Leo, Libra, Scorpio or Aquaries, 
and the Moo in a right diameter joined unto him by Conjunttion or Aſpet, or to 
Venus by Oppoſition trom either Ares or Libra, it denotes after rain many flaſhes 
of lightning and thunder : Lattly, if the 5» or the Aſoon be in Piſces no wiſe up- 
| held or aſpected of the fortunes, and Mars do then behold them with a \quare 
or Oppoſition, it (hews there will follow much rain, thunder and flaſhes of light- 
ning. 

But you are hereto note that there are ſome places of the Zodsack called Places 
of rain, and again others which are not altogether ſo effe&tual; thoſe which moſt 
conduce and incline to rain, are (acer, Leo, Capricorn and Aquaries, for if the 
Moon be in any of them and corporally joined to Venus, or by any Aſpect doth 
participate of her nature, and their beams touch each other within one degree 
cither before or after the Partil Conjunttion, or Aſpett, eſpecially if the Aſpe& be 
a Square or Oppoſition, there ſhall follow many ſhewers, but you are to take no- 
tice that the firſt 15 degrees of Capricors is leſs effetual, or conduceth leaſt to 
rain of any of the other, and the ſat fifteen degrees inclines rather to cold, ſothar 
you are warily to judge according to diſcretion ; thoſe places that are leſs effe- 
ctual are the laſt term of Aries, and the (igns Gemini, Virgo and Libra. 

And here for the manifeſtation of the ſecret and admirable power and influence 
of the Heavens, Stars and Planets, I may juſtly reprehend ſuch as deny their influ- 
ences on Sublunaries by theſe ordinary and common ſigns of rain; As, 

The unuſual crowing of the Cock, v:z. at times unaccuftomed, denotes rain : Alſo

inordinate ſwelling of the Seas, Kivers, and other waters, in calm and moderate wea- ,,...1.. ., 

ther : The ſtraightneſs of doores and windows: The noyſe and trumpeting ſound of weather, or 

Peacocks : The crying of Fowles about waters : The crying and whining of Swiye ; tokens of rain,

The abſence of Sea and Water-fow! from the Sea, and frequenting the Land : And 
Land-fowle frequenting the water : The chirping of Sparrows 'in a morning, viz. 
about Sun-riſing or a little after : The ſudden motion of Beaſts out of one place in- 
to another, and their making then a noyſe : The frequent licking of their feet and 
hoofs ; and this is very remarkable in the (ar, who ſtill before rain and tempe- 
ſtuous weather, will run up and down the houſe, turning over and over, and playing 
with her tail, and aſcend up by hangings, beds,or ſuch like tothe root of the room; and 
this ſhe will do very often together, although each time ſhe endangereth her ſelt by 
deſcending : Even as though (and as I indeed conceive it) ſhe were by the influence 
of the Heavens conſtrained to ſuch mad freakiſh actions : You may alſo obſerve 
that theſe creatures make a great ſtir at ſuch times in licking their feet, and rubbing 
their feet about their viſape and head, whence the vulgar uſually ſay at ſuch times, 
The Cat waſheth her face, &c. The greedy feeding of Beaſts allo denotes rain : and 
their ſauffing up the ayr with their head held up againft the wind : The reſorting of 
Poultry to their rooſt being covered with duſt : Theegreſlion of Worms out of the 
Earth: The tumbling and rubbing &:" Dogs in the duſt : The buſie heaving of 
Moules : The quick pratling of the Crow : The high flight of Birds: The cloſe 
flying of the Swa//ow to the water, and the flapping of her wings therein : The 
buſie working of the Spider in her web: Alſo the buſineſs of the Ar with her 
Egges : The ſound of Bels when they are heard further then uſually ; The inordi- 
vate ſweating of Srones in dry weather : The hankering of Bees about home in fair 
weather: The exceſlive pain of Corxs and old ſores and wounds in men and women 
which are either very great, or not well cured : The buſineſs of F-wls in pruning 
themſelves, eſpecially if it be in winter. And here I would have the Reader to 
take notice, that unleſs they be ſeen to ſqueeſethe ſmall Puſtule ( as it were) that 
prone on their rump, and then anoint their feathers by {lightly ftroaking their 

ils thereon, it is no certain ſign of rain, for in their time of moultring they will 
prune and peck their feathers all day long; but in-this Puſtule (as I may call it for 


the reſemblance it hath therewith) there is a certain unctious matter or ms” ſub- 
| ANnce 
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ſtance wherewith they ſmooth their feathers and anoint them, be better ro keep 
out the wet, and this thou mayeſt eaſily perceive to be true by taking a feather and 
pulling it afunder with your m_ gently, and you will ſoon ſee how the beards on 
the edges thereof will ſtick rogether. | ; 

I might here inſtance many more ſuch like ordinary ſigns of the mutacions of 
the Ayr ; but ſince I deſire not to be tedious, and to the judicious and ſearchers of 
Nature, many ſuch like teſtimonies will be frequently offered to their contide- 
rations, I ſhall here deſiſt, deriding ſuch as ſhall deny by their ignorance the ad- 
mirable and powerful vettues of the Heavens, Stars and Celeſtial Planets, being 
convinced even by theſe bruit creatures, Fowls, creeping things, and the very itones ; 
wherefore ſuch muſt needs be concluded worſe, or at beſt no better then Stocks, Dolts 


or Aſles,

So that if Satzrn be in any of the Angles from the Aſcendent or in any of the 
Angles from the Lord of the Aſcendent, ſtrong and eſſentially dignified, eſpecially 
in the mid Heaven, he ſignifies a various and divers temper of Ayr, thick and dark 
clowds; and in hot weather he leſſeneth the heat, nts winter or cold weather 
the cold is by him augmented and increaſed ; but if he be not.in an Angle, the 
rimes ſhall be more ſtable and natural; alſoif Satzr» be in any of the Angles from 
the Lord of the Aſcendent, he ſhall not work ſo forcibly his effeRs as when he is in 
any Angle from the Aſcendent it ſelf. 

And if Mars be located as you have heard of Satary, eſpecially in the mid- 
Heavens, the heat in Summer ſhall be increaſed and augmented, and the cold in 
Winter diminiſhed and abated, and the Spring and Autumn alſo ſhall incline rather 
to heat then cold. — 

If Fwpiter, Venus or the Moon be fo placed, they cauſe a temperate, good and 
wholeſome ayr , and cauſe every thing to grow, increaſe and frufifie well and 
kindely that is ſown or planted in the Earth. | 

Again, If Mercury be found as aforeſaid, viz. in the mid-Heaven in the figure 
of the Preventional Conjunction or Oppoſition, 1n an aierylign and any of the In- 
fortunes in any of his Angles, it denotes much change of « great and high 
winds and very hurtful ; in like manner judge the contrary if > wy nd any of the For- 
tunes inany of his Angles, or he in any Angle from them, for this ſigntfies the ſame 
as if they were in Conjwnction. | 

Wherefore if any Planet be in an Angle or ſuccedent Houſe from the Aſcendent of 
the Preventional Conjwunction, make him your Significator, & then ſee what commix- 
ture he hath with Sarzrn and Har: or either of them ; forif he be in a Square of 
Har; or Oppoſition,or (onjunttion,and Mar: be ina fiery ſign, heat in Summer ſhall 
be 
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be augmented,and in \Winter cold abated ; alſo if the commixture with him be by a 
> extile.or Trine and ar; bein any fiery ſign, he denotes the ſame but not ſo effe- 
ctually. 

Alfo if its commixture be with Yararn by Conjunttion, Square or Oppoſition, and 
Satra be in cold, watry or earthy figns, the cold in Winter ſhall be increaſed and 
the heat in Summer diminiſhed ; alſo if it be by Sextile or 7 rize, and Saturn be in 
any of che atoreſaid Signs , he ſhall alſo ſignifie the ſame, but not ſo powerfully ;

Alfo if 47ars have commixture with the Significator, and he be in Earthy Signs

I might here inftance many more ſuch like ordinary ſigns of the mutacions of 
the Ayr ; but ſince I deſire not to be tedious, and to the judicious and ſearchers of 
Nature, many ſuch like teſtimonies will be frequently offered to their conſide- 
rations, I ſhall here deſiſt, deriding ſuch as ſhall deny by their ignorance the ad- 
mirable and powerful vertues of the Heavens, Stars and Celeſtial Planets, being 
convinced even by theſe bruit creatures, Fowls, creeping things, and the very ſtones ; 
wherefore ſuch muſt needs be concluded worſe, or at beſt no betcer then Stocks, Dolts 
or Aſles.

Shewing Haly hs judgement on Weather and the alteration of 
the Afr. 


E are to judge and know the alteration and Muratic, 
Ayr and Weather from the various Configurations a 
ons of the Planets at certain times,eſpecially at the C 
and prevention of the Luminaries before the Sx hi. 
into Arie:whoſe'Aſcendents are chiefly to be regarde! 

$ places of the Conjunttion and Oppoſition, alſo the place 

Luminaries in the figure at the Ingreſs of the S#» into 

| and the places of the Planets in theſe aforeſaid Scheams. 
So that if Satzryn be in any of the Angles from the Aſcendent or in any of the 
Angles from the Lord of the Aſcendent, ſtrong and eſſentially dignified, eſpecially 

-1n the mid Heaven, he ſignifies a various and divers __— of Ayr, thick and dark 
clowds; and in hot weather he lefſeneth the heat, and in winter or cold weather 
the cold is by him augmented and increaſed ; but if he be not in an Angle, the 
times ſhall be more ſtable and natural; alſo if Satzr» be in any of the Angles from 
the Lord of the Aſcendent, he ſhall not work ſo forcibly his effeRs as when he is in 
any Angle from the Aſcendent it ſelf. 

And if Mars be located as you have heard of Satnrn, eſpecially in the mid- 
Heavens, the heat in Summer ſhall be increaſed and augmented, and the cold in 
Winter diminiſhed and abated, and the Spring and Autumn alſo ſhall incline rather 
to heat then cold. - 

If Zapiter, Venus or the Icon be fo placed, they cauſe a temperate, good and 
wholeſome ayr , and cauſe every thing to grow, increaſe and fructifie well and 
kindely that is ſown or planted in the Earth. 

Again, If Aercwry be found as aforeſaid, viz. in the mid-Heaven in the figure 
of the Preventional Conjunction or Oppoſition, in an aierylign and any of the In- 
fortunes in any of his Angles, it denotes much change of Ayr, great and high 
winds and very hurtful ; in like manner judge the contrary if you nd any of the For- | 
tunes in any of his Angles, or he in any Angle from them, for this ſignifies the ſame 
as if they were in Conjunction. | 

Wherefore if any Planet be in an Angle or ſuccedent Houſe from the Aſcendent of 
the Preventional Conjxrction, make him your Significator, & then ſee what commix- 
ture he hath with Sarzrn and Hears or either of them ; forif he be in a Square of 
Hars or Oppoſition,or ('onjunttion,and Mars be ina fiery ſign, heat in Summer ſhall 
| be 
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be augmented, and in \Winter cold abated ; alſo if the commixture with him be by a 
> excile.or Trime and 47s; bein any fiery lign, he denotes the fame but not lo effe- 
ctually. 

Alſo if its commixture be with Sararn by Conjunttion, Square or Oppoſition, and 
Satura be in cold, watry or earthy figns, the cold in Winter ſhall be increaſed and 
the heat in Surnmer diminiſhed, alſo if it be by Sextile or 7 rize, and Saturn be in 
any of the aforeſaid Signs , he ſhall alſo ſignifie the ſame, but not ſo powerfully ; 
and it *4:zrn be in aiery Signs which are hot and moiſt, and the commixture with 
the Sigmticator be by « onjuntt:on , Square or Oppoſition , it Iignifieth the ayr 
ſhall be remperate and goud, and if it be by Seari/e or Tr:izeit ſhall be the 
better. | 

Alto if urs have commixture with the Significator, and he be in Earthy Signs 
which are cold and dry, or in watery which are cold and moitt, and it be by { ox- 
'nnttion, Square Or Oppoſition,the ayr will be good and temperate, but if it be by Sex- 
rile or 7rixc, it will be much the betrer, and will more effetually produce the fruits 
and ſeeds of the Earth. | 

See alſo in the aforeſaid figure of the Conjaxion you have chief regard to the Pare 
of Aw or Weather,and make it participate in judgment with your Significator; And if 
vou finde Saturn: or Mars afrer the fame manner placed , and in Aſpect therewith , 
judge according as you have heard of the Signiticator. You are to take this part from t3,y 5 tal 
ts place and degree wherein Mercary is,  (ifhe be not in his own Houſe,) to the part of ayr «;

5 be ſhort, if you would judge of the alteration of the ayr for any quarter of 

e Year, erect your figures for the S#», his ingreſs into Aries, Carcir, Libra, 

and Capricorn and according to the ſame method judge ; if for any or every moneth, 

ſee when he enters the firlt Punctum of everv Sign; it for any day, have re- 

gard to Pars dierum or Part of dayes which is taken from the place of the Sw to ;3,, ., 4. a 
the place of Satarn, (or more plainly ſubſtra&k the place of Satzrn from the place pa,s 4c, 
of the $#z) and adde the place of the 4400», and fee where your number of or pair of 
Signs, Negrees and Minutes ends, and there ſhall be your P-rs dreram, and this ©3Y5- 
muſt he taken at the punctuall appearance of the Sz his ariſing above our 
Horizon. 

Wherefore if 1ercaury behold this part or be corporally joined thereunto, in 
that dav there ſhall be much winde, eſpecially if the ſo.» be then alſo with 
him, and Yenzs have alſo any Aſpect thereunto ; for then the more aſſured will 
this judgement be. 

There is alfo another way to judge of the Diurnal mutation of the ayr, which is 
to obſerve exactly the time of the 7100» her entring inro the firit point of any ſign ; 
and havingerected the figure of the Heavens far that moment ſee what Planet A- 
ſpecteth or is located within five degrees of the Cuſpe thereof, and make him Sig- 
mficator of the ſtate of the weather during the time the ©A7o0» 15 1n that ſign, and 
according to his ſtrength and Configurations with the other Planets judge as you 
have heard according to diſcretion. 

Thus have you been taught the alteration of the Ayr for any time of the Year, ow *O judge 
Moneth, Day, &c. It reſteth now you alſo know how to judge of Thunder, Light- hemp H 
ning and Winds ; And this we are to require from the S»» his ingreſs into the y?, :. 
twenty degree and one minute of Scorpio, for the which time having ereted the 
ficure of the Heavens, and placed all the Planets therein being exactly reduced to 
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the time of the day or night, have _ to 7apiter, Venus and Mevenry, and if you 
finde them all Occidental or Retrograde , judge there ſhall be much rain and wet 
weather that year. 

Look then if Aars be in any of the Angles,eſpecially inthe tenth Houſe in an aiery 
ſign, andin any Configuration of Mercury, he ſignifies thtinder, Aaſhes of light- 
ning, and tempeſtuous ttorms of rain that year, yet ſometimes without rain, they ſigni- 
fie alſo an unwholſome ayr ; but if Mars be in the fourth Houſe in anearthy ſign,and 
the Fortunes ſtrong and in Configuration with Mercury , it lignifies Earth-quakes, 
fiery apparitions inthe ayr and ftrange ſights; alſo damage to the Mines of the 
Earth ; but if £3/ar- be in the fourth in a fiery ſign, it denotes an obnoxious hurt- 
ful ayr to the Earth, and feeds thereof, and the corn and fruirs ſhall be ſcorched and 
burntup; alſo if he bein a watry ſign in the fourth , he denotes a diminution and 
ſcarcity of waters and detriment to Fiſhes and ſuch as Navigate; but if the For- 
runes be in Configuration with him, damage and miſchief by Thunder ſhall be leſ- 
ſened . but if they do no wiſe behold him, that year there will be miſchief by Thander 
and Lightning. 

Moreover if Satary be there, in the ſtead of Mary, and in the tenth Houſe in an 
aiery ſign, and in any Aſpect of Mercary, and no wiſe aſſiſted by the Fortunes, it ſig- 
r, and much hurtful rain, and that for ſome continuance ; 
but if he be in the fourth Houſe, as hath been faid in an earthy ſign, and in any 
Configuration with 2ercury, and no wiſe beheld by the Fortunes, there ſhall happen 
Farth-quakes, and there ſhall be much black water upon the Earth and the like ; Hu 
if he be in a watry ſign in the fourth poſited as aforeſaid, and not at all helped by 
the Fortunes, there ſhall be a ſcarcity of waters, and all things abiding there! , 
whither living creatures or other things, ſhall ſuffer detriment ; alſo if he be ior 
earthy ſign placed in the ſame manner , he ſignifies damage to the Earth, and 
the things thereon and growing out of it : But if AMercary do not behold him by 
any Configuration, neither be joined bodily ro him, the aforeſaid Significations 
ſhall not be ſo grievous, but more tolerable ; and if he be beheld of the Fortunes, 
the miſchief will be yer leſs and leſs ; andif by a Sexrile or 7rive, and they ſtrong 
eſſentially, it will be totally taken away. | 

Note that every Planet hath its own peculiar property ; for the ſuperiour are as 
Spirits, the inferiour as bodies, of which all thecorrupton and generation in the 
World hath participation, by their Configurations aud Commixtions one with 
another according to the preordination and will of God. 

Moreover the radix from which you are to judge of the alteration of the ayr, is 
the Aſcendent of the Conjunttion or prevention of the Luminaries before the In- 
greſs of the Sx» into every ſign ; and have regard to the Lord alſo of the Aſcendent 
and the I ord of the place of the Conjunttiou or Prevention; for if theſe places and 
their Lords be in moiſt ſigns and manſions, it ſignifieth wet weather ſhall follow 3 alſo 
if the Sigrificator in chief be Occidental, Retrograde or ſlow in motion, it ſignifies 
rain, and ſo alſo if he be Combuſt, unleſs 27ars hinder it ; for he being Combuſt 
hindereth and prohibiteth rain ; Alſo note that if the chief Significator be deſcen- 
ding in Latitude or in his Epicycle, Ire ſignifieth rain, and fo on the contrary if he 
be aſcending; Moreover note, that when rain is occaſioned by the Signification 
of the Inforcunes, it is ſtill hurtful; if it be Sarzrn, he ite eruptions and 
over-''owings of water ; if Mars. he cauſeth for the moſt part extraordinary 
hear. 
Now if thou wouldſt know when it is moſt probable and likely to rain, accor- 
ding to Haly have regard unto the chief Significator of rain; for if he be in an 
Angle from the Aſcendent, or entring therein , judge rain at thattime ; as al- 
ſo to the Ingreſs of the S#n into the twentieth degree and one minute of Scorpio, 
and fee what Planets ſignifying rain that year are received of him , and eſpeci- 
ally of the  14o0n, and which he isin Conjunttion, Square or Oppoſition with ; tor up- 
on thoſe days wherein theſe Configurations happen, rain is to be expected ; but if 


theſe Aſpects be without reception,the rain will not be of long continuance nor very 
much, More- 
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Moreover if the Significator be in an Angle as hath been ſaid, and in Conjuntion 
with the Moon, it ſignifies Rain, Thunder, Lightning, Earth-quakes, and ſuch | 
like; bur if you would know what rain is to be expected for all the year, have re- Of the ſtare of 
gard unto Venus, Mercury and the A1con, and if you finde them all in {onjwnttion in the weather 
P:;ſces atthe time of the Revolution of the year, it ſignifieth rain, moiſture and f***he whole 
many clouds that year ; but if they be ſo joined in Aries or T awriw , the year ſhall?***: 
be dry,and ſhall want rain. 

Aſſo if YVexws apply to /ercnry in any of bis Houſes, *it ſignifieth much rain , 
and that of continuance that year ; ſo likewiſe if the 4-02 be in Oppoſition to ei- 
ther the Swn, Saturn or Venws, it fignifieth much rain and dark clouds that year ; 
alſo when Mercury and Vern are in one and the ſame term, there ſhall be great 

rain; andif itbe ina moiſt ſign, and the 170» ina Sextile or Trine of them, there 
will be tempeſtuous ſtorms and rain, until one of them go out of the aforeſaid term : 
alſo at thetime ofthe Sn his Ingreſs into 1ries, if Saturn be in Square or Oppe- 
fition of him or of the IMoor, or Fupiter and Mercury, or Venus and Mars fo 
poſiced , much rain is tobe expected in that year, eſpecially if the Aſpe&t be by 
Oppoſition, and they be in Reception by Houſe ; for this is Opening of Gates or 
Windows , as you have heard: Alſo if YVenxs be before the Swn, it ſignifieth 
there will be many clouds that year , dews and moiſture of ayr, _ but little 
ain. 
And if Venus be retrograde whileft the Sw» is in eAries or T aurns, there ſhall 
be much rain that year, eſpecially in the Spring; bur if ſhe beRetrograde in Ca- 
pricorn, Aquaries of Piſces, there ſhall not be ſo much rain in the Spring, but very 
much in the Winter. . 

Moreover when Mercury is ſtationary, in what ever ſign it be, he denotes a moiſt 
ayr, rain and clouds according to the ſeaſon ; alſo many ſtorms and tempeſtuous 
ſhowers follow when Openers of Gates and the Significators of rain are placed 
in moiſt and watry ſigns; alſo if Yenzs be fo poſited judge the' ſame; alſo if 
Mercury be in a fiery dry ſign, and the ſoon and Venus in watry and moiſt 
ſigns, there ſhall be temperate and moderate rain; and if Saturn behold them 
and he being in a cold ſign, there will be rain and ſnow and much cold with an ob- 
ſcure and dark ayr. 

And thus much ſhall ſuffice to be ſaid rouching the judgement of the weather 
and alteration of the ayr by the Poſitions and Configurations of the Planets and 
Stars the ſecondary cauſes of all ſublunary accidents ; if theſe rules in every par- 
ticular hold not, endeavour thou the more to finde out the truth , and let my 
failings be rather an incouragement to thee to ſearch further into the ſecrets of 
Nature ; wherefore I ſhall ſay no more on this point in this Nature, but con- 
clude our laft Chapter touching the alteration of the ayr with ſome particular 
obſervations from the aforeſaid cauſes, wh ch are common and may be obſerved 


even by the moſt illiterate and rural Peſant that &. 
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Shewins how to judge of Weather from common Obſercvation of the 
riſing and ſetting of the Sun, colour of the Moon , appearance 
of the Rain-bow , Comets, Clowds , Brightneſs of the fixed 
Stars, alſo by the prime day, and from the time of the day 
wherein 1Bunder happeneth. 


world ; although it be not alcogether ſo Afﬀrological as the preceding Chap- 
rers are, yet by reaſon it containeth Obſervations deduced from the Stars 
and other Superiour things, it cannot be abſolutely rejeRted as not agrecing with 
our diſcourſe and ſubje ; beſides lince it may very well be an help both tor the 
plainneſs and certainty thereof,to ſuch as perhaps are not of ſufficient capacity to at- 
rain to the perfetion of what we have ſet down before; 1 have adventured to give 
them to underftand thus much. | 
That when the Sz riſeth clear and bright in our Horizoy, it denotes a pleaſant 
day ; but fowl weather, if then he be overcaſt with a thin cloud ; if he ſet being free 
from clouds, a fair night followeth; alſo being then divers coloured , his beams 
15, Hoon red, denotes windes the next day from that part or quarter of heaven ; 
his beams ſpotted, green, black or pale, promiſeth rain that night ; if at his ſettin 
there be one or more circles about him, you are to obſerve whether they are red, 
and here and there broken ; for then he denotes vehement windes that night: if 
obſcured thick and black circles, it ſignifies cold windes and ſnow in Winter ; many 
circles denote winde of what colour foever they are, but the more if they be red ; 
if but one circle be about him and, and that clear and of no continuance, fair wea- 
ther is to beexpected ; underftand the ſame of the 41700 which you have heard of 
the Sx» ; when there is circles about her ; blacknefs in the S&n and ſoon denotes 
rain; redneſs, winde; The elemer.t red inthe morning , ſhews winde and rain to

. Alſo if the oor in the third day after the change, and the third day before the 
full,- or jn themidſt of the quarter be found of a red colour, cauſeth windes; pale 
and inclining to blackneſs and muddy obſcurity, brings rain; but being bright 
and clear the end dire& upright and free from circles promiſeth fair weather. 

L ook alſo to the the time when a Rain-bow appears, and by it judge of weather 
thus; if it appear in fair weather, judge fowl will follow; if in fowl, fair will 
follow, this is the opinion of ſome, and it ſtands with very much reaſon to be 
true, if we look to the firſt Ordination thereof in the gof Gen. again if it ap- 
pear in the morning rain and moiſture is thereby portended ; it in the evening, 
fair weather. 

From Comets if we require judgment touching theſe matters,we are to know that 
they never appear bur they bring as well great and terrible alteration in the ayr 
as on the earth ; but of this we ſhall have more occaſion to treat anon in the 
next Section; wherefore here only note that they cauſe = weather and ayr, 
great and high windes, eſpecially if they appear obſcure and cloudy. And their 
power and efficacy judge by their greatneſs, ſmalneſs, length and ſhortneſs ; 
they cauſe alſo ſickneſs by corruption of ayr if they appear in Aiery or Earthy 


figns. 
o When 
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When you ſee thick clouds and reſembling flocks gathered together in many py clouds. 
places, they denote rain; and ſo do dark, obſcure thick clouds over the North part 
of Heaven declining ro the Weſt; if they appear like hils and ſomewhat above the 
Earth, it ſhews weather over-paſſed; black clouds, promiſe rain ; white clouds ap- 
pearins in \Wuiter two or three days together inthe Eaſt part of Heaven,ſhews cold 
and ſnow. 
When the Stars ſeem to fall which we vulgarly term ſhooting of the Stars , it By Stars. 
prenotes winde in that part ; bur if they ſhoot in many places, or perhaps all over 
the Heavens, Inordinate windes, thunder, lightnings, and very tem ehpous wea- 
ther; and when they ſeem to run along out of one place into necks ,it denotes 
winde ; and that the weathcr ſhall alrer from the temper wherein it is, if but few 
appear, and thoſe obſcure and cloudy ; alſo if they at any time ſeem greater and 
brighter then uſua!, it denotes winde and rain in theſe parts where you ſee ſuch Stars 
appear ; and in Winter they preſage froſts,ſnow and cold weather ; but herein unleſs 
chou art well acquainted with their Natural magnitudes thou mayeſt be deceived 
and canſt never be perfeR, 
Again, you may judge of the weather by the prime day thus ; if it be Monday , By the Prime 
judge moiſt weather; | ueſday, windy and cold ; Wedneſday, very cold ; Thurſday, day. 
fair and clear; Friday, mixt weather ; Saturday, moiſt ; and Sunday, dry. 
Thunder in the Morning alſo denotes winde about Noon ; in the Evening, rain By Thunder, 
and tempeſt ; Thunder alſo in the Winter ſhews terrible accidents and alterations the 
Summer following ; whence the old Proverb, «4 Winters Thunder 11 a Summers wou- 
der ; alſo when in any Summer you finde no Thunder, the Winter following will be 
very unhealchful and obnoxious to all creatures. 
And thus much of the alteration of the ayr and change of weather; Come we 
now to (hew ſome natural reaſons for ſuch thingsas are commonly incident amongſt 
us, and yet their cauſe by many unknown, and ſo haſten to conclude this Seftion,

way and ſhew my Reader, who hath not waded far into the Ocean of Na- 

- ture, what Hail, Snow, Dew, Winde and the Rain-bow is, and how it comes 

to paſs we have many Suns ſometimes viſible, and Moons ; alſo what Thunder and 

Lightning is, and how we come to haue ſuch ſtrange and new Stars as are Comets 

and the like, and how the S#» and the 1oon become ſometimes eclipſed or 

darkned, that ſo he may not be to ſeek in theſe ordinary and ſmall matters, 
which I believe may ſtumble ſome,more then greater and higher things. 

We ſhall then in order handle each of theſe as they are ſet down in the contents, The reaſon of 
and firſt then we are to take this for an approved rule, that there never appeareth many Suns 
any Parelii or mock-Suns nor mock-WYoons above or beneath the Sw» or Moon, and Moon. 
but on each ſide, and that neither, bur at the Sw»-riſing or ſetting ; and they are 
thus occaſioned, when a thick cloud is gathered together toward the fide of the 
Sun or the Moon in which the broken beams of the Sun or Moon being gathered,

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As touching the Rain-bow, it is no more then the reflection of the Sux-beams in a 
che Rain bow. cloud that turns tothe contrary vapour. 

Rain is a cold vapour drawn up or exhaled by the attractive faculty of the Sun to, 
the nether part of the middle Region of the Ayr , where being thickened through 


cold it falleth againto the Earth. 
What hail and Hail and Snow are the ſame, only are drawn up higher ; Snow into the middle 


Region,and Hail into the upper,and there condenſed and congealed into the body of 
a cloud, and being diſpoſed by the Configurations of fit Significators deſcendeth. 

In like manner hoar froſt and dew is alſo the ſame vapour., and of the ſame na- 
ture asis rain and the reſt, only not drawn ſo high by the Sz» as to keepup, but when 
he with draws himſelf from our Hemſphere falleth down again, and is by the coldneſs 
of the Earth congealed or reſolved into water which we call dewin Summer, bur'in 
Winter by the ſharpneſs of the ayr it is congealed into froſt, and by reaſon of the 
hoaryneſs of it, is called Hoare froſt. 

Winde alſo 1s but a dry exhalation drawn up from the Earth by the heat of the 
Sun alſo, and diſperſed here and there ; and this is the reaſon of Earth-quakes ; 
for through the gathering together of abundance of theſe vapours in the Concaves 


of the Earth, and from thence violently breaking our, and the Earth cloſing again, 


is the Earth cauſed to ſhake or as it were tremble ; and this is the fore-runner of 
wars for the moſt part in thoſe parts of the Earth. 

Moreover a Comet is a flame cauſed of a dry, hot, ſlimy exhalation, drawn up 
by the $#» to the uppermoſt part of the ayr, the which being diſperſed and broken 
cauſeth high windes ; but more ofthis in the laſt Section, |

wraped into a cloud, where meeting with moiſture being of a contrary quality, it 
breaketh out the ſides of the cloud, and by this its eruption cauſerh a thundering 
noyſe in the ayr ; and this flying out of the fire the vulgar call Lightning ; the which 
eAriſtotle ſaith comes after Thunder ; but I am of opinion they come both together, 
though the ſenſe of ſeeing is more ſuddenly apprehenſive of the light then the hear- 
ing is of the ſound ; becauſe what is conveyed to the Eye is by a dire& line, but 
ro the Ear by anoblique; for at a diſtance we may diſcern a blow before we 
hear it, yet being hard by we ſhall hear it as ſoon as it is given or can be 
ſeen, &c. 

Lightning as ſay ſome Authours, is of marvailous efficacy, and they have made 
mention of three ſorts, Dry, Moiſt, and Clear ; the Dry doth*not burn but cleaveth 
trees through and alſo houſes and the like; the Moiſt doth not burn neither, 
but alkereth colour; the Clear both burneth and deſtroyeth, and is indeed 
the moſt dangerous of all ; for it breaketh the bones, and ſword, and bruiſeth not 
theskin nor breaketh the ſcabbard; and melteth moneyin the purſe, and yet melteth 
not wax, &c 

We are now to give the reaſon of the Eclipſing of both the Luminaries ; but firſt 
T think it very requiſite to ſer down ſome tokens of Earth-quakes to come, which 
are briefly fix; the firſt is when the $S«» is obſcured and darkened without the 
preſence of clonds or the body of the Aoon ; the ſecond token that an Earth-quake 
1sat hand, is when the S»» 1s as it were bloudy and coloured in ſuch a ſtrange 
manner ; the third is when a fiery Pillar, or cloud like a pillar of fire, appears in 
the Heavens; the fourth is when the ayr is very quiet both at Land and Sea for a 
longs continuance and winde abſent; the fifth when waters are ſalt and troubled, 
and of another taſte then uſually and naturally rhey are 3 the ſixth and laſt is 
when ſtrange unaccuſtomed and unuſual noiſes of exclamations of men , howl- 
ng, lamentations, and clatterings of armour are heard, and ſuch ſights ſeen in 
the Ayr. 

And now as touching the Eclipſe of either of the Luminaries, you are to 
know it is only a privation of their light ; that of rhe Sm is occaſioned at the 
conjunion of the Luminaries ( or more plainly at the change of the <Iſoon)

CHAP. VIiL 


Of the Signification of the moſt notable fixed Stars both fortunate and 
unfortunate in any of the twelve Houſes in Revolutions of the 
Years of the World. 


Names, Nature, Magnitude, Latitude and Longitude of the moſt notable 

fixed Stars ; what are leſs and more obſcure, are not fo needful and re- 
quiſite to be recorded, fince they are of the ſame nature as are the reſt in their con- 
ſtellation ; wherefore what are there expreſſed may ſufficiently ſerve as touching thy 
judgment in the Stars, : 

I ſhall not therefore here at all rehearſe either the names or natures of any 
Star there expreſſed ; onely I ſhall defire thee to be very experi in the ſeveral 
Natures thereof, and .ſo according to their ſeveral Poſitions, ConjunRtions and 
Configurations with the Planets judge either good or bad according to the nature of 
thoſe Stars, Planets and Houſes of Heaven they are 1n. 

As if malevolent, miſchievous and unfortunate Stars, viz. ſuch asare of the The (gnifica- 
nature of Saturn or Mars,or both, be upon the Cuſpe of the Aſcendent, or within tion ot the Ma. 
five degrees thereof or with the Lord of the Aſcendent in ConjunFion Partil, or !<volent fixed 
within five degrees thereof, judge miſchief and damage to the people of that Na- _- _ 
tion for which your Revolution is ſet in one kinde or other ; compare and weigh-' 
exactly the nature of your Significators, wiz. the Stars affliting your Aſcendent 
or its Lord, and you will ſoon diſcover the nature of the evill threatned ; and this 

our own Genius muft teach you ; for all the writings in the World without it will 
be of little or no effe&; it ſignifies alſo diſeaſes in the head, eſpecially if the ſign 
aſcending be eAries. 
If they bein the ſecond Houſe afflitingthe Cuſpe thereof or the Lord thereof [n the ſecond 
or both (as aboveſaid of the Aſcendent ) judge the evill to fall in and to mens« 
eſtates aud riches, eſpecially to the common people who ſhall many of them be 
expoſed to poverty and want, and in ſome meaſure even the Nobles alſo and beli 
of them ſhall have loſſes and croſſes in ſuch matters ; it fignifies alſo that there 
ſhall many maladies and infirmities in the Ears, Throat and Neck, affli mer, 
ſuch as are Impoſtumes, Catarrs and Rheumes, &c. eſpecially if the ſign of the ſe 
cond be T aur. 

If inthe third, the evill ſhall happen to thoſe that go ſhort journies, and they !n a+ :hir 
ſhall be unprofitable ; ſtrife, contentions and diſcords amongſt brethren, neighbors

alſo that men ſhall quarrel and diſagree that have inherited the Goods and Lega- 
cies of the late deccaſed ; and to be ſhort. impediment, loſs and damage in, to and 
by all things appertaining to the ſignification of the eight Houſe, which you have 
been abundantly ſhewn in the -41. Chapter of the ſecond Book; it ſignifies alſo 
many Infirnuties in the Secrets, if the ſign be Scerpio eſpecially, alſo Tlagues, More 
calities, and Malevolent infectious and poyſonous Diſeaſes. 

In the ninth. Allo if in the ninth, judge miſchief to happen to the Religious ſort of men, and 
ſuch as bear Office in the Church and Eccleſialtick affairs; Sects, Schiſms, and new 
Tenets fhall be allayed, perhaps extirpated and totally beaten down and quaſhr, 

. &c. Much damage it alſo fignifies to ſuch as travel and go long journeys, and no 
ſucceſs or profit therein : It ſignifies alſo that men ſhall be corrupt, Heatheniſh, 
and of ill converſations; there ſhall be little or no war, and men ſhall be perplexed 
with many accidents and Infirmities in the Thighs, eſpectally if the ſign of the ninth 
be Sagittary. 

Again, if any of the Malevolent fixed Stars be in thetenth afliting the Cuſpe | 
thereof, or the Lord thereof, it denotes much damage and detriment, ſorrow and 
rrouble to thoſe in Authority, alſo difſention quarrel and diſcord amongſt them, and 
they ſhall be ſo put to it for mony, that they will de induced to tax the people, net- 
ther indeed will they contribute to their neceſſities as formerly, nor have ſo vene- 
rable an eſteem of them, but ſhall ſlight, deride, and ſcoffe at them and ſer up 
themſelves if poſſible in their room, Nobles will be deje&ed, and Ruſticks erected 
and elevated, and there ſhall be many infirmities in the Knees, eſpecially if the 
ſign be Capricors, | :

ſters, and much detriment by them, a diminution of indigent and poore people, 
the Commons ſhall be kept under by their Superiours, damage ſhall be to great 
Cattel,and there ſhall be many infirmities incident to man in the feer, eſpecially if the 
ſign be Psſces. 
In like manner judge the contrary if you finde the benevolent Stars ſo poſited ; 
they are benevolents that you find are of the nature of Z«piter or YVenws, or both, or 
of the nature of 7apiter. and Satwry, Jupier and Mars, or Venus and Saturn, Venus 
and Mars, and of the nature of 7Zwpiter and Mercury, Venus and Mercery, and of the 
nature of Mercwry only, efpecially if aſſiſted by the benevolent AſpeRts of the For- 
runes. 
And thus much ſhall ſuffice for InftruRion in the judging of the Annual Revolu- 
tions of the world ; let us now deſcend to Eclipſes, and fo haſten to a concluſion of 


theſe our labours.

Mutation or Accident in this World portended by Eclipſes, and that in brief accor- 
ding to the Rules of our Predeceſſor Pro/omzy, whom I prefer for his ſhortneſs and 
plainneſs before any or all other Writings that I have mett with; it is true, Leevitius 
hath been very large on this ſubject, and others ; but ſince what Prolomy hath deli- 
yered us, is ſufficient for inſtruction to any that are to ſeek in theſe matters, I ſhall 
paſs them by as more myſterious and intricate , and yet tending no more to edifi- 
cation. 

In the firſt Section and firſt Chapter ofthis Fourth Book you have been taught 
that in your judgement of Revolutions you are to conſider the place of the Eclipſes 
of either Luminaries or both, it any ſuch happen, and joyn them in judgement ; for 
if there be any Eclipte or Ecliples, you are to ſec if there be any agreement betwixr 
them and the Lord of the Year and Aſcendent of the Revolutions ; for there is no- 
thing more certainthen that there tolloweth many inconveniencies and alterations 
in the World after any of the great Lights are Eclipſed ; for by them all things have 
their ſubſiſtence and nutriment ina natural way; and therefore it muſt needs follow 
ſublunary things mult tuffer detriment in one kinde or other when either of them are 
deprived of their lights and influences, eſpecially if both in one Moneth ; whence Her- 

No:e. mes faith , There ſhall much inconvemiency and trouble happen in the World when 
both the Luminaries ſhall be Eclipled in one Moneth, and chiefly in thoſe places in 
which their Effects ſhall be manitetted.

In like manner pronounce evill and dammage to the perſons and things ſignified by 
any other Houle of whom you find the Lord of the Sign of the Eclipſe Ruler, &c.

ſureth us,that if an Eclipſe be in Libra, it ſignifies the rottenneſs of Herbs, and that 
there ſhall be Sects and Schiſms amongſt Church-men ) in watery , to the Fiſhand 
Creatures living in the Watery Element : in Beſtial Signs, to Beaits , according to 
the nature of the Sign: as if Aries, to Sheep : if {apricorn, to Goats: if Tauras, 
to Bulls, Cows and Oxen : if Sagitrary, the laſt 15 degrees, to Horſes, &c. and if 
feral ſigns, to wild Beaſts.

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For the S«» and Meow bear rule over the other Planets, and are maincauſes of 
future accidents, as alſo the =” and efficacy of the other Stars are by them aug- 
mented or diminiſhed; but the commixtures of thoſe Stars who are of moft power, 
ſhew the quality of the events. 

But let usdeclare the works and properties of each Planet and their natures ; bur 
that our relation thereof may be the more. effeual, you are to take notice that 
when I nominate or declare the nature generally of the five Planets, you are ta 
underftand their temper, power and force, whether that Planet doth of himſelf in 
his own nature predominate or no, or whether any other Star which is not errant, 
or other place of the Zodiack of the ſame nature and temper or influence of thar 
Star ; wherefore if poſſible we are to know the nature and quality of every fixed 
Star worthy the noting for the making a right commixtion when they are joined in 
Configuration with the Errant Stars or Planets, becauſe this is as conſiderable as 
their ae: one with another, according to their familiarity þefore men- 
tioned, 
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So that if Satwrs be only chief Lord or Ruler, he ſhall be generally the occa- Orcas 


ſion of deſtration and miſchief cauſed by cold ; and particularly when his in- yen ke is 
fluence relateth unto men , he cauſeth long and tedious Infirmities , Tifticks and chlef Ruler, 
obnoxious Diſeaſes, occaſioned from Humors, Flegm and Defluxions, o_ and his fignls 


Feavers, Baniſhment, Want, Tribulation, Anxiety, Fears, ſadneſs and Death ; 
theſe chiefly to thoſe that are ſtricken in years. 

But when it relateth to Beaſts and Creatures belonging to the uſe of Man, he 
bringeth deſtruction and cauſeth a ſcarcity of them, and ſickneſs and rottenneſs to 
thoſe that remain ; death alſo and infirmity in the ſame nature to rhoſe men that 
uſe or eat them. 

In the ayr he ſhall cauſe froſt and ſnow, and ſuch as ſhall produce bitter cold 
weather, cloudy and obſcure, alſo pernicious, peſtiferous and tempeſtuous, Snow 
and inconvenient wind and moiſture, producing by corruption pernicious and offen» 
ſive creatures to mankinde. | 

But in the Sea and Rivers, tempeſts and ſhipwracks, alſo difficult and dangerous 
Navigating, a deſtruionand ſcarcity of fiſhes; increaſe and decreaſe of waters in 
the Sea by fits,the over-flowing of Rivers,and eruptions of the Sea-banks and miſchief 
by water. |

ledges, he orders all according to the Planers and Stars in Configuration with him ; 
wherefore we ſee he being dry of conſtitution being ſo nere the $#», and of a ſwitt 
motion, and becauſe he is ofteri Retrograde, he ſtirs up frequent turbulent and per- 
nicious winds, alſo thunder and lightning, openings of the Earth and Earth-quakes, 
and perhaps much damage thereby to Vegetables and Creatures for the uſe of Man 
(1 conceive P:c/omy might very well have left out perhaps ) alſo in the houres of 
his ſetting he cauſeth a d&1minution of Waters and'Rivers ; in the houres of his riſing 
an augmentation ; andthus much of the innate ſignifications of the Planets, 
Now when according to the variety of the Aſpects and Signs they are mingled 
by being mutually beheld of each othet and their Poſition in reſpect of the 3», 
they thereby vary their effe&s or ations according to the variety of fignifications 
we judgements ariſing from their ſeveral Conjunttions and Configurations, 
Wherefore ſince it is impoflibleto relate exa&ty unto thee all their Configurations 
and their commixtures, or art leaſt for that it would be ſo intricate a thing, we ſhall 


refer it to the ſtudy and conſideration of the Student ; for as I have faid _— 
unle 
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unleſs thy Genius leadeth thee to the exact knowledge thereof, the reading of all the 
Books in the World will no wiſe avail thee. ; 

But we ought diligently to obſerve the nature of thoſe Stars by which the e- 
vents are _— and their affinity with thoſe Regions where the effects are 
to be manifeſted thus. 

If they be fortunes and haverelation to the evil places where the events ſhall 
happen, and no wiſe contradicted by other Stars, they more effectually perform 
what events were afore. promiſed; but if they have no relation to thoſe places, 
or if they be gainſayed by malevolent Stars, their good influence is by ſo much 
leſſened, and ſo thou maycit judge on the contrary. And thus much of Eclipſes 
according to Piolomy. 

Some lines towards the latter end of the eighth chapter of his aforeſaid ſe- 
cond Booke 1 have willingly omitted, for that I do not in every word agree 
with him, and therfore herein I ſhall defire co be excuſed, as alſo if I have in 
any other places varied ſomewhat from him; I know no reaſon why any man 
that ſtandech on his ſhoulders may not ſee farther then he ; truly I muſt really 
confeſs he hath merited much honour from his ſucceſſors, wheretfore I ſhall eſteem 
him as for his ſhortneſs, ſo tor his accurate and ſufficient largeneſs and method before 
any or all other Aſtro/ogical Philoſophers whatſoever; and therefore (as I have al- 
ready ſaid) with him I ſhall conclude as touching this matter, adding only this Chap- 
ter which I have collected our of of Jaxt7inws, that we may haſten to a concluſion

Of ſterility , by reaſon the farneſs of the Earth is ( rogether with the 
exhaled matter whereot they are compoſed ) drawn out, and the Earth left dry , 
and lean, and fo the moiſture and convenient humidity, whereby it fructified all 
things growing therein, 1s dried up by exceflive heat, and conſequently rendred 
barren, whence there muſt needs follow famine or ſterility in thote Regions and 
places where they are ſeen , or from whence their matter or ſubſtance was drawn. 

Of Peſtilence and Diſeaſes, in that the ayr is by them infected through hor, thick 
cloudy exhalations, the which being drawn in at the mouth of living creatures, in- 
feterh and killeth them ; alſo by exceſlive and inordinate heat the radical humi- 
dity and moiſture of living creatures whereby they ſubſift, is dryed up, whereby 
they become no other then dead carkaſſes : wherefore it is neceſſary in ſuch times 
to uſe cooling and moiſtning preparatives which are of that nature asto reſtore and 
conſerve radicall moiſture. | 

Of War and alter:tions in Kingaoms, States, LaWs and Cuſtoms, in that when a 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, there are many exhalations in the Ayr , and 
thoſe of nature hot and dry, the which do ſo dry up the humors in men, and in- 
creaſe choler, that they are eaſily excited to quarrels, after which follow blows , 
wars and blood-ſhed ; and fo conſequently alterations in States, Governments , 
Laws, Cuſtoms, and Empires. | | 

Of Winds, for that they are of the ſame matter whereof Comets are, as you 
have heard in the 16 Chapter and 2 Se&ion of this fourth Book, and when any 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, many ſuch dry vapours are exhaled ; beſides, when 
they vaniſh, they become windy rapours.

ceſs 07 heat, or the heat of the S#» which conſumes and diſperſech the matter 
whereof they are made, ſo that it cannot aſcend unto that part of the Region of 
the Ayr wherein they are uſually placed ; neither in the Spring time, by reaſon 
of the abundance of moiſture that then reigns, and the want of ſufficient 
heat to elevate ſo much matrer ; but in Aurumy, eſpecially when Saturn and 
AMars are in Con anttion, becauſe then the heat that exhales the matter, is more 
ſtrong.

The firſt then is calf Vers, for that it reſembleth a ſpir, or dart, and appeareth in co hg 
the day time very terrible to the beholders : It denotes a ſcarcity of fruit both of * 
the Earth and trees; mutations in Church and State, grievous ſlaughters and the 
death of Kings, Nobles and ſuch as are of their adherence 

The ſecond, Tenacelam, of the colour of Iars, and hath rates under it like 
the flames of burning coals : it ſignifieth there ſhall not be ſuch plenty as formerly, 
yet not famine; wars alſoare thereby ſtirred up to the great prejudice of the god- 
lier ſort of people who ſhall be very forward therein. 

The third, Pert:c, which ſometimes emitts o5ſcure raies, and again at other times 
bright ; this denotes a drought both of the Earth and Waters, and a ſcarcity of 
Proviſions ; the which it corporally joined to any Planet ſignifyeth events according 
to the nature of that Planet (the nature of every Planet you have been _— -—

The ſixth Aurora five Martina , afligned to Mars, it hath a tale, and is of 
a fiery complexion ; when it appeareth towards the Eaft, bending its head down- 
wards, it ſignifies war,combuſtions, fire and fword, peſtilence and famine in e Arabia 
and Egypr, drought and a ſcarcity of waters, and this ſhall extend alſo to the 
Weſtern Regions | 

The ſeventh Arpextum live Argenteus , and this is the brighteſt and cleareſt of 
all Comets ; it hath pure bright beams; when it appears, 7=piter being then 
in Cancer or Piſces, it promiſeth abundance of corn and fruit in thoſe parts where 
it appeared ; bur if Z«picer be then in Scorpio, it will not be altogether ſo good. 

The eighth Roſs, this is a great round Comet, and is of the form and imi- 
lirude of of a man, it cauſeth che death of Kings, Great, Noble and Rich men, 
and the alteration of things.

gent Reader, that hs tongue is no ſlander (as we ſay) and therefore the rather to be 
excuſed, if in any place of his rabling patcht peece, he be fonnd puilty of reproaching hs 
betters. that dares thus ( when he knows not other Wiſe how to an{mer ad rem) not only 
lightly eſteem the teflimonies of the Antient Hiſtoriographers, but alſo of the Fathers,

I have ſufficiently ſhewed) teftifierh Adam, Seth, Enoch, «nd the reſt of the Patriarchs 
were Aſtrologers and moſt exquiſite therein,and Euſebius that was a learned Father of 
the / harch that teſtifiech Joſephus to be a man moſt worthy of credit, or learned 
Rufus Rolandus, and wiſe Mr. Gataker, who ſay they are not , and revile thoſe who 
bave maintained the contrary, but not able otherwiſe to give any reply thereunto ; but if

. and their commixtures, or at feaft for that it would be ſo intricate a thing, we ſhall 
refer it to the ſtudy and conſideration of the Student ; for as I have ſaid before, 
nnoleſs 
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unleſs thy Genius leadeth thee to the exact knowledge thereof, the reading of all the 
Books in the World will no wiſe avail thee. 

But we ought diligently to obſerve the nature of thoſe Stars by which the e- 
vents are ſignified, and their affinity with thoſe Regions where the effecs are 
to be maniteited thus. 

If they be fortunes and have relation to the evil places where the events ſhall 
happen, and no wiſe contradicted by other Stars, they more effectually perform 
what events were afore '(promiſed; but if they have no relation to thoſe places, 
or if they be gainſayed by malevolent Stars, their good influence is by ſo much 
leſſened, and ſothou mayeſt judge on the contrary. And thus much of Eclipſes 
according to Ptolomy. 

Some lines towards the latter end of the eighth chapter of his aforeſaid ſe- 
cond Booke I have willingly omitted, for that I do not in every word agree 
with him, and therfore herein I ſhall deſire to be excuſed, as alſo if I have in 
any other places varied ſomewhat from him ; I know -no reaſon why any man 
that ftanderh on his ſhoulders may not ſee farther then he ; truly I muſt really 
confeſs he hath merited much honour from his ſucceſſors, wherefore I ſhall eſteem 
him as for his ſhortneſs, ſo for his accurate and ſufficient largeneſs and method before 
any or all other Aſtrological Philoſophers whatſoever ; and therefore (as I have al- 
ready ſaid) with hy I ſhall conclude as touching this matter, adding only this Chap- 
ter which I have colleted out of of J#xtfiinw, that we may haſten to a concluſion 


of this Treatiſe.

ſay no more then this, thas it is ſufficiently declared inthe handling the ſeveral De- 
canates of theſe Signs ; wherefore it wM not be amiſs if we alſo gothrough every 
ſign of the whole Zodiack, beginning at Aries, that ſo thou mayeſt not be to ſeek 
upon any Eclipſe of the Luminaries, and firit then of the Swy. 

When the S#n is Eclipſed in any of the firit ten degrees of «Lies ( which you 
have heardisthe firſt Decanate or Face thereof) it portendsthe ſudden and fre- 
quent motion of Armies, continual expeditions, aſſaults and batteries with many 
rumults, ſeditions and controverſies, and an inclination of the ayr to intempe- 
rate heat and drought.

Of ſterility , by reaſon the fatneſs of the Earth is ( together with the 
exhaled matter whereof they are compoſed ) drawn out, and the Earth left dry , 
and lean, and fo the moiſture and convenient humidity, whereby it fructified all 
things growing therein, 1s dried up by exceſlive heat, and conſequently rendred 
barren, whence there muſt needs follow famine or ſterility in thoſe Regions and 
places where they are ſeen, or from whence their matter or ſubſtance was drawn. 

Of Peſtilence and Diſeaſes, in that the ayr is by them infefted through hot, thick 
cloudy exhalations, the which being drawn in at the mouth of living creatures, in- 
fe&eth and killeth them ; alſo by exceſlive and inordinate heat the radical humi- 
dity and moiſture of living creatures whereby they fubſiſt, is dryed up, whereby 
they become no other then dead carkaſſes : wherefore it is neceflary in ſuch times 
to uſe cooling and moiſtning preparatives which are of that nature asto reſtore. and 
conſerve radicall moiſture. 

Of War and alterations in Kingdoms, States, LaWs ayd Cuſtoms, in that when a 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, there are many exhalations in the Ayr , and 
thoſe of nature hot and dry, the which do ſo dry up the humors in men, and in- 
creaſe choler, that they are eaſily excited to quarrels, after which follow blows , 
wars and blood-ſhed ; and ſo conſequently alterations in States, Governments, 
Laws, Cuſtoms, and Empires. 

Of Winds, for that they are of the ſame matter whereof Comets are, as you 
have heard in the 16 Chapter and 2 Section of this fourth Book ; and when any 
Comet or Blazing-Star appears, many ſuch dry vapours are exhaled ; beſides, when 
they vaniſh, they become windy vapours. 

Of Earth-quakes, for the ſame aforeſaid reaſon; for they are the occaſion of 
winds,and winds of Earth-quakes, as in the ſame aforeſaid 16 Chapter you have been 
taught. 

by Inundations, for the ſame reaſon alſo ; for Comets cauſe winds, winds cauſe the 
Sea toroar and rage, whence follows inundations,

The fifth / erx/ews , of a blew or azure colour, appropriated to Mercury, it. de- 
notes the death of Kings and Grandees, Nobles ſuch as are chief Rulers, and 
chiefly towards the part towards which it extends its rayes ; alſo wars, 

The fixth Awrora five Marntina , afligned to Mars, it hath a tale, and is of 
a fiery complexion ; when it appeareth towards the Eaſt, bending its head down- 
wards, it ſignifies war,combuſtions, fire and ſword, peſtilence and famine in eLrabia 
and Egypt, drought and a ſcarcity of waters, and this ſhall extend alſo to the 
Weſtern Regions. 

The ſeventh Arpentum five Argenters , and this is the brighteſt and cleareſt of 
all Comets; it hath pure bright beams; when it appears , 7-piter being then 
in Cancer or Piſces, it promiſeth abundance of corn and fruit in thoſe parts where 
it appeared ; bur if 7*piter be then in Scorpio, it will not be altogether ſo good. 

The eighth Roſe, this is a great round Comet , and 1s of the form and fimi- 
lirude of of a man, it cauſeth che death of Kings, Great, Noble and Rich men, 
and the alteration of things. ; 

The ninth and laſt Nger, appropriated to Saturn, being in colour like unto him ; 
it denotes mortality both natural and alſo by the ſword, beheadings and the 
hke. 

Note. If a Comet appear in the Aſcendent of any Town, Kingdom, City, Family, or 
mn the Aſcendent of the Revolution of the World, it ſignifieth deſtruction of the 
things ſignified by the Aſcendent and the ſign thereof; and if it appear in the 
ſign of the mid-Heaven at the time of any of theſe, it bringeth danger to ſuch as 
are promoted to honour.

Oft of the Antiemes have been ſhort in their judgments on this ſubje&, yer 
M ſome more copious then others, but none ſo effeual as I could wiſh for 
thy inſtruction, fince by the Conjuntion of the Planets all the accidents 
and mutations of this Elementary World are known, eſpecially by the Commuttion 
of the Superiours; how ever ſuch as = are I ſhall here deliver unto thee with my 
beſt afliſtance ; time and opportunity may happily produce more hereaftes; in the In- - 
terim underſtand thus much , 

Thatthere are ſeven forts of ('onjunftions conſiderable, | 

The firſt and greateſt of all thereſt, is the Conjan#ion of the two ſuperiour Pla- 
nets Satzrn and 7wpiter in the firſt term or degree of eHries, which happens but 
once in nine hundred and threeſcore yearr. 

The ſecond is the (onjanttion of Saturn and:Japiter in the firſt term or degree of 
every triplicity, and this is accompliſhed once in two hundred and forty years, yet 
once in twenty years, they come in Coyjun#iov in one part or other of the Zoadiack. 

The third is the (onjurttion of Saturn and-Hars in the firſt term or degree of 
. Caxcer, and this.is once in thirty years. 
| The fourth is the Comjunition of the three ſuperiours, Saturn, Jupiter and Mats 
in one term or face of any ſign. 

The fifth is the (onjuntion of Jupiter and Mars, which is a mean and the leaſt 
Conjunttion of the ſuperiours, and therefore is not the fore-runner of ſuch great 
miſchiefs as the other, as you ſhall by and by underſtand. 

The ſixth is the Conjunttion of the £xx with any of the reſt of the Planets at the 
time of his entrance into the firſt point of erie-. | 

The ſeventh and laſt is the Conjunttion of the Sun and Moon , which happeneth 
once every moneth. 

Of which we are nowin order to treat ; but firſt you muſt know that the time for +0085 neg 
the erecting of your figure is when the Planets are in Partil Comjuntion, viz. in +> 1onrgan 
the very ſame ſigne, degree and minute of the Zodiack. You may ſee what a 
Partil Aſpe& is in the 27 Chapter of the ſecond Book of this Volume. 

Having then erected the Figure of the Heavens at your punctual time,and placed 
the Planets therein being reduced to the time of the day, have regard unto the for- 
titudes and debilities of the Planets, eſpecially thoſe in (o»ju»tion, for if they be 
ſtrong and fortunate, they preſage good ; if weak and impedited,the contrary, 

And this good or evilt ſhall be according to the nature of the Planets in Cor- 
jun{ion, and the nature of the ſign in which they are ; as if the Sign be ajery and 
the Planets evill, impediment in the Ayr, corruption and much damage thereby 
both to men-and the fruits of the Earth is denoted ; and ſo judge of the reſt of 
the ſigns ; in like manner judge the contrary if the Planets in Conjuntion be For- 

' tunes and well dignified. 

Again, if the Malevolents be in Conjun#ion in feminine Signs, they denote Pe- 
ſtilence and evill infirmities to women ; and the Female ſex of things in general chiefly,
